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The Year In Review 


Triumphs, Tribulations Mark 1984

January 

• The first month of prophesy- 
riddled 1084 began with the tragic 
death of a 20 vear-old Winchester 
man who choked in a local jail cell 
early New Year’s Day. 

Vincent J. Marcjuardo, whom 
police report they arrested late New 
Year’s Eve for operating while under 
the influence of an intoxicant, died al 
about 2 a.m. after police discovered 
him unconscious and lying in vomit in 
the cell. 

Marquardo’s death raised public 
awareness about prisoner safety and 
the responsibility of police guards. 
While police maintain they checked 
the cells regularly, Marquardo’s 
parents charged Winchester police 
with negligence. 

The case also brought about pro¬ 
posals for a renovated police station 
that would have a camera monitoring 
system and lockup facilities without 
bars. The renovated police station, 
the funding for which was approved 


by voters in spring, is expected to in¬ 
clude those features. 

• On the upbeat, a Winchester 
landmark got a badly needed shot-in- 
the-arm when a ('ambridge-based 
firm decided to buy and renovate it. 

The former Purity Supreme super 
market on Main st. was purchased by 
New England Business Properties. 
The property was subsequently 
renovated and is now renting office 
space as Eight Winchester Place. 

• Meanwhile, the town’s plans to 
buy the 10-acre Woburn Loop site ap¬ 
peared to be near fruition in those hit 
ter days of January. Tho proposal to 
buy the MBTA site running parallel 
to Main st. may have lifted a number 
of hearts, but the matter dragged on 
for months, with the actual sale not 
coming until nearly the end of the 
year 

• Another plan that surfaced in 
January and carried through 1984 was 
a proposal to allow liquor stores in 
town. The proposal sought to end a 
years-old "dry town" era. and was 
met with lirni opposition by many 
residents. 

In the end. the proposal was pass¬ 
ed this fall after lx*ing voted on by the 
town several times. To date, no mer¬ 
chant has been awarded a liquor store 
license, although several people have 
applied for such a license 

• As a footnote on January occur¬ 
rences. local drivers joined with 


others in the commonwealth in bear¬ 
ing up under the new insurance 
system which penalized bad drivers 
for their mistakes. Meanwhile, the 
devastating fire at Boston’s North 
Station only added to the commuting 
woes of local residents, who had to 
rely on shuttle buses to get to their 
jobs in the Hub. 

February 

The year’s second month started 
off with a Feb. 2 court date in the 
town’s six-month-old battle against 
the newspaper USA Today. In the 
ongoing feud, which has since includ¬ 
ed numerous skirmishes in both local 
and federal courts, the town has been 
fighting to keep the newspaper from 
placing vending machines on town 
streets. 

In a Dec. 21 decision announced on 
Jan. 2, 1985, by U S A. Today 
spokesmen. Judge John Murphy 
dismissed a lower court ruling that 
the placement of the newspaper’s 
vending machines violated Win¬ 


chester’s sidewalk obstruction laws. 

At this point, the town may again 
appeal the case, however. Meanwhile 
the machines stay on local streets. 

• February also was when the 
town began to wrestle with proposals 
to hike the water and sewer rates. 
Residential rates would go up. 
according to the plan, which after 
much debate was voted in at the 
spring Town Meeting and later 
adopted through a technicality of a 
June meeting. The plan was said to be 
necessary so that the town could keep 
its Recreation Dept., among several 
other community services. 

• On the negative front, the second 
week in February brought an early 
morning fire at 912 Main st. that gut¬ 
ted the building, which housed two an¬ 
tique shops. The wooden barn-like 
structure was destroyed by the blaze, 
which fire officials determined was of 
"suspicious origin.” 

• And the Cross st. construction of 
a medical building was rejuvenated 
when developer William Schofield 
jumped into the $2.5 million project. 
Construction of the 20-B0 medical ot- 
fices got back in full swing with the 
new backer, after developer John 
Lane III bowed out 

• On the school scene, bus drivers 
and police joined forces to put the 
thumbs down on motorists who 
disobeyed state safety laws. Drivers 


had complained about motorists who 
would not stop for school buses which 
were hoarding and unloading 
students. That spurred police to 
follow the buses in Unmarked cars. 
The $100 fine was slapped on some 
people, and the bad habit eventually 
seemed to die a natural death as the 
word spread. 

• On Swanton st.. the modern 
Village Condos, developed by Con¬ 
tinental Wingate Co. of Boston, were 
selling for $112,000 to $ 120 , 000 . well 
above the $90,000 price that had been 
cited as they were being built monlbs 
earlier. 

The condos were part of a housing 
boom that hit Winchester, considered 
by many to be a particularly 
desirable Boston suburb. 

• Meanwhile, Selectmen proffered 
a $27 million budget for the upcoming 
fiscal year. The budget, which was up 
1 percent over the previous fiscal 
year's, encompassed plans to 
renovate the police station, an issue 
that spurred some controversy, with 
one side pushing for renovations, 
while another urged a completely new 
station. In the end. the renovation 
backers won out. 

Anarch 

• Like the famed March winds, a 
number of issues breezed into the 
public eye during the third month, 
ranging from disturbing to delightful, 
depending on one’s point of view. 

Early or. tho so-called “Mall 
Rapist ” was arrested in his parents’ 
Winchester home, ending a six-month 
investigation after at least a half 
dozen young women were abducted 
and raped at shopping malls in 
several areas throughout the state. 

Philip A. Pizzo, a Winchester 
native who had attended town schools 
but had moved to Westford as an 
adult, was subsequently found guilty 
of rape. In October, he was sentenc¬ 
ed to life at Walpole state prison. 

• The March primary elections 
dealt a blow to the town's well- 
founded Democrats, when an offshoot 
branch stole the top billing.The so- 
called "Red Carnation Party" beat 
out the tried-and-true Democrats in a 
first-in-50-yeurs voting landslide. 

The new blood was given the name 
"Red Carnation Party” after 
members came out in force, sporting 
red carnations, during the Feb. 11 
Democratic caucus. While the self- 
proclaimed "outlaws” shook up the 
local Democratic bunch, the new 
voices protested they didn’t want to 
rock the political boat by promoting 
a gap among Democrats. 

They did raise a few eyebrows, 
however. 

• Another eyebrow-raiser was the 
early March raid on gambling 
machines at the local Elks Club. 
Police, acting on a tip. reported con¬ 
fiscating a gambling machine 
through which hundreds of betting 
dollars were passed. Despite protests 
by club officials, the Elks subsequent¬ 
ly lost the club’s video games license. 


• As the month was winding down, 
a Lynch School substitute teacher 
made the headlines when she won big 
bucks in the state's Mpgabucks lot 
tery. Chris King of Woburn won a cool 
$1,668.980. before taxes of course, but 
she went into work as usual.The 
mother of several young children said 
then that she loved teaching in Win¬ 
chester. hut that the extra cash sure 
would make life easier. 

• Meanwhile, talk of renovating 
the aging downtown area began with 
fervor, as plans were made for the 
work to begin within weeks. The 
renovations included new brick-lined 
sidewalks and wrought iron lamps 
and trash bins, among others 

The project has turned out to be a 
thorn in the town’s side, however, 
with slate funds for that project and 
others caught in a battle to make the 
town provide low to moderate income 
housing. To date, the town is still try 
ing to meet state specifications and 
secure the funds for the second phase 
of the renovations 


A pril 

• The spring of 1984 brought about 
its own set of promises and problems. 

The controversy over the well field 
at Lynch School arose, with residents 
complaining that the site should he 
kept as a field and not used as a 
dumping site for construction debris. 

• Meanwhile. Mother Nature 
packed a punch with a nasty winter 
storm that knocked out utilities in 
numerous Winchester homes for 
several days. A Woburn man almost 
lost hu: life in the storm, when his car 
became entangled in fallen power 
lines The April assault wasn't all for 
the worse, though, as youngsters got 
in some good sledding during the no- 
school days. 

• Then, the good news was quick 
lv overshadowed when the Girl Scout 
cabin, home to the town’s traditional 
• Haunted House. ” was destroyed by

School Budget 
Seeks Computer, 
Anti-Theft Funds

School Supt. Charles L Mitsakos. 
armed with what he calls a “business 
approach to educational spending" is 
proposing a 1 4 percent hike in the an¬ 
nual budget. 

The $10,518,821 budget proposal 
calls for state-of-the-art computers, 
audio-visual equipment and language 
learning material, as well as an $8.7(H) 
anti-theft system at the high school 
library. 

Meanwhile, said Mitsakos. the 
school lunch program will he self- 
supporting for the first time ever 
beginning (his fall 

Mitsakos said officials (rimmed 
lunch program costs in several ways, 
including setting up strict guidelines 
on the portions of food served to 
students and teachers. 

" I don’t mean we’re going to he 
cutting down on the food the kids will 
get." he explained.“we’re just being 
more consistent. For instance, when 
you put two ounces of meat in a sub 
it should be two ounces not two and 
a half ounces and not less than two 
ounces.” 

Mitsakos added that lunch pro¬ 
gram personnel also have been in¬ 
structed to buy food in commodity 
and “shop around for the best buy" 
as part of an overall “business ap¬ 
proach” to running the school system. 

“We’re making sure that enough 
(food) is purchased, hut not so much 
that anything is wasted. No more 
should be cooked than is needed, "he 
said. 

At the high school, meanwhile, a 
book defection system will aim at 
preventing the flow of unchecked 
books through library doors. Mitsakos 
said the $8,700 electronic system “will 
pay for itself in two years" by curb¬ 
ing the loss of “several thousand 
dollars worth” of books that are taken 
each year. 

Mitsakos was quick to add that “It 
I hook theft I is no greater a problem 


here than anywhere else ” He theoriz¬ 
ed that most thefts occur when 
students accidentally take reference 
hooks while working on homework “I 
don’t think most kids do it on pur¬ 
pose,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the high school’s 
language learning center, as well the 
entire school system’s computer and 
audio visual equipment, is in for a 
sprucing up 

“Technology is changing so fast 
that we’re finding the kids are 
already beyond the level of computer 
education we’re now offering.” said 
Mitsakos. 

“What we want to do is to lu* able 
to offer history and math software, 
for example, to supplement what we 
have now,’’ he said. 

Regarding the $18,000 gradual 
audio-visual improvements, ttie 
superintendent said he is proposing a 
three-year phased in program 
whereby all school's will receive new 
equipment. 

“What we’re finding is that the 
equipment is so old and in such tough 
shape from normal use - that it 
would cost us more to repair it than 
to replace it at this point.” said 
Mitsakos. 

He said officials have not cut any 
programs or services in the schools, 
but have kept ttie budget costs down 
by stricter controls. “Running a 
school system is like running a 
business and that’s what we’re trying 
to do,” he said 

The proposed budget is $162,525 
higher than the $10,255,298 budget of 
the current school year However, il 
does not include Collective bargaining 
figures. According to Mitsakos. the 
figures were not included at the sug¬ 
gestion of the Finance Committee and 
Town Manager 

The budget is based on the 
assumption that 3,028 students will lx* 
enrolled in Winchester schools 


Liquor Store 
Proposals Are 
Moving Slowly

Back in November, Winchester 
voters said yes to allowing one liquor 
store in town. 

So far. Selectmen have neither 
granted a license nor sifted through 
the half dozen applications for it 
"Frankly, as far as I'm concern¬ 
ed. the package store is a long way 
down the road.” said Selectmen 
Chairman Mark Lombardi. 

Meanwhile, at least two of the ap¬ 
plicants said they are willing to wait 
for the board to act. 

Said applicant Paul M Perry. “I 
assume they (Selectmen) know what 
they're doing. They have to set up 
some conditions ” 

I think they're probably being 
very cautious . to make sure they 
do the right thing.” said Bernard J 
llawkes. another applicant. 

Meanwhile. Lombardi said of the 
package store. "Personally. I don't 
think it’s a priority.” 

He said the package store ranks 
fourth among the major issues now 
facing Selectmen, behind the matters 
of subsidized housing, the Woburn 
Loop property sale and the budget

His letter from last January said 
the Surabian family owns a downtown 
building where the package store 
could be installed, complete with 
parking.

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Local Electrical Corp. Wins 
Bond, Plans Big Expansion 


The Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency t Ml FA i has approv¬ 
ed a $1 7 million industrial revenue 
bond for an expansion by Trodella 
Electrical Corporation on Conant rd. 
The project will create an estimated 
33 new jobs. 

Trodella Electrical will use pro¬ 
ceeds from the bond to purchase, 
renovate, and equip a 35,000 Square 
foot manufacturing building. The 
company will close its leased facility 
on River st. and transfer all 
employees to the new site. 

Trodella consists of three divi¬ 
sions Trodella Electrical Control and 
Service Corporation designs, 
manufactures, and installs energy 
management systems; Trodella 
Materials Handling Corporation 
designs, manufactures, and installs 
overhead industrial electrical cranes, 
and Trodella Electrical Corporation 
is in the electrical contracting 
business. 

Trodella received a $303,000 bond 
in 1983 to constrict their current facili¬ 
ty which they have since outgrown. 

MI FA approved industrial 


revenue bonds totaling over $488 
million for some 240 expansions and 
47 downtown revitalization projects in 
1984 These projects resulted in an 
estimated 10.000 new industrial sec¬ 
tor jobs in Massachusetts for the 
year. 

“The number of MIFA-approved 
industrial revenue bonds is up this 
year by 11 percent over 1983, even 
though the total dollar amount ap¬ 
proved is substantially lower,” said 
Charles F Kircker, MIFa’sexecutive 
director. "This is an indication that 
the benefits of 1RB financing are 
reaching a broader spectrum of the 
smaller business community in the 
commonwealth.” 

MI FA is an independent public 
agency designed to promote 
economic growth and increased 
employment through a variety of in¬ 
centives. including industrial revenue 
bonds, downtown revitalization 
through the Commercial Area 
Revitalization District (CARD) pro¬ 
gram, and loan guarantees.

State Honors McCall’s Science Program 


The McCall Junior High School 
Earth Science Program, selected 
earlier this year, along with the 
Mount Greylock Regional High 
School in Williamstown, as the two 
outstanding earth science programs 
in Massachusetts, has been honored 
again by the National Science 
Teachers Assn, as one of the truly ex¬ 
cellent earth science programs in the 
country. 

Following a national search for 
excellence programs conducted by 
the Search for Excellence in Science 
Education (SESE), Winchester was 
selected as an Exemplar Program 
which could become a model for other 
schools in the country striving for ex¬ 
cellence. 

Announcement of the awards was 
made by Robert E. Yager, professor 
and head of the science education at 
the University of Iowa and immediate 
past president of the NSTA. Yager 
emphasized that SESE is an impor¬ 
tant effort to offer critically needed 
ideas, challenges, and new directions 
for science education in the secondary 
schools. 

The award to McCall marks the 
second year in a row that one of the 
science programs in the Winchester 
schools has been chosen as an ex¬ 
emplar curriculum for the country.

WHS Band Marches Proud In Georgia

The Winchester High School Mar¬ 
ching Band is walking tall and proud 
these days. 

Even their return to icy, wintry 
weather from the balmy 74-degree- 
and-sunny Atlanta days couldn’t 
dampen their spirits. 

They’ve been to the Peach Bowl 
competition, and come away with 
several honors: second place in the 
parade competition and third place in 
the field competition, out of 19 bands 
from all over the country. 

“When they told us we got second 
place in the parade, we all screamed 
for like 20 minutes,” recalled 
freshman band member Maura 
Looney. “Miss Miller was on such a 
high." 

Miller was still high on her band’s 
performance Wednesday morning. 

“I’ve never seep them perform 
like that in my whole life," Miller said 
with pride. “They expended every 
ounce of energy, concentration and 
esprit de corps they could possibly 
have mustered, because they knew 
what sort of bands they were up 
against — and they did us proud." 

Perhaps the nicest honor of all was 
that the Sachems band was chosen to 
lead off the entire Peach Bowl 
parade. 

"We were really proud of 
ourselves, because we were marching 
first," said band president Andy 
Laats. “They (Peach Bowl officials 1 
put us in front to lead the whole thing, 
we felt like they were proud of us — 
and we were even prouder of 
ourselves." 

“The big news came our first night 
down there," said Sandra Rodgers, 
president of Friends of the Band and 
one of the chaperones on the trip. 
“Priscilla (Miller! came back from 
the meeting of the band directors with 
the Peach Bowl committee, and an 
nounced that we were going to lead 
the parade. That psyched everyone 
up." 

Miller said simply, “I was surpris¬ 
ed when they said Winchester was go¬ 


ing to be the first band.” 

The good news came none too 
soon, because the trip got off to a 
rocky start for the 
almost-200-member group. 

Thursday - the day before take¬ 
off — went as planned. The in¬ 
struments, uniforms and luggage 
were loaded into a rented truck and 
sent southward. 

The truck was one of the best ideas 
the trip planners had, Rodgers said, 
because it saved airport check-in 
hassles, and gave Winchester a 
secure place to stow their instruments 
during the few minutes they weren't 
competing or practicing. Other bands 
had to keep their instruments in their 
hotel rooms. “The truck was a god¬ 
send," Miller said. 

With everything packed, the band 
celebrated with a send-off wingding 
Thursday night at the Knights of Col¬ 
umbus, leaving early so they could 
make the 6:20 a.m. buses for the first 
plane. 

But Friday morning provided a 
few anxious, bone-chilling minutes 
when only one bus arrived to take two 
busfuls of shivering band members 
and chaperones to Logan. Eventual¬ 
ly two other buses showed up, in time 
to make the 8:30 flight. 

Still, band members and 
chaperones were not reassured when 
their plane rocked in and out of the 
hangar for more than an hour, 
because of weather problems. 

“It scared a few of the kids who 
hadn’t flown before." said Suzanne 
Milauskas, vice president of the band. 

The second group, which left the 
high school at 8:30, had delays with 
their plane, too, because of icing pro¬ 
blems on the runways. "They barely 
got off before Logan was shut down 
for a couple of hours,” Rodgers 
reported. 

But any chill that may have been 
cast on the trip was melted away 
, when the band members stepped in¬ 
to the Georgia sun. “We were ready 
for the warmth," said Laats with a 
broad grin. 


The first planeload settled into the 
Atlanta Sheraton — Winchester’s con¬ 
tingent, one of seven bands staying in 
the hotel, took up floors 20, 21 and 22 

and headed for the practice field at 
3. 

The band had only one hour allot 
ted to them, so when the second 
planeload arrived at 3:15, they raced 
down to the Georgia Tech field to join 
the others — still wearing their New- 
England-winter sweaters and cor¬ 
duroys. 

Everyone was hot and sweaty 
and practice went badly. 

“It was depressing," Laats recall¬ 
ed. “And we stayed to watch the band 
after us — from Michigan they 
were good.” 

The kids came back to dinner 
wondering if they could stand up to 
their competition, Rodgers said but 
recaptured their normal spirit when 
they were told their band would lead 
the parade. 

“I heard a rumor about three 
straight hours of practice the next 
morning - I said we’d never do it," 
said Laats. “We did — two different 
chaperones called us at 6:30 to wake 
us up. I didn’t like the practicing when 
we were doing it, but in retrospect, it 
was a good idea." 

The second practice on Saturday 
morning was much better, Milauskas 
said: “Everyone was well-rested, the 
weather was great, and we knew we 
had a lot of time.” Winchester was not 
competing in the jazz or concert band 
contests, so Saturday meant bonus 
practice time for them. 

After lunch, the band played 
tourist, with a bus tour around Atlan¬ 
ta and a trip to Stone Mountain, a 
recreation area with paddle boats, 
historic re-creations and other 
diversions. 

"It was a really new, clean city; 

I was impressed,” Laats recalled. 
“We also saw a lot of the old mansions 
— and we got a kick out of the guides’ 
accents — they kept pointing out

At the last Selectmen s meeting 
Warte Welch presented a new and 
substantially different “eleventh 
hour" draft of the housing Statement 
of Purpose which he had negotiated 
on his own with Joe Flatley of EOCD.

• Since this proposal differs so 
substantially from previous versions 
and since the downtown development 
grant has been extended until 
February 15, why can’t the public 
have another opportunity to provide 
input? 

• Why must this Statement of Pur¬ 
pose, which was negotiated by Wade 
Welch alone without authority and in 
the “eleventh hour" be so quickly 
signed, sealed and delivered? 

• Chapter 705 Scattered Site 1 lous¬ 
ing funding initiatives suggest other 
housing options which do not require 
the donation of town-owned land to the 
state. Why aren’t these housing alter¬ 
natives being more agressively 
pursued? 


The housing Statement of Purpose 
represents a promise to EOCD which 
will have a tremendous long-term in¬ 
pact on the town. I think that this new' 
draft deserves and requires more 
careful review before it is acted upon.

Johnians Protest School’s Holiday Shows

For a second time we return from 
a Winchester public school function 
with sophisticated concern.

Fires And Fatalities In 4 84 Darken Some Days 


lire that month. A long-standing 
Halloween favorite, the ('amp Joy 
house \\ as loealcd in the Kells, where 
its charred remains are to date The 
tradition was revived later in the 
year, when the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce secured the Wedge Pond 
beaehhouse behind the town tennis 
courts off Lake st. for the event. 

• In other disturbing news during 
April, drinking water at the Parkview 
condominium complex was found to 
he tainted with mercury. However, 
the carcinogen disappeared from the 
scene just as quickly as it was 
discovered. Fora short time, though, 
residents were not allowed to drink 
their water 

May 

• What proved to lx* a shocking 
uncovering of fraud cropped up in the 
headlines beginning in May. The 
former treasurer of the town 
employees credit union was indicted 
on charges that she bilked the union 
out of more than $25,000. 

Resident Ellen Casalinovo was 
charged with embezzling the funds 
during the period she was treasurer 

from Nov. 13,1979, through Feb. 8, 
1982. She was charged with allocating 
fraudulent loans to fictitious accounts 
that were ultimately deposited into 
her own account at Winchester Sav¬ 
ings Bank. 

A total of $ 800,000 was contributed 
annually during that period to the 
union by the nearly 350 town 
employees who were members of the 
credit union. 

Early in June. Casalinovo plead¬ 
ed guilty to the charges, was ordered 
to repay the money and was put on 
probation. 


• In other news, a Wildwood st. 
man was killed at Wedgemere station 
by a Boston and Maine railroad train. 
David Smith, 29, was struck by the 
train while he was lying on the tracks. 
According to eyewitnesses, Smith had 
been ordered off the tracks several 
times that day. No charges were filed 
in the incident. 

• Meanwhile, residents at Town 
Meeting voted 143-13 in favor of dol¬ 
ing out $2.7 million for renovations to 
the police station.Thc proposal pro¬ 
mised double the size for police 
facilities, as well as the modern safe¬ 
ty cells that sport protective windows 
instead of bars. 


• Also in May, police, firefighters, 
school secretaries and public works 
personnel settled on a 5 percent pay 
raise. The agreement amounted to a 
$229,996 tab for the town. 

• On the grim side. May saw the 
death of another local person under 
tragic circumstances. 17*year-old 
James Plunkett Jr died of gunshot 
wounds after what police described as 
an “accidental shooting." 

It was Ix’licved the youth took his 
father’s gun from atop the family’s 
refrigerator and accidentally shot 
himself in the temple. The boy’s 
teenage friend who was at the home 
alerted police of the incident. A 
memorial fund was subsequently set 
up in town, as the controversy over 
weapons in homes became an issue 
here. 

• Meanwhile, Town Meeting 
voters still plugged away at the 
lengthy municipal shopping list. 
Among expenditures approved were: 
$23,000 for the Youth Center pro¬ 
grams; $175,000 for painting and 
carpeting at the Lynch, McCall and 
High schools; and $1.6 million for 
maintenance of town streets. 

June 

• June, with all its promise of the 
lazy days of summer, came in with a 
barage of major local news items. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux, 
who had been in his position for nine 
years, announced he was resigning to 
take a job at Middlesex Community 
College in Bedford. Groux was the 
town’s first manager when the post 
originate^ in 1475. Succeeding Groux 
for a temporary period of a few 
months was Thomas White, who had 
been as Groux’s assistant. 

• Also during that time, Ellen 
Casalinovo, the former treasurer at 
the town employee credit union, 
pleaded guilty of embezzling $25,000 
from the 350-member credit union. 

• And once the news of Groux’s 
resignation settled, the work of the 
Town Manager Search Committee 
got into full swing. 

• The month was hardly without 
its excitement. A family of four nar¬ 
rowly escaped with their lives when 
a blaze ripped through their home at 
42 Ivebanon st. Two elementary school 
youngsters and their parents escaped

after being warned by smoke alarms. 
Several firefighters were slightly in¬ 
jured in the blaze, but no other in¬ 
juries were reported. 

• Meanwhile, workers moved for¬ 
ward with fervor on the downtown 
renovations. By June, the work was 
half complete and residents, especial¬ 
ly entrepreneurs, lauded the "new 
look" coming to Winchester. 

• Over at St. Mary’s School, a 
parochial school on Washington st., 
longtime principal Sr. Michaelinda 
was announced as leaving her post. 
The principal, who had pulled St. 
Mary’s up by its bootstraps, left after 
rejuvenating the school, which had 
begun to suffer declining enrollment. 

• Finally in June, Town Meeting 
voters again came to the forefront, 
even though too few actually came to 
the June session. 

Without enough people there to 
constitute a quorum, the sewer use 
fee that voters had supported at the 
April spring Town Meeting fell into 
the vat of a meeting that was declared 
null and void. 

The fee — 65 cents per cubic foot 

passed at the spring meeting, and 
without a quorum, that spring 
meeting vote stood. While there were 
some outraged residents who were 
obviously opposed to the measure, the 
new fees took effect on July 1 all the 
same.The non-vote boosted sewer and 
water rates up an extra $94 per user. 

• Now, with the first half of the 
year over, Winchester rolled into the 
hot, hazy days of July after 
celebrating the fun-filled Town Days 
held in June. 


July 

• Two fires in early July gutted 
the Ambrose School office and 
blackened every book in the library. 
The early-morning blazes were set by 
arsonists, according to Fire Chief 
Robert McElhinney, and caused an 
estimated $80,000 worth of damage. 
At the lime, the elementary school 
lacked smoke or fire alarms. 

Police made no arrests. 

• At the age of 19, James A. 
Feldmann’s life came to an end when 
his motorcycle crashed into a car on 
July 10 He died at Massachusetts 
General Hospital less than 12 hours 
after the accident. 



Downtown was a mess while renovations were made: it had to get worse before it could get better. 
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Feldmann, who lived on Thorn- 
berry rd., graduated from Winchester 
High School in 1983 and had just com¬ 
pleted his freshman year at Nor¬ 
theastern Universtiy. He was on his 
way home from a summer job when 
he collided with a Firebird in the rain. 

• In the aftermath of the 1981 San¬ 
dy Beach slaying, the county court 
had convicted a Moroccan woman of 
murder and locked her up for life. In 
mid-July, however, the state Supreme 
Court overturned Zakia Lamrini’s 
conviction and ordered a new trial, 
ruling that the previous verdict had 
unjustly hinged on a robbery motive. 

Lamrini, a former Combat Zone 
prostitute, claimed she stabbed 
34-year-old George Karakiozis of 
Somerville in self-defense. 

• Water st. residents once again 
implored the Rev. Robert Costello to 
get his house in order. Calling the 
house an eyesore, Costello’s 
neighbors complained that 41-43 
Water st. was choked with tall weeds, 
lorn up, covered with scaffolding and 
a health hazard. 

The owner, w'ho does not live in the 
house, said he planned to repair the 
house. Back in March, Fire Chief 
Robert McElhinney ordered Costello 
to board up the basement, remove 
scrap lumber and loose shingles, 
repair the front stairs and take other 
cleanup measures. 

Although Costello had cleaned up 
parts of the house, neighbors told 
Selectmen, it still didn’t look up to 
snuff. 


• In another campaign against 
alleged eyesores, local investors 
showed the Planning Board plans to 
transform a Main st. lot filled with 
junk cars into a sleek office building. 
The investors, a group called the 
Main Street Trust, purchased lots 
where Winchester Auto Sales and 
Haggerty’s auto body shop once 
stood. 

• The Winchester Housing 
Authority brought Selectmen a plan 
to build subsidized housing on several 
sites in town. Under the proposal, two 
dozen family duplexes would be set 
aside, along with a handful of con¬ 
gregate housing units for the elderly. 

The plqns were a preliminary step 
in a string of housing proposals that 
have not yet been finalized. Win¬ 
chester continues to face heavy 
pressure from the state to provide a 
balanced housing program. 


• With the MDC cleanup legisla¬ 
tion on the horizon, representatives 
from 51 towns met to begin lobbying 
against huge increases in sewer fees. 
At the Arlington Sewer Study Task 
Force meeting, a steering commitee 
was formed to draft a unified state¬ 
ment to present to the state 
legislature. 

• When police overtime charges 
soared to more than $6,000 per week, 
Selectman Chairman Mark Lombar¬ 
di got angry, accusing one officer of 
watching TV all day and sleeping all 
night. Chief John P. McHugh justified 
the police force’s overtime pay, say¬ 
ing it was caused by the downtown 
station’s reconstruction, staff vacan¬ 
cies, and yearly vacations. 

• On July 26, police found two 
large swastikas burned into boarded- 
up windows at Ambrose School. The 
glass panes had been broken when ar¬ 
sonists set the elementary school on 
fire in early July. 

August 

• Flames shot up from the steeple 
of Crawford Memorial United 
Methodist Church on the night of Aug. 
3, causing an estimated $1,500 worth 
of damage. Construction workers had 
been soldering the roof during the 
day. 

• With the initial downtown 
renovations completed, Winchester’s 
Economic Development Coordinator 
unveiled plans to extend beautifica¬ 
tion with a $740,000 state grant. 

At the Aug. 6 Selectmen’s meeting, 
some residents complained that the 
brick sidewalks were hazardous, the 
new street lights too bright, and the 
granite curbs too high, but the board 
approved the plans anyway. 

Although the grant was later 
awarded by the state, Winchester has 
not been able to touch the funds so far, 
as they are tied to the town’s fair 
housing plans. 

• With plans to open a Winchester 
spin-off of Maximilian’s restaurant, 
Louis Manzone applied for a liquor 
license in mid-August. He hoped to in¬ 
stall the eatery on Converse Place. 
Selectmen approved the license in 
September. 

A second restaurateur, Steven 
Yanofff, had plans to start up Win¬ 
chester Crossing, his third restaurant, 
at Winchester Terrace, but never sub¬ 
mitted the anticipated liquor license 
application to the towm. 


• The average Winchester I 

homeowner got a $27 property tax 
break, thanks to the town’s $189,000 
share of state Megabucks revenues. 

An amendment in the 1984 state j 

budget allowed additional lottery 
revenues to go to cities and towns, 
rather than the state. 

September 

• For seven days straight, 
firefighters battled an underground 
peat fire in the Fells forest. The fire, 
which choked trees by destroying 
their roots, required thousands of 
gallons of water to extinguish. 

• The state pledged to give the 
town a $740,000 downtown develop- ; 
ment grant at a Sept. 6 ceremony, but 

the funds have yet to fall into Win¬ 
chester’s hands. Although the com- ; 

monwealth’s Public Works Dept, 
earmarked the money for the town, 
a separate state agency, the Ex- I 
ecutive Office of Communities and 
Development, refuses to release the 
money until the town drafts a 
satisfactory subsidized housing plan. ; 


• On Sept. 10, Acting Town 
Manager Rick White announced his 
resignation, just three months after 
he took over for nine-year veteran 
manager Thomas Groux, who left for 
a job in the private sector Town 
Engineer John “Jake" Ciarcia step¬ 
ped into White’s shoes — temporari¬ 
ly — as Winchester’s new acting town 
manager. 

The search for a permanent 
manager continues. 

• Selectmen made all Winchester 
taxpayers equal on Sept. 10, upsetting ) 
a four-year precedent which taxed 
businesses at a higher rate than 
homeowners. 

The Chamber of Commerce back¬ 
ed the decision, anticipating that a 15 
percent drop in commercial proper¬ 
ty taxes would bolster business. In 
August, the Chamber had convinced 
Selectmen to postpone their taxation 
decision, giving business leaders 
more time to prepare their 
arguments. 


• A two-alarm fire left a Brooks st. 
home in shambles, causing an 
estimated $35,000 worth of damage. 
No one was injured in the Sept. 11 
blaze. 


• In the primary elections for Con¬ 
gress. U.S. Rep. Edward Markey » 
defeated former state Sen. Sam i

Winchester was the only town 
in district to support Macdonald’s bid. 

• Town residents packed a public- 
hearing to voice a resounding “no” to 
subsidized housing. Yet, just a few 
hours later, Selectmen approved a

renovation designs, demonstrating 
their faith in the town’s fair housing 
future. Those designs cannot be used 
unless state agencies release a 
$740,000 downtown develop grant, 
pending Winchester’s housing 
progress 

• A 25-year-old Winchester man 
was arrested Sept. 20 in a nationwide 
crackdown on phony video game 
dealers. Farshud Sollani, owner of 
Fun Time Inc. of 000 Main st . alleged¬ 
ly sold $5,700 worth of counterfeit 
video games to two undercover FBI 
agents. 

The investigation continues. 

• An anonymous letter sent to 
Selectmen accused Police Chief John 
P McHugh of fixing a drunk driving 
charge so that Donald Connors of 
Woburn could go free.

• lip, up, up went Scholastic Ap- 
lilute Test (SAT) scores for Win 
Chester High School’s class of 1984. 
Kcsults on both math and verbal sec¬ 
tions of the college entrance exam 
were the highest in 10 years. 

• Residents of low-lying land 
demanded that the town control the 
Aberjona River’s flooding, which 
damages homes each year. State 
Rep. Sherman W Sallmarsh has 
since applied to earmark state funds 
for a retaining wall. 

• In mid-October, the town fed a 
new proposal to the stale's housing 
watchdog, the Fxeeulive Office of 
Communities and Development 
i FOCI)). Under the plan, three town- 
owned buildings would be converted 
to subsidized housing, along with a 
few apartments, either in the 
Parkview Condominium Complex or 
m a Cross st. development under con¬ 
struction.

• The old Purity Supreme building 
renovations are near completion by 
develojH'r New Fngland Business 
Properties which received a low 
interest loan of $2 million to renovate 


the former supermarket. Thirty thou¬ 
sand square feet are available for of¬ 
fice rental 

November 

• On election day. Winchester 
voters leaned heavily Republican, 
backing Ronald Reagan lor president 
and Raymond Shamie for U S 
Senate. Statewide, however, Shamie 
got clobbered by Democrat Lt. Gov. 
John F. Kerry. 

The town did swing Democratic to 
boost Fdward J Markey back into the 
nation’s House after his successful 
campaign against S Lester Ralph 

Both state Sen. Richard Kraus and 
state Rep. Sherman W. Sallmarsh ran 
unopposed. 

• In a ballot question, Winchester 
narrowly gave the go-ahead for a li 
quor store in town, the first ever. So 
far, however, no package store 
license has been issued, although 
several businesspeople have applied 
for a license 

In the second booze-related ques¬ 
tion, the town approved liquor 
licenses for up to three restaurants by 
a 4,oo<) vole landslide. Winchester had 
already approved the licenses in 1980 
and 1982, and they are now considered 
permanent. 


• With two parking lots closed for 
construction, downtown drivers got 
headaches far faster than parking 
places. Police receipts from parking 
lickes more than doubled from the 
same period a year before. 


• The fall Town Meeting lasted 
just two sessions. Members voted to 
fill in a well field pit near Lynch 
School, deferring the site’s ultimate 
use whether as soccer field or 
water source, for example until 
spring. 

By a slim margin, lawyers Henry 
Quill and Lawrence Murray won a 
zoning variance that allows them to 
construct a new Washington si. office 
where two old, wooden buildings now 
stand. The Italian Fisherman and the 
Marcel Beauty Salon, along with a 
private home, will be torn down. 

Another zoning variance was over¬ 
whelmingly defeated at Town 
meeting. James B. Freedman wanted 
to rent the first floor apartment of his 
Vine st. home, a move which zoning 
laws now prohibit. 


• The pros and cons of high school 
class ranking systems sparked an 
ongoing School Committee debate. 
One proposal, supported by School 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos, adopts a two- 
prong grading system which Mil 
sakos has said “relieves the class 
rank pressure on students, yet pro¬ 
vides an equitable measure of their 
achievement." 

Discussion ol the issue continues. 


• To honor Dr. James 
McDonough's delivery of more than 
l. r »,(MM) babies. Winchester Hospital 
named its new obstetrical suite for 
him on Nov. 24. Farlior. the hospital 
named a new wing for Gilbert II 
Hood, following its $28 million con¬ 
st rudum project. 

• The School Committee began 
juggling with a proposal to add high 
school course requirements in art. 
math and science. The proposal is still 
being debated. 

• Winchester’s local cable station 
entered a court battle over a require¬ 
ment to black out network programs. 
Continental Cablcvision filed a re¬ 
quest with the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission to allow them to 
show programs from Providence and 
New Hampshire. They are normally 
required to block the airwaves in 
order to preserve network ad 
revenues. 

The case is still in litigation 

December 

• After more than a year of snarl¬ 
ed negotiations. Winchester at last 
became the owner of the Woburn 
Loop, a to acre strip of land that runs 
parallel to Main st. 

Fventually. the town expects to 
sell most of the property, formerly a 
railroad tied, to recoup its $110,175 
purchase price 

• The town is being sued for 
$ 100,000 m connection with alleged 
child abuse that involves a Lincoln 
School gym teacher and a special 
needs student. 

The parents of 12-year-old Robert 
F O’Brien, a fifth grade student, 
charge that the boy suffered “severe

The court ordered a $2.4 billion 
reconstruction and rehabilitation of 
the sewage delivery and treament 
systems for the metropolitan area. 

• As Supt. Charles Mitsakos winds 
up his first year on the job. school ad¬ 
ministrators are again grappling with 
school enrollment issues A study 
group comprised of administrators, 
parents and teachers began to study 
possible school district changes in late 
fall. The panel is expected to release 
its report to Mitsakos in early 1985. 

• As a Doc 15 application deadline 
for a $740,000 stale grant breezed by.

The average person breathes in¬ 
door air more than 75 percent of the 
day, and yet is rarely aware of indoor 
air pollution. 

“Common household items that 
can produce indoor air pollution in¬ 
clude gas stoves, paint, cigarettes, 
cleaning chemicals, moth halls and 
fingernail polish remover,” said Bar¬ 
bara Hathaway of Clioate-Symmes 
Health services in Woburn. 

“There are numerous physical 
and psychological symptoms caused 
by the environment, including runny 
nose, itching, shortness of breath, 
migraine headaches, frequent urina¬ 


tion, inability to sleep, irritability and 
difficulty in remembering,” said 
Hathaway at a recent lecture qt 
Framingham State College. 

“It is important that people are 
aware . . that by recognizing in¬ 

door contaminants, either at home ar 
at work, and avoiding them or 
minimizing exposure to them, they 
xvill also minimize the adverse effects 
on their health.” said Hathaway. 

In New England, with its cold 
xvinters and airtight homes, she said, 
health and science professionals need 
to stay up-to-date about indoor air 
quality.

A young person’s 
ego should not be rubbed in this man¬ 
ner At the high school level, the 
athlete needs to be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to grow The coach should work 
with and support their in their growth 
and not punish them for being less 
gifted than someone else. 

Unfortunately, this is an age of the 
educational malpractice suit”.

The group enjoyed Stone Moun¬ 
tain, Rodgers said, with some 
members enjoying the boats, and 
others simply stretching out in the 
grass, their red “Winchester High 
School Peach Bowl” windbreakers 
under their heads.

Mathson’s 18th birthday,” Milauskas 
added. “She was so surprised, she 
cried.” 

Day 3 — Sunday — began early, 
lor breakfast downstairs (although 
some preferred ordering a pizza to 
what they categorized as “uncooked 
sausage and powdered eggs ”) 

The Sachems had discovered it 
wasn’t easy to get up and down the 
hotel’s four elevators. 

“A lot of us ended up walking down 
the stairs,” Milauskas said. “My legs 
still hurt.” 

By 9:15, they were on the field at 
Georgia Tech, practicing for the pre¬ 
game extravaganza all 19 bands were 
to take part in three numbers they’d 
learned in advance: Mr. Touchdown . 
The Stars And Stripes Forever, and 
The Battle Hymn of the Republic. 

“It was incredible — 3,000 people 
on the field, playing at once,” Laats 
said. “Everyone knew what they 
were doing, and it sounded fantastic 
— I don’t know how to describe it. It 
was a thrill.” 

The 19 massed bands rehearsed 
for the halftime show, too — but as 
singers and dancers, not instrumen¬ 
talists. 

“We marched onto the field, and 
sang, ‘Reach out and touch somebody 
else . . .’ and swayed to the music,” 
Milauskas recalled. “It seemed 
stupid in practice, but when we did it 
during the game, it felt neat.” 


After the three-hour practice, the 
band had an hour to eat and change 
into their wool uniforms for the field 
competition. It was hot and sunny, 
about 75 degrees. 

At 2:30, Milauskas led the line of 
march across the field for the band’s 
opening. 

“My heart was pounding on that 
field; I was picking my feet up like I 
never did before,” she said. 

They lined up, goal post to goal 
post, with the percussion section in a 
flying wedge before them. 

“That’s the first time wc noticed 
that the line rises [in height) to two 
peaks, and slopes down again, very 
symmetrically,” Rodgers said. 

The chaperones were perched in 
the stands. Watching. Anxious. 

The band struck up Sweet Georgia 
Brown and started their kick line. 
“That’s when the people behind us 
went wild,” Rodgers reported, 
grinning. 

They moved into Magnum, P.l. 
and a five-point star formation, shift¬ 
ing from that into an outline map of 
the United States. 

With a patriotic medley based on 
This Is My Country, the hand formed 
a Liberty Bell — “Without the crack,” 
Laats added — and then a box, with 
the Tumblettes unfurling a giant flag. 

Then, standing in concert forma¬ 
tion. they did Michael Jackson’s 
Thriller . complete with break 
dancers. 

The hand marched away from the 
audience, and then strutted back to 
Sinatra’s theme song, My Way. And 
they finished off the show with a 
reprise of Sweet Georgia Brown and 
the kiekline. 

“Things clicked,” said Laats with 
pride. “Our show wasn’t flawless, but 
it was our best. We took it really 
seriously. We didn’t win first place, 
but we did our best.” 

They didn’t know how they’d done 
until much later that evening, after 
the semi-formal awards dinner for 
3,000 at the Colony Square hotel. 

After dinner, Peach Bowl officials 
read off the listing of the 19 bands 
which participated — in alphabetical 
order. They gave the director’s name, 
what competitions each band was in, 
and named the first-place (Division I) 
finishers. 

Winchester was last on the list. 
They heard Miller’s name, and that 
they were competing in the field and 
parade competitions — and nothing 
more. 

‘‘That really didn’t sound that 
good,” Laats recalled ruefully. “We 
really worked hard, and we were kind 
of disappointed.”

There was dancing after dinner, 
and the Winchester kids mixed with 
the members of the other hands 
they’d met. 

“What struck me at the dance was 
there were so many people from so 
many places.” Laats recalled. “When 
they played an Oak Ridge Boys’ song, 
some people were square-dancing 
and some were break-dancing." 

The Sachems left the dance about 
10:30 — but before bedtime, director 
Miller and assistant band director 
John Hackett held a meeting with 
them. 

The two directors told the band 
they’d been ranked Division III — a 
third-place finish — in the field com¬ 
petition. There were two Division 1 
rankings, a singled Division II, and 
one other Division III. The rest of the 
19 competing hands were not ranked. 

Hackett and Miller alsostressed to 
the band that their competitors begin 
rehearsals Aug. 1. with a month of 
fulltime practice before school — and 
perform the same show all season. 

Winchester changes its halftime 
show all season. 

One thing the hand didn’t have to 
worry about was whether their style 
was flashy enough to he noticed. 

“There were many different styles 
of marching; wc were corps style,” 
Miller said. “But in the parade and 
field competitions, we were told we 
would be judged on our style and what 
we could offer. That took some of the 
pressure off ’’ 

Hackett’s explanation of competi¬ 
tion bands’ rehearsal schedule was 
the first time some of the kids realiz¬ 
ed the kind of competition they were 
up against, Rodgers said. 

(Veterans of the band’s first ven¬ 
ture, their 1982 trip to the Cherry 
Blossom Festival in Washington, 
D.C., had met competition hands 
before.) 

The news of the third-place finish 
encouraged the kids. 

“When they told us about the Divi¬ 
sion III ranking, and explained what 
it meant, it really meade us feel 
good,” Milauskas said. 

“And the last thing they said to the 
kids before they sent them to bed was, 
‘Tomorrow is the parade, and we’re 
always good at marching.’ ” Rodgers 
added. 

Monday — their last day in Atlan 
ta — was a day of straight perform¬ 
ing. But before they could do that, all 
the band members had to pack up 
everything but their uniforms and the 
clothes they would wear home, and 
have their luggage in the lobby by 
9:15.

because three other hands had to do 
the same thing." Milauskas said. 

Then the hand lined up. and mar¬ 
ched out of the hotel, in cadence, past 
the other bands. “They marched 
proud.” Rodgers said. 

The band, used to the five-mile- 
long routes of parades here and in 
Woburn, found the 1' 2 mile length 
easy to handle, Milauskas said. 

“Everyone lifted their legs and 
held up their instruments, and played 
like it really counted,” Laats said. 

“There were about six divisions in 
the parade; we were right in hack of 
the police, and in front of the presi¬ 
dent of the Peach Bowl,” Miller said. 
“I think this made the kids determin¬ 
ed to be their very best. 

“You get treated differently at the 
front of parade,” Miller observed. 

After the parade, the bands were 
bused to the stadium, the students had 
lunch, and then joined the 19 com¬ 
peting bands and the Purdue and 
Virginia bands, to ring the field. 

During the game, Winchester sat 
next to the 400-member Purdue band. 
“They were watching the band more 
than the game, and pretty soon they 
were asking if they could sway to the 
music, and pick up some of the crowd- 
enthusiasm things they didn’t want to 
do at home,” Miller said. “But they 
could see the crowd liked it.” 

After the halftime performance, 
Winchester headed out to the buses to 
head home, while Miller and Hackett 
went to find out how the band fared 
in the parade rankings. 

The announcement of the second- 
place finish brought pandemonium. 

“There was this great shout," 
Rodgers recalled. “We knew that 
however we did in the parade, that 
was the feeling we’d be carrying 
home.” 

“It was great to go home in second 
place,” Milauskas added, with a 
broad grin. “This is something 
special; not many high school 
students get to do this.”

ing to know Fame by Thursday,” 
Laats added. 

“The kids themselves were ter¬ 
rific, and their performance was far 
superior to the Washington effort,” 
said high school music director Bur¬ 
ton Cowgill. 

The flight home was uneventful. 
They staggered home after 10 p.m. on 
New Year’s Eve, their adrenalin sup¬ 
plies exhausted, and nights of too- 
littlc-sleep and days of go-go-go ac¬ 
tivities catching up to them. 

“Some of the parents were at a 
party together, waiting for the kids to 
come home," said Maureen Looney, 
a band mother. “As each kid came in 
the door, the parents would ask if 
thev'd like to stay at the party, or go 
to another party to celebrate the New 
Year. Every one of them said, ‘No, I 
just want to go home and sleep.’ And 
someone else who was at a party that 
John I lackett came to said he said the 
very same thing.” 

“I got about two hours of sleep a 
night,” acknowledged band member 
Looney. “We had curfews, but we’d 
go out on the balcony and talk. We’d 
met a lot of nice kids from the other 
bands, and we’d call them; I have a 
lot of new people to write to.” 

The long hours didn’t keep Looney 
down for long. “We want to go 
somewhere again, soon!” she said, 
adding that her classmates agreed. 

But their director isn’t ready to 
even think about another trip. For the 
moment, Millers quite content to bask 
in the sunny glow of the band’s Atlan¬ 
ta achievements. 

And Music Dept, head Burton 
Cowgill doesn’t think the band will 
make the trips a yearly event, either: 
“Not at $100,000. Maybe every four 
years, so every band member would 
have a chance to participate in 
something like this.” 

But the gleam you see in the eyes 
of seniors like Milauskas and Laats.

The pair suggested locating their 
store in the former Purity Supreme 
building, which has recently been con¬ 
verted to retail and office space. 

Meanwhile, Perry of Birch In. pro¬ 
posed putting a package store in the 
new building at 610 Main st. He said 
that building’s developer, Anthony Al- 
biani, has told him that he could set 
up shop there. 

“I don’t want (the decision I to be 
a political thing,” said Perry, an 
educator in North Reading. “I want 
it to be fairness and a nice plan, not 
who knows who and who’s the biggest 
politician in town. 

“I would like to see a nice package 
store built around a colonial-type 
design that would specialize in a nice 
list of wines . . . I have] a lot of plants, 
antiques and so forth,” Perry said. 

The Nov. 6 ballot question passed 
by a margin of 700 votes. The official 
count, according to official at the 
Town Clerk’s office, was 4,365 in 
favor, 3,618 against, and 3,578 
abstentions. 

The package store question will 
appear on state election ballots every 
two years until 1990, and it must pass 
each time to achieve permanent 
status in the town.

Hot Mulled Wine 

Anise 

Cinnamon Bark 
Orange Peel 
Cloves 
Nutmeg 

Jug Bed Wine or Apple Cider 

Mix together first five ingredients 
in any quantities you desire and tie in 
a piece of cheesecloth. Add to pot of 
cider or wine and heat slowly to 
desired temperature. Serve in heated 
mugs with a cinnamon stick stirrer.

To Mort Berenson, the key to a 
successful turkey is high quality and 
freshness. He raises the turkeys he 
sells at M. Berenson Co. A few do’s 
and dont's for Mori’s “Never Fail” 
Thanksgiving turkey. 

• Don’t cook it in a paper bag. Most 
paper has chemicals that can change 
the flavor. 

• Don’t cook it in tinfoil. It steams it 
and causes all the natural juices to 
run out. 

• Don’t put stuffing in the bird when 
you first put it in the oven. It blocks 
the heat and will only cook Hie outside 
longer. 

If you abide by these suggestions, 
you can cook your turkey by logic and 
not a timetable. The following is for 
a 12 to 17 pound turkey. 

• Rub turkey with oil. Place in cook¬ 
ing pan on top of two pieces of but¬ 


tered bread, breast down so that the 
bird will not stick to the pan. Cook for 
14 hours at 325°F preheated oven. 

• Remove bird from oven, and turn 
over. (If bread is stuck to bird it can 
be removed with a wet sponge or wet 
towel». 

• At this point you can mix turkey 
drippings with your stuffing, which 
has been started in a separate con¬ 
tainer or tinfoil, and put the hot stuf¬ 
fing in the bird. 

• Replace turkey into oven and roast 
for about one hour or until breast sec¬ 
tion turns a nice shade of brown. 

• Let turkey cool naturally and slice 
at room temperature. 

• If you are cooking a larger turkey 
add 30 minutes to cooking time on its 
breast. 

• To reheat the next day wrap in tin- 
foil. place in a 325°F oven for 20 
minutes then uncover for 20 moiv 
minutes and it will be thoroughly 
warmed.

hi an apparent surprise announce¬ 
ment to school officials on Friday, 
Vinson-Owen Principal Clare M. Cor¬ 
coran resigned from her post after 
more than 20 years on the job. 

Corcoran will leave Vinson-Owen 
by Feb l. when she will begin her new 
job as assistant to the vice president 
and dean of graduate studies at 
Lesley College in Cambridge. 

On Monday, Corcoran told The 
Star that Lesley ol'ficals “gave me an 
offer I couldn't refuse." She said that 
while she will miss the school and its 
people, she “is not worried at all” that 
a suitable principal will lie found to 
replace her. 

On Tuesday night, the School Com¬ 
mittee accepted Corcoran’s resigna¬ 
tion, hut not before a few barbs were 
thrown about the power struggle that 
five years ago bumped Corcoran from 
the Director of Curriculm post she 
wanted. 

“Winchester didn't have to lose 
Dr. Corcoran,” said School Board 
member Constance Pappas in her 
praises to Corcoran. 

“She was a standout, in my view¬ 
point, in the Winchester school 


system. She will In* a very difficult 
person to replace,”. 

Contacted on Wednesday, Pappas 
said of her comments, "The people in 
town to whom the remark was intend¬ 
ed know full well what 1 meant.” She 
declined to elaborate. 

Meanwhile on Tuesday, the school 
hoard voted to appoint Ambrose 
School principal George Flynn as ac¬ 
ting principal at Vinson-Owen. Flynn, 
who in 1984 became Ambrose prin¬ 
cipal. lias worked 19 years in the Win¬ 
chester school system. He will retain 
bis Ambrose post in the interim as 
well. 

'Hu* board also agreed to begin 
advertising for Corcoran’s permanent 
replacement, as well as to adopt a 
search committee to screen ap 
plica ills. 

While no search panel appoint¬ 
ments were made, the board discuss¬ 
ed the possibility of a panel that would 
include four parents, one elementary 
school principal and Director of Per¬ 
sonnel Robert Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald told the board that no 
official screening policy has been set 
and he appeared uncertain when ask

ed whether the screenings would be 
open to the public. 

“The initial screening could mean 
as many as 200 applicants,,” said Fit¬ 
zgerald. "If we had those open, 
perhaps their jobs would be en¬ 
dangered.” he added 

School Committee Chairman 
Michael Roynane responded that 
"Well, there are always ways to coat 
that." Still, the board did not state 
whether it would or would not hold the 
potential principal interviews in 
public session. 

School Supt. Charles Mitsakos told 
the board that the search for (’or 
coran’s replacement will he done in 
a manner similiar to the search that 
was conducted last year for a prin¬ 
cipal at McCall Junior High. 

Several members of that search 
committee, comprised of parents and 
school personnel, sifted through 
several candidates before Evander 
French was chosen for the spot. 

On Monday, Corcoran told The 
Star that she “is not worried at all”

Boards Haggle Over Housing 


By NANCY PICK 

Again, the deadline nears for the 
town’s subsidized housing plan 

Again, town officials are struggl¬ 
ing to sign, seal and deliver a 
proposal 

Unless the town and the state joint¬ 
ly approve a plan before the Feb. 15 
deadline, a $740,000 downtown renova¬ 
tion grant from the state will likely go 
down the drain 

The issue of deadlines seems a 
particularly sticky one (or the town 
By May 1. the latest housing draft 
reads, Winchester would have to app¬ 
ly lor seven units of low-to-moderate- 
income housing scattered about town. 

On Friday, several local officials 
at a Housing Subcommittee meeting 
sounded pessimistic about the town’s 
ability to meet that deadline. 


“You can get nothing done in this 
town in four years let alone four 
months,” said Clarence Borggaard of 
the Planning Board. 

Housing Authority member Mary 
Meador seconded his skepticism. 
"Why do we have to have dates?” she 
asked. “We're moving along as best 
we can.” 

She said the state “is going to be 
criticizing us because we’re making 
promises we can’t deliver.’’ 

Although the town has already ap¬ 
plied lor three to four units of sub¬ 
sidized housing, Marion Crandall of 
the Planning Board said she finds the 
proposed sites unrealistic. 

The subsidized housing would 
either affect three Parkview con¬ 
dominiums on Swunton st. or two 


duplexes in a proposed building on 
Cross st. 

Crandall warned that ‘ it hasn't 
even been approved for those 
duplexes to be built” and said the pro¬ 
ject "may not even get off the 
ground.” 

She called “impossible” the May 
1 deadline for identifying the seven 
sites. 

Even Selectman Wade Welch, who 
drafted the proposal in conjunction 
with state authorities, conceded that 
the May 1 deadline on the subsidized 
housing was “probably the most dif¬ 
ficult part of the whole draft."

Winchester Drue Suspect Joins Fight Against Feds For Bail Release

A Winchester man is among 28 
defendants scheduled to light the 
federal government’s right to deny 
them bail at a U.S. Appeals Court 
hearing in Boston beginning today. 

Mark A. Jessup. 25, has been held 
at the Salem Jail since his November 
arrest after federal and state 
authorities broke up what they call¬ 
ed a “major cocaine ring" in Boston. 

I le was among at least four others 


arrested in the crackdown, which was 
said to have cut by 20 percent the co¬ 
caine traffic in the Boston area. The 
arrests were made at Boston’s water- 
front area by federal and state 
authorities after an eight-month in¬ 
vestigation. 

Authorities reported seizing three 
kilos of cocaine, more than $127,000 
worth of the drug in all. 

According to Jessup’s lawyer, 


Robert Canty, bail was denied earlier 
by U.S. Magistrate Robert Codings, 
as well as at the District Court level. 
Canty said the U.S. Appeals Court is 
the next logical step toward getting 
bail set. 


U.S. Attorney William Weld, who 
will argue the constitutionality of a 
federal hail reform act that went into 
effect Oct. 12. will take the govern¬ 


ment’s side in the case of Jessup. 

The new law permits judges to 
deny bail to defendants who are con¬ 
sidered a threat to the community or 
who are likely to flee. 

Weld said Congress passed the no¬ 
hail provision alter it found “a 
widespread pattern of serious crimes 
being committed by persons on 
pretrial release.” 


According to an Associated Dress 
report, Weld said detention of defen¬ 
dants such as Jessup ‘‘is the only way 
that the safety of the community can 
be assured." 

Canty, however, maintains that 
denial of hail for Jessup is unwar¬ 
ranted. (in Monday, Canty told The 
Star. “We’ll just be maintaining that 
it (bail) just shouldn’t lx* withheld He 


doesn't have any prior criminal 
record.” 

Canty also claimed in briefs filed 
with the court that the no-bail provi¬ 
sion violates the Constitution’s Fifth 
Amendment guarantee of due process 
of law and the Eighth Amendment’s 
prohibition against excessive bail. 

Other defendants named in the 
light against the no-bail act include 
reputed mobster Gennaro Angiulo of 


Boston and Hectro Acevedo-Ramos, 
who is being held without bail while 
awaiting trial in a $620,000 diamond 
robbery in Puerto Rico. 

Angiulo has been held without bail 
since his arrest in September 1983. 
Last October, U.S. District Judge 
David Nelson said he intended to 
release Angiulo on bail, but changed 
his position when the new hai 1 law 
took effect. 


Downtown Restaurant Openings Are Lagging Behind Schedule

Last summer, two entrepreneurs 
announced plans to open restaurants 
in Winchester. One eatery, Max¬ 
imilian’s, was supposed to debut early 
this month. 


But so far, no new restaurants 
have started cooking. 

Maximilian’s, to be located on 
Converse pi., and Winchester Cross¬ 
ing, slated for the courtyard area off 
Thompson st., have been delayed for 


different reasons. One restaurateur 
has embellished his plans. The other, 
however, is upset with the town. 

Maximilian's restaurateur Louis 
Manzone said he fears further 
downtown renovations will fall 


through. As a result, he says he is 
rethinking his plans to open there. 

Without brick sidewalks and 
modern lights outside the restaurant, 
said Manzone, Maximilian's won’t 
look up to snuff. 

“If you’re building a really first- 
class place, it doesn't make any sense 
to have it border on I Converse st. I the 
way it looks now.” said Manzone. 

Part of the problem is that $740,000 
in state redevelopment funds are tied 
up over Winchester’s failure to meet 
state housing requirements. (See 
related story on page 1.) 

Manzone is pushing for the town to 
get moving on the matter. “I hope 
people rally behind the whole housing 
issue," he said. 

Without the renovations, said 
Manzone, Maximilian’s will be cut off 
from Winchester Center. “Without 
that work being done, we’re not even 
part of downtown.’’ he said 

“If you're walking down a nice 
brick sidewalk,” added Manzone, 
“and you turn a corner and suddenly 
it turns into broken-up concrete, it ’s 
like having a wall there." 

John Connery, the town’s 
economic development coordinator, 
disagrees. He said Monday he’s op¬ 
timistic that the downtown renovation 
grant will come through. “It's been a 
long, hard fight, but I think we’ll get 
it,” said Connery. 

In any case, he said, business 
would still be good for Maximilian's

A homemade bomb exploded out 
side a Main st. engineering firm 
Thursday at 7:15 p.m.. blowing out 
windows and blasting pock marks in¬ 
to the walls, police said.

pURDUE 
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Town Loses Round 
In USA Today Suit; 
Court Appeal Planned 


By JIM. M HIGGINS 

More than a year ago. Winchester 
declared war against Gannett 
Satellite Network Inc., publishers of 
the national newspaper USA Today. 

And while the fight has been rag 
ing for more than a year and half. 
Selectmen on Monday again voted to 
take the battle to the courts. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall in¬ 
formed Selectmen in executive ses¬ 
sion that the town has lost its recent 
round with Gannett. The decision 
against Winchester was announced 
by Judge John Murphy of the lower 
District Court on Dec. 21. 

According to a USA Today 
spokesman, announcement of the 
decision was delayed by the recent 
holidays, because the office workers 
who process the papers were away at 
that time. 

Winchester has charged that Gan¬ 
nett placed the newspaper vending 
machines on town sidewalks in viola¬ 
tion of the town’s sidewalk obstruc 
tion bylaw. The town is one of several 
throughout the country that have 
fought the placement of vending 
machines on public streets. 

Randall, who in September was 
named special district attorney in the 


cases involving communities within 
the commonwealth, said on Tuesday 
that the local Selectmen had agreed 
to appeal the Dec. 21 ruling 

Selectmen Chairman Mark A. 
Ivombardi confirmed on Tuesday that 
his board had opted for the appeal 
during the 20 minute executive 
session. 

“Doug explained to as all about the 
case and now he's going to do the ap¬ 
peal.” said Lombardi. He added that 
he was satisfied with Randall’s ex¬ 
planation of the recent setback, but he 
did not elaborate on it. 

The town has lx?en trying to force 
the newspaper to pull its vending 
machines off the streets. The town 
maintains that they were installed 
without the proper permits and that 
their placement violates a town bylaw 
that restricts sidewalk obstruction. 

Earlier last summer. Woburn 
District Court Judge Louis Gonnella 
found Gannett guilty of several viola¬ 
tions and assessed $7,920 in fines 
against the news publishers 

Immediately after that ruling, 
Gannett appealed the case. The town 
agreed to keep the five racks on the 
street until litigation in the case is 
resolved.

Francis Supper of Canterbury st. 
was recently appointed Winchester's 
representative to the advisory board 
of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority. 

Sixty Boston-area communities 
will be represented on the newly 
created board, whose duties will be 
elaborated at an initial meeting today 
in Braintree. 

The state legislature created the 
advisory board in December, when 
the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority replaced the water and 
sewer divisions of the Metropolitan 
District Commission. 

Selectmen Chairman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi said he appointed Sopper to the 
board as “an expert in the field.”

“I’ve been very involved with Win¬ 
chester’s w-atersystem fora number 
of years,” said Sopper in a telephone 
interview Tuesday. *Tve done the 
survey work for the town for 22 
years,” he added. 

He said he wasn't at all surprised 
to learn of his appointment. “I figured 
I was the most logical one,” he said. 

Although the advisory board's 
responsibilities remain uncertain, 
said Sopper, he expects the board to 
have a fair bit of influence on Boston 
area water and sewer policies. 

“I’m quite excited,” he said. He 
called the advisory board’s formation 
“overdue.” 

Supper’s appointment only lasts 
until Lombardi’s term of office runs 
out at the end of March. Sopper said, 
however, “I’m hoping the next chair¬ 
man will reappoint me." 


Nurses’ Purses Disappear: 
Two Women Arrested 


After four purses were reported 
stolen from Winchester Hospital staff, 
police arrested Joyce M. Archer, 38, 
and her daughter Cynthia, 18, both of 
Everett, Friday afternoon on charges 
of larceny over $100. 

All the missing property was found 
by police later that dav. 

While Officer Carl Fuller was in¬ 
vestigating at the hospital, a call 
came from the nurses’ lounge that yet 
another handbag was missing. A 
technician described an unknown 
female recently seen in the area, and 
shortly afterwards Officer Fuller 
located a young woman fitting the

Officials in a $100,000 child abuse 
case suit against Winchester still 
refuse to discuss details of the inci¬ 
dent in which a 12-year-old special 
needs student was allegedly 
mistreated by his Lincoln School gym 
teacher. 

Neither School Supt. Charles Mit- 
sakos nor Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall will dislose details of the 
town’s response to the charges, filed 
recently after a legal complaint was 
served to the town in late November. 

The suit charges that an unnam¬ 
ed Lincoln School gym teacher 
mistreated special needs student 
Robert F. O’Brien, on March 2.1984, 
which caused the youngster “severe 
and debilitating injuries.” 

According to the suit, the gym 
teacher picked up the boy “by the 
ankles or legs’’ and stood him on his 
head. O’Brien was forced to remain 
standing on his head for a prolonged 
period of time, according to the suit, 
which caused him to injure his neck 
and shoulder. 

The suit charges that the boy suf¬ 
fered emotional and physical distress 
as well as physical injuries and

disabilities which could be ir¬ 
reversible. 

Meanwhile, attorney Robert G. 
McNamara, who is representing the 
O’Briens, said that while the 
youngster is attending school, he is 
not participating in gym classes 
anymore. 

McNamara declined to discuss 
specifics of the case, but he called the 
town’s response “a technically cor¬ 
rect response.” He added that the 
response addresses the case in the 
“way any lawyer should handle the 
case in this situation." 

Asked whether he thought the 
O’Briens have a good chance of win¬ 
ning the suit. McNamara said. “Ob¬ 
viously, if I didn’t think there was a 
suit here I wouldn’t have brought it ’’ 

Meanwhile, Town Counsel Randall 
on Monday refused to comment on the 
case, claiming that to do so would be 
“to violate ethics” and to “try the 
case in the newspapers.” 

“I think the most I want to say 
about this is that based on the reports 
of the school department people. I feel 
there are no grounds for a suit."add¬ 
ed Randall. 

Randall said both sides will now' 
compile information on the case, 
which could take up to a year or more. 


He added that he has doubts about 1 
whether the case will even come to 1 
trial, but he refused to make further 
conjectures for the record. 

Randall referred all other com¬ 
ments to Supt. Mitsakos, who also 
refused to discuss details of the case. 

“I really w'ould not want to com- ’ 
meat on it at all until it’s settled 
because it involves a suit and a possi- 1 
ble court case," said Mitsakos on • 
Monday. 

Asked whether he was satisfied 
w'ith the town’s response to the 
charges. Mitsakos said. “I don’t want 
to comment any further than to say 
what Mr. Randall has to say I’d 
prefer (you) discuss it with him." 

Lincoln School Principal Paula 
Caffrey has earlier refused to com¬ 
ment on the case. 

A portion of the suit claims that 
O’Brien was pushed beyond his 
physical limitations by being forced 
to stand on his head, and that after¬ 
ward he was then dropped onto the 
floor. 

The suit also claims that O’Brien 
was denied medical attention, 
although he complained of neck and 
shoulder injuries 


Assessors Debate Computer Request 


Winchester’s Board ot Assessors 
debated Monday w-hether to include 
one item in their proposed budget for 
the next year: $50,000 for expanded 
computer programs. 

Chairman Sherman Josephson 
and members George Andersen and 
Francis Mahoney seemed to be in 
agreement with assistant assessor 
Jim Doherty that the towm’s present 
computer programming softw-are 
does not have the capacity to handle 
their department’s needs. 

They are particularly concerned 
about the town’s ability to do a 
computer-update of property values 
next year, when, according*to state 
law, Winchester will have to reassess. 

But although the board sees a 
definite need, they are not optimistic 
about being able to convince Tow-n 
Meeting. 

“Every department in town is 
complaining about the computer 
system." observed Andersen. 
“Forget it!” 

"They’re never going to approve 
$50,000," agreed Josephson, although 
both he and Andersen agreed w’ith 
Mahonev to include the item in their 


budget request. 

"If Town Meeting decides not to 
get the software, they’ll have to pay 
the $3().ooo to bring in a consultant to 
do the update,” commented Doherty. 

Josephson and Doherty have spent 
the last few weeks researching 
available software programs that 
w ould allow the town to do its ow n up¬ 
date of the assessed values of more 
than 6,100 properties. 

Two different softw-are packages 
they have looked at w-ould each cost 
about $50,000 for the town to buy, 
Doherty said. 

Without choosing either option, 
Mahoney suggested, the board should 
request the $50,000. “Let’s stop fool¬ 
ing around and plug in the numbers," 
Mahoney said. 

“I think we should go with it." 
agreed Josephson. “They’re going to 
fight us on it, anyway." 

Excluding the $50,000 computer re¬ 
quest, and increases in personnel

another revaluation. 

Winchester’s first 100-percent 
revaluation was done by Patten 
Associates, based on values as of Jan. 
1,1982. It cost the town $161,000 — and 
caused uproars in every 
neighborhood. 

Almost 1,900 applications were 
filed for overvaluation abatements, 
and Town Meeting formed a review- 
committee to examine the revalua¬ 
tion. They recommended a now- 
assessment, which the Assessors at 
the time rejected as too expensive. 

Values were updated for inflation 
by computer the next year by 
Finnegan Associates of Acton, at ii 
cost of $26,800. The firm used com¬ 
puters to adjust the 1982 data for in¬ 
flation to reflect values as of Jan. 1. 
1983. 

The 1983 revaluation was done to 
comply w-ith state laws w hich, at the 
time, required a biennial update of 
values.

A Grinding Slowness Is Halting Town’s Progress 


‘ ... if the town is doing so 
well with housing for the 
regular guy, then how come so 
many regular guys can ’t afford 
to live here?’ 


Friday’s meeting on housing or 
the lack of it in Winchester was a 
tribute to town government at its 
most infantile best. 

Somehow, the bickering among 
the various town board members 
all comprising the Housing Subcom¬ 
mittee — smacked of schoolyard 
braggery. 

As usual, nothing really got ac¬ 
complished. However, a few people 
got to strut and snicker. After that, 
who has time for things like com¬ 
municating and accomplishing 
things? 

Selectman Wade Welch wore a 
broad grin as he proudly boasted 
about his “clever phrasing” of a 
paragraph on the housing proposal 
draft to create low- «.nd moderate- 
income housing. 

Now, don’t get me wrong l know 
he’s probably spent a lot of time and 
effort on the matter. But somehow it 
was a bit hard to take him seriously 
when he kept strutting like a peacock 
about his “clever wording ” 

Housing Authority member Mary 
Meader made sure that everyone got 


a good earlul of her "We’re doing a 
ducky job” routine. 

True, numerous hours are being 
spent on the matter. But if the town 
is doing so well with housing for the 
regular guy, than how come so many 
regular guys can’t afford to live here? 

Maybe town officials ought to get 
off their butts, as one audience 
member, former fire chief Mike Con¬ 


nolly, suggested. Somehow, that 
seems more constructive than using 
energy trying to prove whatever it is 
they are trying to prove. 

Having sat through numerous 
town government meetings before. I 
am used to hearing officials banter 
about issues for hours on end. Often, 
especially with new issues, it seems 
little gets accomplished. 


But the issue of housing is hardly 
new' to Winchester. More than two 
years ago, the tow'n was pressed by 
the state to get its act together. 

Unfortunately, that appears to be 
all the town has been able to do: act. 
Few, if any, real constructive steps 
have been taken — just a good smat¬ 
tering of acting, like in the movies. 

Now. just about everyone knows 
that many Winchesterites are having 
just awful problems with the idea of 
low and mediums that’s people 
in their town. 

(Don’t laugh, one so-called official 
in town actually used the term “low 
and medium people” u’hen speaking 
with The Star on the telephone.) 

The knowledgeable townspeople 
warn of rashes of drug deals, house 
breaks and domestic violence. Why, 
this town wall become crime-ridden, 
they say. 

But these types of events aren’t 
foreign to Winchester at this point. 
Just browse through the local police 
log for proof of that. 

Meanwhile, the town’s officials are 
grappling with their problems. How- 


do they keep the state off their backs 
while pleasing their voting public? 

Now', I don’t profess to have all the 
answers. In fact, I don’t even have 
half of them. But somehow, 
something just doesn’t seem right 
when a town takes more than two 
years to end up back at square one on 
an issue that so deeply affects human 
life. 

Perhaps what bothers me most of 
all is this frantic scurrying to find a 
Band-Aid solution so that Winchester 
won’t lose out on federal funds. 
Federal funds are important to run¬ 
ning a town, I know that well. 

But surely, the town knew about 
this housing/funding hitch long ago. 
It s been in effect since before 
Dukakis came back into office — 
which was hardly yesterday. 

Then again, the wheels of justice 
move slowly - isn’t that what people 
say? 

I wonder if any of those people 
were low-to-mediums. . . ?

I found this to be yet another ex¬ 
ample of logic which has been rear¬ 
ing its ugly head again recently, that 
is the logic which begins by stating a 
very true set of facts as premesis and 
then draws simple minded, untrue 01 - 
even bigoted conclusions. 

In this case, the Johnians have 
stated the very true fact of Islamic 
historical and present bloody in¬ 
tolerance in order to dismiss Islam as 
not truly one of the great world 
religions. 

As a Jew with Muslim friends, liv¬ 
ing in a Christian community I feel 
that a comp, .rison of the origins of our 
different faiths proves we have more 
in common than we often think. The 
origin of Islam did indeed have many 
bloody episodes as early zealots 
spread their faith by violence. 

However Judaism, in its ancient 
rise to power, and Christianity, in its 
assention, used much the same 
methods of conversion. The jihads of 
our Judeo-Christian heritage were

Though the Star’s “About Town” 
column is something no one admits to 
reading, it is nevertheless a good way 
of catching up with the achievements 
of friends and acquaintances with 
whom one has lost touch. 

But I fear what began as a com¬ 
munity information source is now a 
society page-like farce, created ap¬ 
parently by insecure image-seeking 
zealots. Who cares, for instance, that 
little John Josiah Pucket III of West 


named “consolidations,” “crusades” 
and “inquisitions” (to name a few), 
but they were no less bloody than the 
Islamic holy wars and they served 
much the same purpose. So both East 
and West were converted not just by 
the word, but by the sword as well. 

Today we have horrendous acts of 
violence of Muslim nations against 
Israel and against one another. These 
acts have also been used to prove the 
inadequacy of Islam to be considered 
a great religion. 

However if one wanted to drum 
Christianity out of the great religion 
club, one need only look at the 
secretarian violence in Ireland, the 
acts of Christian militiamen in 
Lebanon, or the anti-semitic burn¬ 
ings. lynchings and bombings of 
Christian seperatists in our own coun¬ 
try to get plenty of ammunition. 

Violence is not inherent or even a 
major part in any of these great world 
religions. Violence comes from the 
extremist actions of usually an un¬ 
questioning fundamentalist minority 
within our diverse Jewish, Christian 
or Islamic faiths. Call these ex¬ 
tremists the Shiites, the JDL or the 
Army of God, they do not represent 
even a sizable fraction of the majori¬ 
ty of our faithful.

Is it crucial to our lives to know 
too, that a former high school 
psychophant “stage star” has a third- 
rate supporting role in a junior col¬ 
lege play that has already finished its 
run, anyway? And who wants to read 
of the “executive” promoted to head 
of the paper clip department of an of¬ 
fice supply company? Not all of 
“About Town” consists of this, just 
too much of it. 


Now. I ’m not saying this to soil our 
Judeo-Christian heritage. All I am 
saying is we should not judge lest we 
ourselves be judged. No religion can 
or should be condemned, even though 
a minority use their diety to sanction 
acts of violence. By far the greatest 
appeal of Islam, Christianity and 
Judaism (not to mention the other 
great u'orld religions) is the comfort 
and joy they bring to billions of peo¬ 
ple and families around the w'orld. 

Perhaps the lesson we should 
ljj^rrt from the sectarian violence in 
Islamic nations is the potential for 
bloodshed in the extremism inherent 
in any philosophy which allows no 
questioning and no dissent from its 
tenets. We can also see the potential 
for extremism in a state which 
operates with religious authority and 
power. 

From the Johnian’s letter (par¬ 
ticularly its second half attack on 
humanism) we can also learn a 
lesson. That is how' we must all 
beware those who selectively choose 
their facts in order to reach their 
already preconceived opinions.

on! it’s 0:30 get up and get to 
breakfast! get that music and get 
over to Georgia Tech for practice! get 
to bed it’s 2:30 a.m. and I want to go 


to sleep!’’ 

We chaperones became very 
familiar with the Sheraton and the 20, 
21, and 22nd floors; we learned to 
listen quietly for sneak attacks on 
teenagers who thought they were go¬ 
ing to leave their rooms after curfew 

One night several of us sat in the 
middle of the hall until 3:30 a.m. so 
doors would stay closed. We existed 
on two to three hours sleep at night, 
constantly worried about our respon¬ 
sibilities. 

When they were in competition on 
Georgia Tech’s field and 1 looked 
at the Cheerleaders with their smiling 
faces doing their routine perfectly, 
the Flag Corps flags were in preci¬ 
sion, the band was all in step for 
“Sweet Georgia Brown,” the 
breakdancers did their routine on 
Astroturf, we chaperones all sitting 
together with tears in our eyes, look 
ed at one another and said “We are 
the best, the people at home should be 
proud.” 

We proudly were the first band in 
the parade and marching down those 
streets of Atlanta the students held 
their heads up a little higher knowing 
they looked good. 

When we arrived at the Peach 
Bowl there was a little confusion as 
to where we could sit. but John 
Hackett worked his usual miracles 
and we sat in the VIP seats right 


beside the Purdue band. 

The faces of those students sitting 
in a stadium with over 55,000 people, 
television cameras and 3,000 other 
band members from across the 
United States were wide-eyed and in 
awe that they were a part of this 
celebration. 

When the bands all played 
together, it was without fault, but to 
see them at halftime joining hands 
with 3,000 other teenagers and sing¬ 
ing “Reach Out and Touch Someone.” 
we exhausted, worn-out, always- 
worried chaperones looked proudly at 
our teenagers again as they came 
running across the field to us for ap¬ 
proval and had tears in our eyes. 

We made it to the airport on time, 
didn’t lose anyone, stayed up and wat¬ 
ched TV long enough to see the apple 
fall in Times Square, went to bed and 
slept for 12 hours. 

The phone calls started from peo¬ 
ple in Winchester that wanted to know 
how it went, especially those people 
who worked in the various fundrais¬ 
ing efforts but did not accompany us. 

I told them it went wonderful. 
Those kids experienced things on such 
a grand scale that they were in awe 
of everything. We should be proud of 
our teenagers because they were the 
best behaved in the hotel, always 
respectful, and made Winchester 
proud.

bardi warned that the town may have 
to make concessions to private 
developers, if officials expect them to 
include subsidized housing in their 
buildings. 

“The Planning Board has to give 
up something," he said. “That’s the 
only way it’s going to be negotiated.” 

John H. Ciarcia, the acting town 
manager, said the Planning Board 
would only have leverage over the 
developers who sought waivers on 
construction regulations.

she said, it might maintain its in¬ 
dependence. 

A member of the audience. Louise 
Chung of Highland ave., sounded 
grave warnings about what she 
thought subsidized housing would do 
to the town. 

When she worked in Woburn hous 


ing projects last year, she said, the 
drug problem “was so bad police put 
up a roadblock to check everyone go¬ 
ing into and out of that area. 

“My clients were clean and they 
cared about their children,” she said, 
but even so she said they created 
distubances. Besides the drug pro¬ 


blems, Chung told the subcommittee, 
“you are going to have problems in 
the schools. 

“You are adopting a whole fami¬ 
ly," she said. “Wherever you put it 
(subsidized housing) people are going 
to bo affected by them. You will have 
them for the rest of vour life." she told

Tenant Asks Town: Let My Family Stay 


By NANCY PICK 

After 22 years in the same town- 
owned house. Reservoir st. resident 
Judith Robinson wants the town to let 
her daughter take over the 
homestead. 

The Winchester mother is moving 
out of the home she recently began 
sharing with her daughter, son-in-law 
and grandchild. Now, she is asking 
Selectmen to allow her descendants 
to become tenants. 

Even if the board opts to up the 
rent, she said the family could still 
live there because they would qualify 
for rent subsidies. 

Winchester has already applied 
for state funds to subsidize its three 
town-owned homes, including the 
Reservoir st. residence. The state’s 
response to that application is ex¬ 
pected soon, according to local Hous¬ 
ing Authority officials. 

On Monday, Selectmen agreed to 
refer Robinson’s request to the Hous¬ 
ing Authority. When contacted by The 
Star on Tuesday, Housing Authority 
Executive Director Dorothy Shannon 
and member John J. Regan said they 
were unaware of the request. They 
were unable to provide the eligibility 
guidelines for subsidized housing ap¬ 
plicants. 

Robinson said it’s only a coin¬ 
cidence that she's moving while the 
town is in the middle of applying for 
subsidized housing approval. “I’ve 
lived here for a long time and I 
thought there might be some 
way . . . my daughter could possibly 


take it I the housel over," she said. 

If the rental assistance program 
goes through, she said, it could benefit 
her daughter’s family. 

However, Regan called Robin¬ 
son’s request for a decision by Jan. 31 
“not realistic at all." The Housing 
Authority, he said, will not be able to 
act until the latest subsidized housing 
plan has been submitted to the state. 
(See related story on page 1.) 

As for Selectmen, their reactions 
to the letter differ. 

Chairman Mark Lombardi said he 
thought it would be unfair to reserve 
the house for the family living there 
now. 

“Just because the woman had the 
inside shot for 20 years doesn’t mean 
other people in town shouldn’t have a 
shot at it," he said. “We should leave 
it empty,” he said, adding he thought 
the Housing Authority should screen 
the applicants according to “some 
criteria." 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said 
he saw the issue another way. He said 
the town “would probably answer af¬ 
firmatively to the letter” in order to 
avoid disrupting new tenants who 
might not qualify for a subsidy 
program. 

“It wouldn’t be fair to go out and 
give somebody the idea they’re in for 
a long-term lease when they may not 
be," said Macdonald. 

Selectman Wade Welch’s com¬ 
ments fell somewhere in between. He

said the request “may or may not 
ultimately be honored. I don’t know 
Whether this would be the most 
meritorious application.” 

State housing officials said they 
use several criteria to evaluate sub¬ 
sidized housing applications. Essen¬ 
tially, the program would work on a 
first-come basis, said James Ball, 
spokesman for the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development 
(EOCD). 

Also, the applicant’s annual net in¬ 
come would have to fall within certain 
limits that were set up last fall: 

• One person $14,476 

• Two people $16,544 

• Three people $18,012 

• Four people $20,080 

• Five people $21,972 

• Six people $24,557 

Currently, local residents are 
given preference. That rule, however, 
may soon be changing, said Ball, “so 
that local preference is not used to 
prevent minorities from getting hous¬ 
ing." 

Plus, said the EOCD official, the 
housing units must not exceed certain 
monthly rent limitations. For a four- 
bedroom home such as the one on 
Reservoir st., he said, the rent must 
not exceed $833. 


Currently, no town-owned home 
rents for more than $450 per month. 
The rent for the Reservoir st. home 
has historically not risen higher than 
$300 per month, according to Joseph 
W. Bonner, town comptroller. 

All three town-owned houses have 
rents that Macdonald said are “a lit 
tie below what the market value 
would be." 

Although the town has never had 
a formal housing program for low-to- 
moderate income families, Mac¬ 
donald said that "over the years, if we 
were part of a state program, the 
I tenants I may well have qualified.’’ 

In renting out the houses. Mac¬ 
donald said, town officials have been 
“more concerned with the fact that 
we had good people living there" than 
with making money as landlords. 

Shannon said that since the sum¬ 
mer of 1982 they have had no written 
requests for low-to-moderate- income 
housing, although several requests 
have been received via telephone.

Almost, Not Quite For 
A Winchester Hockey Team 


In a hard fought contest that lasted 
close to two hours, the Winchester 
Bantam Hockey Team came away 
with a 2-2 tie, that had they won would 
have put them into the championship 
game in the St. John, New Brunswick 
Invitational Hockey Tournament held 
last week in Canada. 

The skaters and the coaches arriv¬ 
ed with the Fee Wee team and their 
families on Wednesday night, were 
transferred to the host families with 
whom they would live during the 
torunament.

Robert 11 W. Welch Jr., the 
founder of the controversial John 
Birch Society, died Sunday at the 
Winchester Nursing Home. He was 

85. 

Funeral services for the longtime 
Belmont resident will be private, but 
a public memorial service will be 
scheduled for a later date, according 
to the John Birch Society. 

Welch and his brother, founded the 
Welch Candy Co. of Cambridge in 
1925. He was vice president in charge 
of sales and advertising until he 
resigned nearly 30 years later. 

Welch invented the Sugar Daddy 
caramel bar and Sugar Babies can¬ 
dies, and in 1947 won the Candy In¬ 
dustry Man of the Year award. 

But the man who entered the 
University of North Carolina at the 
age of 12, served as a Belmont School 
Committee member in the 1930s, and 
campaigned in the Republican 
primary for Massachusetts lieutenant 
governor in 1950, is best known as the 
man who formed the ultra¬ 
conservative anti-communist John 
Birch Society. 

He was chairman and president of 
the society, which has about 50,000 
members nationwide, for 25 years, 
stepping down in March 1983 to 
become “chairman emeritus.” 

Welch’s last public appearance 
was at the society’s 25th anniversary 
celebration in Indianapolis, Ind., in 
December 1983. That same month, he 
had a stroke. 

Welch firmly believed that the 
world was in danger of being engulf-

ed by communism, and considered it 
the mission of the John Birch Society 
to rid the world of that threat. 

He summarized his view of socie¬ 
ty’s overall goals as: “Less govern¬ 
ment, more individual responsibility, 
and a better world.” 

Welch classed non-members of the 
society into four basic categories: 
"Communists; communist dupes or 
sympathizers; the uninformed who 
have yet to be awakened to the com¬ 
munist danger; and the ignorant.” 

Welch, a self-made man and in¬ 
dependently wealthy by the time he 
founded Abe John Birch Society, was 
an early achiever, and society 
members interviewed by The Star’s 
sister paper, The Belmont Citizen, in 
1983 considered him “brilliant.” 

He was born Dec. 1,1899, to Robert 
Henry Winborne Welch Sr. and Lina 
(James) Welch, and was raised on the 
couple’s North Carolina farm in what 
Welch described in a 1979 Citizen in¬ 
terview as “complete freedom.” 

According to his official 
biography, Welch began to read at 
age 2, understood elementary algebra 
at 6, and began studying Latin at 7. 

After graduation from the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina, at age 16, he 
entered the Naval Academy in An¬ 
napolis, Md., intending to enter the 
Navy. When he resigned two years 
later, he was fourth in his class of 
1,000, the biography said. 

He attended Harvard Law School 
from 1919 to 1921. But Welch left law 
school in the middle of his last year, 
according to Birch Society 
spokesman John McManus, "in 
disgust over what Felix Frankfurter 
was teaching — that labor and 
management were enemies.” 
Frankfurter, letter a Supreme Court 
justice, was a Harvard Law pro¬ 
fessor. 

Welch told The Citizen in 1979 that 
he ran for School Committee in the 
1930s at the urging of his friend, then- 
Selectman Watson Flett. Welch was 
the top vote-getter. 

Because of the demands of his can¬ 
dy business, he served only a single 
term. Pressing business later caused 
him to bow out of the Rotary Club, 
and as a director of the Belmont Sav¬ 
ings Bank. 

In 1954, Welch wrote a book on the 
life of John Birch, a missionary who 
went to China in 1940 and later 
became an Air Force lieutenant. (Ac¬ 
cording to the society later named for 
him, Birch was killed by Chinese 
communists 10 days after the end of 
World War II. while on a peaceful 
mission in uniform.) 

In 1956, Welch started a publica¬ 
tion, “One Man’s Opinion,” which 
later became “American Opinion.” 

Welch traced the beginnings of the 
John Birch Society to Dec. 9, 1958, 
when he outlined the group’s prin¬ 
ciples to 11 men in Indianapolis. Ind. 

In its first 10 years — the society’s 
most active period — membe - ihip 
ranged from 60,000 to 100,000 in about 
4,000 chapters around the country. 
Welch described its philosophy as 
"militant Americanism, as opposed 
to the passive form that most 
Americans display.” 

In its heyday, the society publish¬ 
ed books, pamphlets and literature, 
and produced a 15-minute weekly 
radio program, "Are You Listening, 
Uncle Sam?” 

Welch worked seven days a week, 
never drawing any salary from the 
society. As late as 1979, Belmontians

Robert Welch Jr. Dies, 
John Birch Society Founder 
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Former Winchester 
Teacher Creates Calligraphy

After meditating, Judith Liniado 
kneels down on the hardwood floor of 
her sunshine filled studio and faces a 
large sheet of white rice paper. 

She dips a thick brush into a small 
pan of jet-black ink. 

Then, in a burst of motion, her arm 
sweeps rhythmically, left to right and 
up and down. Seconds later, she has 
finished a work of art: Oriental 
calligraphy. 

Still kneeling. Liniado leans back 
and stares at the Chinese character 
for water that she has just created. 
And after contemplating her work, 
the 4l-year-old Lexingtonst. resident 
is ready to talk about her art. 

“You can’t just really splash 
away,” Liniado says of her 
calligraphy. “You have to know what 
you’re doing.” 

It has taken more than seven 
years, but Liniado now knows what 
she’s doing. She can whip up a 
Japanese or Chinese character in 
about five seconds, but most of her 
work is discarded, because she 
doesn’t think it’s good enough. 

In the seven years she has been do¬ 
ing calligraphy, Liniado’s brushes 
■ Jiavanmade hundreds ol..Oriental 
figures - and many of those have 
ended up in the trash pile. 

Liniado is more than a stylistic 
calligrapher. She also paints in water- 
colors and oils and draws. Her 
delicate sketches seem to lx; influenc¬ 
ed by the gentle details of Japanese 
art. 

Her work has been on display in 12 
different exhibitions, from Tokyo to 
Boston. 

There is also an unusual art collec¬ 
tion in Liniado’s spacious second-floor 
studio. The display is not paintings, 
calligraphy or sketches. It consists of 
many different brushes, which hang 
from her walls. Some of the brushes 
have bristles, others feathers, and one 
is even made of wire. 

In addition to her art work, 
Liniado teaches calligraphy. 
Although her only current teaching 
duties are at the Cambridge Center 
For Adult Education, Liniado is quite 
familiar with teaching children. 


Then an English teacher at Win¬ 
chester’s junior and senior high 
schools, Liniado took a sabbatical 10 
years ago to go to the Museum School 
of Fine Arts and she never returned. 

“I got totally hooked on painting," 
says Liniado. who hadn’t painted 
before she went to the Museum 
School. 

With her Japanese calligraphy 
course at the Cambridge Center for 
Adult Education, Liniado still 
teaches, but there is a big difference. 
“Now, I’m teaching people who want 
to he there,” she says. 

But Liniado admits that from time 
to time she misses the classroom, hut 
not the public school system. 

Perhaps more difficult than 
teaching is her artwork — hut she 
loves it. 

“It’s hard, but I wouldn't want to 
do anything else with my life,” she 
says. “It’s very energizing.” 

Only recently has Liniado figured 
out why she loves art the answer 
involves freedom and self-expression. 

“When I face my canvas and white 
piece of paper, I can do whatever 1 
want,” Liniado says. She says that 
freedom can also become so over¬ 
whelming that it becomes a burden. 

But Liniado rejoices in that 
burden. “It’s never finished,” she 
says. “There’s always something 
more to do. . . . It extends life. . . . 
It’s a way of celebrating life. 

“It’s a lot like a religion,” Liniado 
says of art. “It’s also a way to realize 
a dream.” 

And that way of realizing a dream 
is sometimes apparent in Liniado’s 
watercolors, she says. People have 
told her that her paintings remind 
them of dreams. 

Those beautiful dream like paint¬ 
ings are Western in style, instead of 
Oriental like her calligraphy, one 
reviewer noted. 

“. . . it is impossible to think of 
her work apart from the Western 
tradition of impressionistic landscape 
from Turner to Monet," David Joselit 
wrote in Art New England. “In her 
coloring — sometimes caressing and 
sometimes sulky — is a suppressed or 


latent turbulence. This treat of chaos 
surfaces most dramatically in the 
bacchanalian ‘Harvest’ in which 
autumn colors of orange and yellow 
and darker tones of green give an apt 
energetic feeling of ripeness and ac¬ 
tivity appropriate to her subject." 

When Liniado paints, she does so 
mostly by using her imagination and 
memory For example, when she 
visits Rock Meadow one of her 
favorite settings for paintings and 
sketchings - Liniado does not paint 
her watercolor scenery right there, 
nor d(x*s she take a photo. She returns 
to her bright, airy studio and paints 
what she remembers and feels. 

“I work mostly out of my imagina¬ 
tion.” she says. 

Liniado sometimes concentrates 
on watercolor painting, sometimes on 
drawing and sometimes on the oil 
painting that has been resting on an 
easel in her studio for a year and a 
half. But there will always lx» time for 
Oriental calligraphy, she says. “I’m 
sure I’ll do calligraphy the rest of my 
life.’’ 

Although Liniado paints from the 
heart, others have interpreted 
unusual meanings to her work. 

Liniado's Oriental characters 
aren’t exact duplicates of the Chinese 
and Japanese figures. Liniado lets her 
mood, her body, and her artistic sense 
transform the characters into pieces 
of art based on Oriental figures. 

Liniado’s work was on exhibit 
once, when someone asked her 
teacher if the art was calligraphy. “I 
don’t know if it’s calligraphy, but it’s 
painting,” Liniado’s teacher replied. 

One acupuncturist who commis¬ 
sioned Liniado to draw the symbol for 
change for his literature once told the 
Belmont artist that her work reflected 
her Zen philosophy. Liniado respond¬ 
ed that she doesn’t know a thing about 
Zen. “Oh you do know about Zen, hut 
you don’t know that’s what you’re do¬ 
ing." the acupuncturist replied. 

But when it comes to Oriental 
calligraphy. Liniado knows what 
she’s doing.

Three Tufts Footballers Win Letter 


Several Winchester football 
players have earned varsity letters 
with the Tufts University football 
team, coach Vic tiatto has an¬ 
nounced. 

Both Ken Jacobson and Jeff Mic¬ 
ciche were presented four-year var¬ 
sity plaques for their participation in 
Tufts football. During those four 
years, the Jumbos posted a 15-14-3 
record. 

Jacobson, a regular tight end for 


all four seasons, became the first 
Tufts player to catch touchdown 
passes in each of his four years. In 
1984, he had 14 receptions for 221 
yards and one touchdown, a five-yard 
catch. 

A former football and track stan¬ 
dout at Winchester High, Jacobson is 
the son of Carl and Sylvia Jacobson 
of 3(J Park ave. 

Micciche, who was moved from 
fullback to defensive end, became one 
of the area’s top defensive linemen, 


earning All-ECAC honors in 1983 and 
All Conference honors in 1984, when 
he was the second leading tackier on 
a team with 82 sKps, including a 
team-high six quarterback sacks. 

Jeff’s younger brother Mark, a 
junior, was also a regular at 
linebacker and was eighth leading 
tacklers on a squad with 47 stops.

could often see lights burning in his 
Concord ave. office long into the 
night 

His strong belief in an interna¬ 
tional conspiracy by Communists to 
gain control of the World drove 
Welch's crusade, and sparked some 
strong statements 

One ol the earliest to gain him 
national attention was his assertion 
that then President Dwight l). 
Eisenhower was “a dedicated, con¬ 
scious agent of the communist con¬ 
spiracy." 

Eisenhower responded by calling 
Welch "an irresponsible, publicity- 
seeking person" whose comments 
should “he taken with a laugh, ii not 
complete disbelief." 

Years later, in 1970. Welch told 
The Citizen that he still believed that 
Eisenhower was a communist, for 
shipping Russian prisoners-of-war 
back to the Soviet Union following 
World War II. 

In the 1‘MiOs. the John Birch Socie 
ty drew fire as a group that fostered 
extremist, racist and anti-Semitic at¬ 
titudes 

Welch maintained it was a 
patriotic group which believes things 
would he better if the world were

more like the early days of this 
nation. 

But the furor never made it un¬ 
comfortable for the John Birch Socie¬ 
ty to remain Belmont, which has 
always been its national head¬ 
quarters 

During World War II. Welch was 
a member of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration's advisory committee 
for the candy industry. 

He also served on the boards of 
directors of the National Assn, of Can¬ 
dy Manufacturers, the United Prison 
Assn., the Cambridge Chamber of 
Commerce and the U S. Chess 
Federation. 

He is survived by his wife. Marian 
(Probcrt), his two sons, Robert 11. W. 
Welch HI and Hillard W. Welch, and 
six grandchildren.

Assessors Deny Abatements Filed 
Over Water St. Neighbors House 


Eight applications by Water st 
residents asking that their property 
assessments lx> reduced because they 
live near an “abandoned" building 
were turned down Monday night by 
the Board of Assessors. 

Chairman Sherman Josephson, 
George Andersen and Francis 
Mahoney voted unanimously to deny 
the abatements, but expressed their 
sympathy for the neighbors and their 
predicament. 

“These eight applications from 
Water st. were filed Oct. 29, complain¬ 
ing about neighborhood values 
decreasing because of the 
disreputable condition of number 41, " 
said Josephson. 

“We had a small discussion with 
Town Counsel, and he said the town 
is getting nowhere fast with Father 
Costello,” Josephson added. 

(The house at 41 Water st. belongs 
to Robert B. Costello of Nahant, 
according to town tax records. 
Neighbors have complained 
repeatedly that it is in ill repair, a 
health and safety hazard, and its con¬ 
dition reduces the value of their pro¬ 


perties. 

“The Board of Selectmen, the 
Building Inspector, the Board of 
Health have all reviewed the matter 
on several occasions." said Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall in a phone 
interview Tuesday. 

“And to my knowledge, after some 
minor changes were made by the 
owner to satisfy the Building Code 
and the Board of Health, and to 
secure the building, that exhausts the 
town’s ability to deal with the situa¬ 
tion." Randal] said. 

Board members agreed that the 
houses on Water st. were assessed 
slightly lower than current market 
values. 

“Let’s disallow them all,” moved 
Andersen. 

However, he reminded his col¬ 
leagues the town had once before 
denied an abatement to a Socrates rd. 
resident who claimed his property 
values were reduced by an unfinish¬ 
ed vacant building, and was overruled 
by the Appellate Tax Board. 

“That house on Johnson rd. was 
one-third finished, the kids were 


drinking in it, and there was a fire 
danger," Andersen added. 

“This house is vacant, too," 
observed Mahoney. “It belongs to a 
priest who’s on a leave of absence 
from the archdiocese. But he’s paid 
his taxes, and there’s apparently 
some sentimental attachment." 

Josephson endorsed Andersen’s 
move to deny the applications, saying 
he had been told the action was a hid 
for attention. 

“The only person of these eight 
who called me — Mrs. Allison — in¬ 
dicated all these applications were go¬ 
ing to be filed before any of them 
were,” Josephson said. “She said 
they were trying to call attention to 
the situation.” 

However, he suggested the board 
send a memo to the Selectmen, 
informing them of the eight applica¬ 
tions, and asking them to look at the 
situation again. Mahoney and 
Andersen agreed. 

The eight applicants will receive 
copies of the memo sent to the Select¬ 
men along with notification their 
abatements have been denied.

Good Runners Count On Brains To Win 


By STEVE NORTON 

The serious competitor of high 
school distance events, will, more 
than likely, have brains as well con¬ 
ditioned as their legs. That’s the 
theory of Dr. David Nathanson, an 
educational psychologist and pro¬ 
fessor of psychology at Florida Inter¬ 
national University whose study on 
hemispheric brain dominance in 
young high school runners is becom¬ 
ing increasingly popular. 

Nathanson, who presented his 
theory at the recent Orange Bowl 
Marathon Seminar, believes that 
competitive high school runners arc 
more “right-brained" than “left 
brained”. The left hemisphere con¬ 
trols a person’s analytical, language 
and verbal skills. The right side is the 
more creative side, responsive to im¬ 
agery and music. 

“Most people use both halves, hut 
are dominated by one half, just like 
people are either left-handed or right- 
handed,” said Nathanson. 

“Which side is more dominant is 
a function of training and genetics. 
You can train yourself to use one side 
to improve your performance,” he 
added. 

Nathanson theorizes that these 
runners are able to slip into a familiar 
groove thus reducing “brain strain” 


and the latigue that accompanies it. 

Watch the top milers and two 
milers during a meet. They’re almost 
in a trance like state similar to yoga,” 
Nathanson said. 

“Their thinking style helps slow 
down electrical activity in the brain 
and nervous system and conserve 
energy. You see a lot of people runn¬ 
ing with a Walkman (radio). The 
music is relaxing—that ’s a right brain 
function. There has been a revolution 
in running research on physiology, in¬ 
juries and diet,’’ Nathanson said. 
“But nobody knows much about what 
goes on in the head.”

Bank Executives Predict 1985 



By COLLEEN O BRIEN 

Area bank executives have 
come up with a forecast that 
paints a rosey picture of the 
economy for at least the first 
half of this new year. 

Interest rates, which 
determine the type and length 
of investments investors 
should look for, are expected 
to remain stable or even dip 
slightly in the coming six 
months, according to 
representatives from 14 banks 
in the Winchester, Arlington 
and Belmont Area. 

“We’re not really looking 
for any drastic swings (in in¬ 
terest rates) throughout the 
year,’’ says William Ar- 
buckle, president of the Bel¬ 
mont Savings Bank. “The 
seas are going to be relative¬ 
ly calm this year. 

“I think interest rates are 
going to stay down for at least 
the first nine months of the 
year,’’ executive vice presi¬ 
dent of the Merchants 
Cooperative Bank in Belmont, 
Joseph Anoli, predicts. “I see 
a gradual increase in the 
rates in the fall of this year, 
but I don’t think we’ll ever hit 
the highs of 19 and 20 percent 
that we hit before.” 

What this means in terms 
of investments is that now is 
the time to buy that new car 
or house and lock in on the 
lower interest rates. 
However, the consensus is 
that the second half of the 
year will see a rise in rates, so 
don’t wait too long before 
making that purchase. 

“Interest rates will stay 
down at least through the first 
six months of this year, which 


will be great for the housing 
market,” says Anthony Ric- 
ciardelli, vice president and 
treasurer of the Leader Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Assn, in Bel¬ 
mont and Arlington. 

With the lower rates of the 
last few months banks have 
seen an increase in demand 
for mortgages money and ex¬ 
pect it to continue into the 
first half of 1985. 

“It’s been a good year for 
the Arlington real estate and 
I don’t expect it to change,” 
declares Timothy Lordan, 
vice president of Suburban 
National Bank in Arlington. 

“The Arlington market is 
an extremely attractive place 
to lend mortgage money,” 
comments Paul Feeley, 
senior vice president and 
treasurer for the Cooperative 
Bank of Concord in Arlington. 
“We’re the primary source 
for ready mortgage money in 
the area. As long as the in¬ 
terest rates stay down and 
reasonable we’ll see a boom¬ 
ing business in the Arlington 
market.” 


The Cooperative Bank of 
Concord will be seeing one of 
its competitors move closer 
when Boston F'ive Cents Sav¬ 
ings Bank opens its branch in 
Arlington. The new branch 
will be strictly mortgage and 
loan, “it’s one more com¬ 
petitor in an already com¬ 
petitive market and the 
consumer should be the one to 
benefit,” says Feeley. 

The Merchants Coop¬ 
erative Bank expects to see a 
substantial growth in its mort¬ 
gage department that will 
certainly be helped by the 
lower interest rates, but 
should be primarily due to the 
recent addition of Farragut 
Mortgage Company. The sale 
of the company became final 
on Dec. 31. 

While lower interest rates 
spell good news for loan 
seekers, executives agree 
that those rates make locking 
up your money in long-term 
accounts unadvisable. 

“Anyone who has $1,000 or 
more should be in a money 
market demand account,” 
states Gary Abrams, vice

president and senior invest¬ 
ment officer of Bank of 
Boston-Middlesex. He adds 
that Massachusetts taxes 
money market funds at twice 
the rate of money market 
demand accounts offered 
through banks, making the 
demand accounts one of the 
better investments. 

“A one-year term deposit 
at 10 percent, that’s very 
popular,” agrees Edward E. 
Goodwin, president of the 
Winchester Cooperative 
Bank. 

Banks feel that investors 
should be looking for in¬ 
vestments with short 
maturities, investments that 
come due in six months to a 
year, until interest rates 
begin their expected rise. 

The one exception would 
be Individual Retirement Ac¬ 
counts (IRAs). “If you can af¬ 
ford to put your money in an 
IRA, it’s the best deal in 
town,” declares Abrams. He 
cautions people to remember 
that there are stiff financial 
penalties for withdrawing 
money from before age 59*2. 

“I think what we’ve seen is 
that people are shortening up 
their maturities of their ac¬ 
counts due to the lower in¬ 
terest rates,” says Anoli of 
Merchants Cooperative. “It’s 
what I would recommend.” 

Even with the lower in¬ 
terest rates banks expect to 
see a continued growth in 
savings. 

“We’re looking for a very, 
very good year,” states 
Donald L. Miller Jr., vice 
president at Winchester Sav¬ 
ings Bank. “We looking for an 
increased growth in deposits, 
real estate loans and personal 
loans, which will result in a 
substantial increase in earn¬ 
ings.” 

“I see the public more in¬ 
clined to invest in equity (the 


stock market) but expect to 
see a reasonable amount of 
growth in deposits,” says 
Leonard Perry, vice president 
and retail administrator for 
Shawmut County Bank with 
branches in Winchester and 
Belmont. 

Aside from the rise or fall 
of interest rates one factor ex¬ 
pected to influence savings in 
the coming year is the 
deregulation of those rates. 

At this point the govern¬ 
ment has a ceiling on how 
much interest banks can offer 
customers with accounts of 
$1,000 or less. That is why 
banks must have a minimum 
of $1,000 in money market ac¬ 
counts, which pay above the 
current government ceiling. 

“Deregulation of interest 
rates is going to be of great 
help to customers,” says 
Feeley of Cooperative Bank of 
Concord. “As the process con¬ 
tinues the smaller savers will 
be able to get higher rates on 
smaller deposits.” 

The single largest factor in 
the economy in general, and 
one that will affect all aspects 
of the banking industry, is the 
federal deficit, according to 
the executives. It is expected 
to be the determining factor in 
how high rates will rise later 
in the year. 

“One reason interest rates 
have stayed down is because 
of the people’s faith in this ad¬ 
ministration,” said Ric- 
ciardelli of Leader Federal. 
However, he cautions that in¬ 
terest rates sometimes rise in 
response to how the people 
feel. “If the people don’t see 
something being done about 
the deficit then they begin to 
worry about inflation return¬ 
ing, he explains. 

A sharp increase in in¬ 
terest rates in 1986 because of 
the lack of congressional ac¬ 
tion to push down the deficit

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was what Janet Pavliska, 
President of Bank Five for 
Savings. “I think that tax 
reforms would help the deficit 
but that’s only one piece of the 
puzzle,” she added. 

‘‘The federal deficit has 
been underestimated and is a 
very serious problem,” com¬ 
ments Clinton Condon, assis¬ 
tant vice president of the 
Central Cooperative Bank in 
Arlington. ‘‘It will continue to 
be a problem for interest 
rates and will affect every 
aspect of banking until there’s 
a solid program to deal with 
it.” 

Condon adds that tax 
reform in 1985 is necessary if 
the deficit is to be dealt with. 


‘‘It’s just a case of who’s go¬ 
ing to pick up the burden,” he 
says. ‘‘Someone’s got to foot 
the bill.” 

‘‘The Congress is going to 
have to take appropriate ac¬ 
tion to curb the deficit,” says 
Perry of Shawmut. ‘‘The ac¬ 
tion by the Congress is impor¬ 
tant because the general 
public is not looking forward 
to uncontrolled spending by 
the federal government, 
resulting in a signifcantly 
larger deficit.” 

‘‘How they’re going to han¬ 
dle the deficit is important,” 
agrees Arbuckle of Belmont 
Savings. ‘‘If its going to be a 
squabble between parties, I’d 
hesitate to predict what would 


happen.” 

The expected reforms 
might be cushioned by new 
business in the area that could 
come with the opening of the 
new Red Line station at 
Alewife. 

‘‘I thnk the project is going 
to result in some very good 
growth, not only for the sta¬ 
tion but for the Winchester, 
Arlington and Belmont area 
as well,” Perry says. ‘‘The 
amount of growth will be in¬ 
fluenced partly by the timing 
of the opening and how quick¬ 
ly businesses respond to the 
growing demand for ser¬ 
vices.” 

‘‘The extension of the Red 
Line, first to Davis Square 
and then to Alewife, means 
that you may see more 
businesses moving to Arl¬ 
ington as Harvard Square 
becomes more congested,” 
says Robert Bennett, branch 
manager of the Arlington 
branch of the Coolidge Bank. 

Disagreement comes from 
Arbuckle who feels the station 
would not be pouring any 
customers into the bank and 
would probably only pose a 
logistic problem, with the in¬ 
crease in traffic that’s ex¬ 
pected. 

All the bank executives 
agree that 1985 should be a 
year of continued growth for 
the economy in general 
despite the deficit, what in¬ 
terest rates will do or the 
opening of the Red Line 
station.

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Does Insurance Keep Pace With Inflation?

Even if the inflation rate is 
under control, the cost of living 
still may be climbing. 

These increases could have a di¬ 
rect effect on your insurance 
needs. Therefore, now is a good 
time to pull out the insurance fold¬ 
ers and review how you are cov¬ 
ered in the event of house fire, car 
wreck, death or injury of wage 
earners and dependents and such 
things as theft of silver, gold and 
jewelry. 

You should figure out how far 
your insurance would go at 
today’s prices. Maybe you bought 


a $50,000 life insurance policy 
when you got married — a time 
when that sum was sufficient to 
tide over your mate in the event 
you died. It would not go as far 
today. 

But there is good news concern¬ 
ing your insurance needs. Most 
types of insurance are at bargain 
prices today compared to years 
past. If you don’t have an agent, 
you may want to have an inde¬ 
pendent representative shop 
through several plans to get the 
most insurance for your dollar. 

You pick up the phone and say. 
for example, “My budget will 
allow me to spend $40 a month 
more on life insurance. I have a 


$50,000 policy with the Forever 
Life Co. and want to either con¬ 
vert it, drop it or add to it, which¬ 
ever gets the most for my money.” 

Something like that. 

Muriel Peary, assistant regional 
manager for the Insurance Infor¬ 
mation Institute, was interviewed. 
Following are some of her ideas 
on insurance: 

— If you have a home, you’ll 
want it insured at replacement 
value. You should look at escalat¬ 
ing policies, which automatically 
increase your coverage each year. 
That may keep in step with infla¬ 
tion. You still should review the 
policy periodically to make sure it 
is indeed up-to-date.

She cited a $200,000 home as an 
example. The escalator would in¬ 
crease every quarter by, say, 3 
percent to keep up with the rising 
living costs. After a year, cover¬ 
age would be $200,000, plus 12 per¬ 
cent. 

To get a rough idea what your 
home is worth (remember, you 
don’t insure the land or founda¬ 
tion) call real estate agents famil¬ 
iar with your neighborhood and 
ask what homes like yours are 
selling for. 

The trend is toward smaller 
homes these days — around 1,500 
square feet. If that size house 
would suit your needs, but you live 
in a 2,500-square-footer, you may 
want to adjust your insurance to a 
smaller dwelling. If the larger one 
is destroyed, you could replace it 
with a smaller structure and still 
be comfortable. 

— Tenants should get rental 
policies that would cover loss of 
goods destroyed in the event of 
fire. She said many people believe 
the landlord’s policy covers them 
when it actually doesn’t. 

— If you are paying off a car 
loan, you will be required to have 
comprehensive automobile insur¬ 
ance. 

In addition to that, there are 
state requirements on liability in¬ 
surance that generally are far too 
low, according to Peary. 

While it’s true cars generally 
depreciate, things like medical 
treatment on people injured and 
resulting lawsuits as the after- 
math of an auto accident rise with 
inflation and sometimes far be¬ 
yond. So keep your liability cover¬ 
age up-to-date. 

— To reduce the cost of any pol¬ 
icy, ask about deductible provi¬ 
sions. For example, you mav feel 
you can afford to absorb $250 in 
case your car is damaged, so you 
are willing to exclude up to $250 
from coverage. Ask the agent 
about deductibles that are avail¬ 


able. 

— If you have gold and silver 
items that were given to you years 
ago (look at those old wedding 
gifts), you will find they are much 
more valuable now. Most home 
policies protect your jewelry, etc., 
up to $1,000. Beyond that, you will 
need a special floater to increase 
coverage over the $1,000 cutoff to 
reflect the real value of your pre¬ 
cious things. 

A jewelry floater generally 
costs $2 to $3 per $100 value, and 
you must list everything covered 

Home furnishings also are pro¬ 
tected by home owners insurance 
equal to about half the house cov¬ 
erage. You should keep in mind 
inflation increases the cost of such 
things as appliances, stereo equip¬ 
ment, etc., all of which could be 
destroyed when, say, a Russian 
satellite makes a beeping en¬ 
trance through the roof. 

— Peary pointed out that em¬ 
ployers often provide health insur¬ 
ance coverage for workers, but if 
you are on your own, the cost is 
“very high” — but not as expen¬ 
sive as it would be if you happened 
to be hospitalized without insur¬ 
ance. 

People who retire on Social Se¬ 
curity usually are covered by 
Medicare and one supplementary 
policy to act as an insurance safe¬ 
ty net to cover what Medicare 
doesn’t. 

Peary advised senior citizens 
never to buy more than one sup¬ 
plementary policy, assuming you 
find a policy that adequately cov¬ 
ers your possible needs. 

A few last pearls of wisdom 
from Peary: 

— She said there are temporary 
health policies available for peo¬ 
ple between jobs and in need of 
coverage. 

— She said you never should let 
insurance go unchanged from year 
to year.

With the variety of home mort¬ 
gage loans available, people may 
become confused trying to sort 
through them all. 

Following is a synopsis of the 
most commonly used mortgages, 
based on information distributed 
by the U.S. League of Savings In¬ 
stitutions in Chicago. The three 
most common mortgage loans are 
fixed rate, balloon and adjustable 
rate. 

As the name implies, a fixed- 
rate mortgage has an interest rate 
that remains the same for the en¬ 
tire term of the loan. Since the 
rate stays constant, so do monthly 
principal and interest payments. 
Fixed-rate mortgages typically 
are written for terms of 30 years, 
but may be for longer or shorter 
periods. 

A short-term fixed-rate mort¬ 
gage will have higher monthly 
payments than a long-term loan, 
but for some home buyers the ben¬ 


efits offset the increased pay¬ 
ments. Contrary to what some 
people think, monthly payments 
on 15-year mortgage will not be 
twice as large as a 30-year loan. 
The increase could be as little as 
$92 a month on a $60,000 loan at 
13Vi percent interest. 

Even though the monthly pay¬ 
ments do not double, a borrower 
will own a home debt-free in half 
the time. Even owners who sell 
their homes before the mortgage 
is paid off can benefit from a 15- 
year mortgage because equity 
builds up faster with a short-term 
loan. 

A balloon mortgage is a short¬ 
term loan on which the entire 
principal comes due at a predeter¬ 
mined time. A home buyer with a 
balloon mortgage makes monthly 
payments for a given period of 
time, say, three to five years. At 
the end of that period he must pay 
the balance of the debt. 

The borrower often sells the 
home before the balloon payment 
is due or obtains another mort¬ 


gage when the payment is due. 
However, there is the possibility 
that mortgage money will not be 
available at an affordable rate at 
that time. 

Interest rates on balloon mort¬ 
gages generally are lower than 
rates on fixed-rate loans, which 
means borrowers may find it easi¬ 
er to qualify for a balloon mort¬ 
gage. 

An adjustable-rate mortgage is 
a long-term loan that permits ad¬ 
justments in the interest rate. 


These adjustments, which reflect 
economic conditions, can result in 
periodic changes in the mortgage 
payment, the loan balance or the 
loan term — or any combination. 

To protect home buyers from 
the possibility of dramatically in¬ 
creased monthly payments that 
could come with rapidly increas¬ 
ing interest rates, many adjust¬ 
able-rate mortgages contain rate 
caps that limit interest rate or 
monthly payment increases. 

Original interest rates of adjust¬ 


able mortgages often are less than 
the rates for fixed mortgages. De¬ 
pending on how the adjustable- 
rate loan is structured, it may be 
several years before the interest 
rate on the loan would reach the 
level of a fixed-rate mortgage. Of 
course, that assumes that interest 
rates rise steadily for a prolonged 
period. If rates remain steady or 
drop, the adjustable rate will re¬ 
main below the fixed-rate level 



What To Do 
About Taxes

“Everybody, whether they 
make a lot of money or none at 
all, asks the same question — How 
to do something about taxes,” said 
Alfred Monahan, chairman of Pri¬ 
vate Ledger Financial Services. 

‘‘What a tax shelter does is 
change income to long-term capi¬ 
tal gains which bring down your 
tax bracket,” Monahan said. 

In most cases, the best tax shel¬ 
ter for the small investor is the 
individual retirement account. 

For others, there are the con¬ 
ventional tax shelters, but these 
are for people who pay large 
amounts in taxes. These shelters 
are governed by suitability re¬ 
quirements that monitor the level 
of income of someone who wants 
to get into a tax shelter, said 
Monahan. 

For example, the requirements 
for more common shelters — such 
as a limited real estate partner¬ 
ship — could be that a person have 
an annual income of $35,000 and a 
net worth of $35,000, excluding a | 
house. For more speculative Uu 
shelters, the suitability require¬ 
ments are very high, Monahar 
said. For example, an investoi 
may have to be in the 50 perceni 
tax bracket and have a net wortl 
of $200,000. 

Brokerage houses can havi 
even higher suitability require 
ments, Monahan said, adding, “W< 
assume that someone with a lot oi 
money is sophisticated enough tc 
know where to invest. The suita 
bility requirements are to protecl 
the neophyte." 

The suitability requirement* 
are used only as a guide, but 
bypassing the suitability require¬ 
ments casn lead to dissatisfiec 
investors, Monahan said. 

At most brokerage houses, rep¬ 
resentatives approach clients witt 
a financial plan based on their in- | 
come, net worth and goals 
Monahan said. Different house; 
specialize in certain investments 
Private Ledger, for example 
prefers to use mutual funds and tc 
handle managed accounts oi 
blocks of stock.

lions are beginning to slowly rec¬ 
ognize the worth of the small 
investor and his part in our eco¬ 
nomic recovery,” said Anita 
Misner, co-owner of RAM Finan¬ 
cial, a Pasadena, Calif.-based fi¬ 
nancial consulting firm. She point¬ 
ed out that people can begin in¬ 
vesting with as little as $25 per 
month. 

Misner said the largest single 
barrier to increased financial se¬ 
curity probably is the compulsion 
for people to spend more than 
they make. 

“We live in a spendaholic soci¬ 
ety. Everywhere we turn, we are 
blatantly and subliminally at¬ 
tacked with stimuli that says 
spend.’ It has become too easy to 
spend and too hard to save. Subse¬ 
quently, many people wind up in 
financial difficulty.” 

Americans need to become 
more disciplined and creative in 
their spending, saving and invest¬ 
ment habits. "The problem is,” 
said Misner, “that many people 
don’t know where to start.” 

A simple set of investment 
priorities is needed, such as the 
following six-step plan approved 
by major financial institutions 
such as the American Bankers As¬ 
sociation, the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change and the U.S. Economic Ad¬ 
visory Board. 

The recommended goals: 

— Six months net earnings in 
guaranteed savings. 

— Insurance protection for dis¬ 
ability, health and life. 

— One-third equity in a resi¬ 
dence. 

— Investment in oneself or busi¬ 
ness. 

— Balanced investments with 
25 percent minimum going to 
guaranteed reserves, 50 percent 
going to low- to moderate-risk in¬ 
vestments and 25 percent maxi¬ 
mum going to speculative or high- 
risk investments. 

— Leveraged investment. This 
is money borrowed to invest with 
the expectation of receiving a re¬ 
turn on the invested money higher 
than the money costs in principal 
and interest. (Note: This can be

very risky and is not advised un¬ 
less a person has an estate suffi¬ 
cient to cover all possible losses. 
These investments should be made 
only with a qualified consultant’s 
advice.) 

Building cash reserves is a criti¬ 
cal first step. Treat savings like a 
bill, and ensure that it is the first 
bill paid. Decide upon a percent¬ 
age of your pay to set aside 
monthly. Most financial advisers 
agree that this figure should be no 
less than 10 percent of net pay. 
Adhering to this step will ensure 
that you can make it through most 
emergencies. 

Once you build up reserves, the 
next step ensures that these 
reserves are protected by insur¬ 
ance against death, disability and 
other natural disasters. It is good 
to have your insurance policies re¬ 
newed periodically to ensure that 
they reflect your current financial 
standing and properly protect you. 

Not everyone owns a home. If 


you do, however, your next finan¬ 
cial goal is at least one-third 
equity. This allows you substantial 
collateral in times of need. 


Although listed as No. 4 on the 
six-point plan, investing in oneself 
is the best advice anyone can fol¬ 
low. There are many ways to in¬ 
vest in oneself, such as furthering 
your education or getting started 
in your own business. Workshops 
and seminars are held on a regu¬ 
lar basis in all large cities and 
many small towns. These offer in¬ 
valuable help. As you learn, you 
can become more involved and ef¬ 
fective in managing your finances 


The best advice to follow on 
points five and six: Don’t invest 
without a competent adviser and 
choose your adviser cautiously 
Ensure that he is properly li¬ 
censed and certified. Ask for ref¬ 
erences and check them thorough

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Gems A Multi-Faceted Investment

Diamonds are a girl’s best 
friend — unless she’s an investor. 
Then those rocks — and other 
gemstones — may not seem so 
hot. 

Gemstones can be a good in¬ 
vestment, but consumers who 
don’t know the basics of gemstone 
investing easily can lose money, 
according to the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

Every year, thousands of con¬ 
sumers invest in diamonds, rubies, 


sapphires, emeralds and other 
precious and semiprecious stones. 
The decision to invest in gem¬ 
stones often is influenced by 
promises of immediate profits 
with little or no risk. 

However, gemstones are not a 
liquid investment. They generally 
cannot be resold quickly for a 
profit. One reason: The market for 
faceted gemstones, the type avail¬ 
able to individual purchasers, 
fluctuates. So, if you need to sell 
your stones quickly and the mar¬ 
ket value is down, you could lose 
money.

Also, unlike the markets for 
stocks and bonds, there is no orga¬ 
nized market in which to sell gem¬ 
stones. Locating a private buyer 
may be difficult and can take 
months. Dealers and jewelers 
often are reluctant to buy from an 
individual investor because they 
already have regular wholesale 
suppliers, according to the FTC. 

Some gemstone dealers may 
promise to buy back your gem¬ 
stone or to sell it for you at a later 
date. However, they generally do 
not guarantee that their efforts 
will produce a profit. Also, there is 
a possibility that the company will 
go out of business, leaving you 
without your guaranteed buyer. 

The best way to ensure that 
you’ll have a buyer is to have a 
high-quality gemstone. To deter¬ 


mine if a particular gemstone 
would make a good investment, 
learn about the grades of gem¬ 
stones, their market values and 
their appreciation potential. 

— Gemstone grades. The differ¬ 
ence in the grade of gemstones, 
including size, color, clarity and 
cut, can make the difference be¬ 
tween a good and bad investment. 
Books about gemstone investing 
are a good place to learn. 

— Market value. You should 
know how much other sellers are 
charging for stones of a compara¬ 
ble grade. Although it is difficult 
to determine the normal selling 
price for a particular gemstone, 
make every effort to get this in¬ 
formation from other sellers be¬ 
fore you buy. By talking to other 
sellers, you may find that better 
investment opportunities arc 
available. 

— Appreciation potential. You 
should know how prices have fluc¬ 
tuated for the specific grades ot 
gemstones you are buying. Be 
wary of sellers who make promis¬ 
es of dramatic appreciation, such 
as “diamonds have appreciated 
300 percent in the last five years.” 
This may refer to diamonds of dif¬ 
ferent grades than the ones you 
are considering. This claim also 


reveals nothing about current 
price trends — which may be 
down instead of up. 

In gathering information about 
gemstones, you probably will be 
exposed to certificates and appra¬ 
isals. 

Gemstone certificates describe 
some of the characteristics of a 
particular gemstone. They often 
are done by laboratories establish¬ 
ed for certification purposes. 
These certificates reflect the opin¬ 
ion of the laboratory doing the 
grading, so other laboratories may 
have a different opinion of the 
same gemstone. Since some labo¬ 
ratories are more well regarded 
in the industry than others, find 
out which laboratories are fa¬ 
vored and get a certificate from 
one of them. Otherwise a buyer 
could disregard the certificate. 

Appraisals, rather than simply 
describing characteristics, pro¬ 
vide a dollar value for gemstones. 
Be wary of appraisals provided by 
the seller or provided through the 
seller’s direction. Some appraisals 
may evaluate a gemstone based 
on a jeweler’s retail price, not 
what you could get for the gem¬ 
stone if you had to sell it. Before 
you buy. get an independent ap¬ 
praisal from someone you trust.

Investment Portfolio 
Under Review

There was a time when many 
people bought bonds or stocks and 
then put them away in a safe-de¬ 
posit box and more or less forgot 
about them. That was an accept¬ 
able practice — but not anymore. 

An investment portfolio should 
be reviewed whenever new infor¬ 
mation becomes available, ac¬ 
cording to Paul H. Fricke, finan¬ 
cial analyst and a vice president 
for The Illinois Co., a Chicago- 
based stock brokerage firm. 

Examples of “new information" 
are changes within the company 
in which you have invested, such 
as price changes, expansion or 
new products. It also can be a 
change in your financial status, 
such as an inheritance. Since some 
form of new information always is 
available, that means an invest¬ 
ment portfolio should be under re¬ 
view constantly, Fricke said. 

"If the investor himself cannot 
do it or hasn’t the time to devote 
to it, then he should have a broker 
or professional investment mana¬ 
ger do it for him. Such services 
are available at reasonable cost," 
Fricke said. 

If the portfolio is not under con¬ 
stant surveillance, then the inves¬ 



tor should see that it is reviewed 
at least once a quarter. In addi¬ 
tion, “a general review of one’s in¬ 
vestments probably should take 
place in the fall in order to 
unearth potential gains and losses 
that can be used to offset tax lia¬ 
bilities before year end," Fricke 
said. 

Aside from regular reviews 
some influences call for a sudden 
— and necessary — review ol 
one’s investments. These are, ac¬ 
cording to Fricke: “A sharp rise in 
interest rates or the fear of a 
sharp rise, a sharp drop in rates, a 
fear of rapid inflation, new tax 
laws or a sudden swing in stock 
market prices — up or down. 
These are the kinds of things that 
should trigger a portfolio review.

“In fact, any substantial change 
in taxes or prices should cause an 
investor to review strategy so as 
to take advantage of any potential 
profit-taking or tax-saving 
moves,” he said. 

Another thing the investor 
should keep in mind is whether his 
investments are meeting his goals. 
Fricke added. This should apply to 
changes in one’s personal situa¬ 
tion, such as marriage, the birth of 
children, the need for coverage of 
school costs and retirement. 

“Investment objectives proba¬ 
bly will change as one accumu¬ 
lates wealth,” she said. “Conven¬ 
tional wisdom has it that one in¬ 
vests for growth until the children 
are in college, then puts money 
aside for income-producing in¬ 
vestments to pay for college costs 
and expenses. 

“Of course, if your income 
reaches into the high tax brackets 
then you should look for ways to 
shelter the dollars that you would 
otherwise have to pay in taxes," 
he said. 

The need to keep a special 
watch on portfolios probably is 
greatest among those who have a 
great many investments and those 
who are in high tax brackets. 
Fricke said. “But there is also an 
extra-special need among those 
individuals who have high-risk in¬ 
vestments, which need to be 
watched more closely than con¬ 
servative investments. 

“If you’re having trouble sleep¬ 
ing at night, then obviously it’s 
time to review your portfolio,” he 
said.

Summing up, Fricke said: "You 
are not likely to get good invest¬ 
ment results by buying and then 
forgetting about your portfolio. 
Good, long-term investment re¬ 
sults require time and effort, and 
professional advice and manage¬ 
ment is not expensive when 
weighed against the potential ben¬ 
efits.”

If you are fortunate 
enough to have city water 
and sewer pipes reaching 
out to your property, you 
don’t have to worry about 
septic tank maintenance 
However, over 2/3 of our 
population live in areas 
that DO have to worry 
about septic tanks. If you 
are one of them, you may 
ask: "If my septic system 
is working properly, is it 
still necessary to have it 
pumped?" The answer is 
a resounding VES. The 


time to pump it is before 
you have problems — not 
after. 

A properly working 
system traps the 
digesting solids in the 
septic tank so that only 
rather clean water drains 
otf into the drain field, 
gradually plugging the 
pores in the soil under the 
drain field, and eventual¬ 
ly, causing system failure 
How often should it be 
pumped? It depends 
upon the size of the tank 
and usage, of course. 
Generally, once every 1 to 
3 years is suggested 
Even if septic systems do 
not apply to your present 
home, they may be a 
serious consideration if 
you decide to purchase a 
vacation or second home 
in the country, or evon in 
the outskirts of a major 
city.

Door-To-Door Solicitors Reap Residents' Complaints 


Members of a group claiming to be 
an Iranian support group apparently 
irked several residents as they col¬ 
lected money door-to-door last week, 
police reported. 

An Edgehill rd. man told police

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Lincoln School Principal’s Death 
Brings Sadness To Community

Paula Caffrey was a woman who 
ran a tight ship Winchester’s Lin¬ 
coln School - and she knew most of 
her young shipmates personally. 

On Monday, that ship lost its cap¬ 
tain. And if you talk to almost anyone 
who knew principal Paula Caffrey, 
you’ll catch a strong sense of respect 
and admiration. 

News of her death has sent shock 
waves through the community, as all 
try to cope with the loss of Caffrey, 
who was found dead in her car Mon¬ 
day in the garage of her Malden 
home. 

The county medical examiner’s of¬ 
fice ruled carbon monoxide poisoning 
was the cause of death. 

Meanwhile, friends and associates 
remembered her for her dedication to 
education and for her exclusive con 
cern for young students. 

“This comes as such a shock.” 
said Joanne Ronyane, president of the 
Lincoln Parents’ Assn. “She was a 
fine lady with so much interest in the 
children. She did a fine job handling 
the town’s biggest elementary school 
- and she knew almost all the 
children personally.” 


Ronyane said the parents’ group is 
making plans to prepare a Caffrey 
memorial dedication, such as 
possibly planting a tree as living 
tribute to the woman who dedicated 
her entire life to education. 

Teachers’ Assn, leader Jim Perry 
worked with Caffrey for nearly two 
years. He said on Tuesday that while 
lie had not known her as long as some 
other people, she was the kind of per¬ 
son who left a lasting impression on 
anyone. 

“I think her philosophy of ad¬ 
ministration was that of a straight ar¬ 
row,” said Perry ."She felt she had to 
be tough; she had a big school to take 
charge of. Hut she did it well even 
though she may not have always had 
100 percent support of everyone all of 
the time.” 

Perry said “I don't think she en¬ 
joyed being tough. I think that wasn't 
the real Paula Caffrey. It's like hav¬ 
ing two different personalities — and 
you’d see the other Paula at social oc¬ 
casions. 

“She was a kind person with a 
very tough job. It's just a shock to 
hear about her tragic death, there 
was no warning at all."

The 55-year-old educator was ex 
tremely close to her mother, with 
whom she had lived for some time un¬ 
til recently. Last week, she took a 
10-day leave-ol-absence from school 
to help her mother adjust to living in 
a nursing home. 

During her leave. Lincoln teacher 
Robert Lynch took over the reins at 
the school. As of now. Lynch will con¬ 
tinue in that role, according to School 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos. until school 
officials determine how they will han¬ 
dle the situation. 

On Monday, Lynch said the Lin¬ 
coln staff was still trying to come to 
grips with the tragedy “I think 
everyone’s just trying to deal with the 
shock of it all. When we notified the 
staff, everyone was just devastated ”

Mitsakos said lus concern is that 
people "remember her for who she 
was. It’s a tragic loss for the entire 
community. she did so many 
wonderful things for the community; 
Paula dedicated her whole life to the 
schools.” 

Former School Supt. William Mac¬ 
Donald commented that Caffrey was 
especially generous in her concern for 
others’ problems.“When my wife was 
ill, she'd call and ask me if she could 
help in any way. She was always look¬ 
ing to help out others. She was a car¬ 
ing, superb person. 

“The kids ol Winchester have lost 
a good friend and the adults have lost 
one as well,’’ he said, his voice show

Town Manager Search Focuses On 2 


Since July. Winchester has been 
bumping along without a top town ad¬ 
ministrator 

Now, following a long weeding out 
process, two top candidates for town 
manager have reached final review 

Next, the board must decide which 
comes first: the contract or the man. 
Either they must pick a manager and 
then negotiate a contract — or vice 
versa. Selectman Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said Tuesday. 

However, he said, there's no 
guarantee the town’s chief executive 
will be chosen from the two finalists. 

Lombardi said a decision could be 
announced no sooner than Jan. 28. 

He said he’s wary that Win¬ 
chester's $40,000 to $60,000 salary 
range may not satisfy the candidates. 
Ultimately, Selectmen will have to 
negotiate a package ironing out such 
issues as benefits, a retirement 
policy, moving costs, and a car. 


If they price themselves out ol 
the market, forget about it. we’ll look 
for someone else." said Lombardi. 

He said Winchester’s first Town 
Manager, Thomas Ciroux. worked 
without a contract. Ciroux left in July 
after a nine-year tenure with the 
town. 

Roth finalists for Town Manager. 
William N. Hrady of West Hartford. 
Conn., and Charles E. CJasior of Park 
Ridge, N.J., have administrative ex¬ 
perience under their belts. According 
to Lombardi, however. Winchester's 
post would mean a step up in salary 
lor Ciasior, but a step down for Brady. 

Brady has served six years as 
town manager of affluent West Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., a Hartford suburb ol 
60,000.According to Lombardi, his 
term in West Hartford will end in 
February. 

Previously, he worked for nine 
years as assistant village manager 


for Skokie. III., a Chicago suburb 
which also has about oo.oot) citizens. 

I Hiring his Skokie tenure, he made 
national headlines as assistant village 
manager during a protest staged by 
the American Nazi Party in the 
predominantly Jewish town. 

Brady. 48. has a master’s degree 
in public administration from 
Chicago’s Roosevelt University. He 
graduated from the University ol 
Oklahoma at Norman in 1959 with a 
bachelor’s degree in business ad¬ 
ministration. 

Besides his town administration 
posts, he was a general systems 
design manager for ITT AETNA 
Management Co. in St Louis. Mo., for 
two years and a senior analyst for 
Monsanto Co. in St Louis for five 
years. 

The second candidate. Gasior. has 
Eastern rather than mid Western 
roots. Since 197(1 he has served as 


borough administrator ol Park Ridge, 
N .1 . which he described as ‘‘substan¬ 
tially smaller” than Winchester His 
responsibilities include budget officer 
and purchasing agent for the com 
nuimly’s $8 million budget 

Before taking his current job. 
Gasior held several town jobs in 
Plainfield. N.J.. including deputy city 
administrator, director of criminal 
justice planning, and administrative 
assistant to the chic! ol police. 

From 1962 to 1966 he was employed 
in the Union Carbide Corj). in Bound 
Brook, N.J.. where he was an 
engineer and department head. 

Gasior. 44. earned a master’s 
degree in public education from 
Fairlcigh Dickinson University in 
1976. lie graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity ol Rhode Island in 1962 with a

Wanted: Candidates To Take Out Nomination Papers 


Potential politicians take note: the 
last day to take out nomination papers 
for town offices is Feb. 8. That's the 
very last day that government gurus 
can begin the campaign trail toward 
victory — or defeat — on election day 
March 26. 

From the looks of things, there 
isn't a flood of nominations papers 
pouring down on Town Hall. While 
there are four Selectmen nominees, 
including incumbent Chairman Mark 
A. Lombardi, most other spots are 
relatively open for the fight. 

Town offices to be filled this year 


are the one-year Moderator’s seat, 
two three-year terms on the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board and 
the School Committee, and one three- 
year term on the Board of Assessors, 
Board of Health and Board of Library 
Trustees. 

In addition, one five-year term on 
the Housing Authority is up. as is the 
four-year term of Winchester’s 
representative to the Northeast 
Regional Vocational School. 

Candidates are required by law to 
obtain the signatures of 50 registered 


voters in order to have their names 
placed on the voting ballot. 

Besides the townwide offices, a 
third of the membership of the 
representative Town Meeting is up for 
re-election. Ol the 192 three-year 
terms <24 in each of eight precincts) 
64 seats will be available, according 
to Town Clerk Carolyn Ward. 

Town meeting member candidates 
must have 10 registered voters from 
their precinct sign their nomination 
papers. 

So fur, the score is split by gender 
— two men and two women in the 


race for the two slots on the Board ol 
Selectmen. 

Besides incumbent Lombardi of 
Ware st.. other Selectmen candidates 
who have taken out nomination 
papers are Robert F. Peering of Ken- 
win rd.. Judith P. Muggia of Dart¬ 
mouth st. and Lorna B. Tseckares of 
Highland ave. 

Meanwhile. Lombardi’s colleague, 
Edward F. O’Connell of Arlington st.. 
announced at Monday’s Selectmen’s 
meeting that he won’t be looking to 
come back for a fourth term on that 


board. Instead, he’s opting to snag 
one of the two School (’ommitloo spots 
up for grabs 

O’Connell said Tuesday that “The 
School Committee is obviously where 
there is a matchup between my ex¬ 
perience. m> education and my in¬ 
terests I am hopeful that I can bring 
to the School Committee my ex 
perienee of having served townwide.” 

Regarding his decision to step 
down from the Hoard of Selectmen 
after three successful terms. O’Con¬ 
nell said. “I didn’t quite feel I had tlit* 
fire in mv belly for the fourth term ” 


When il comes to incumbents look 
ing to hold onto their seats, however. 
Assessor Sherman R Josephson 
wants to be counted in Josephson of 
Salisbury st is looking for another 
shot on that board, which handles 
resident and business assessments, 
abatements and the like 

On the Housing Authority, a spot 
that is hound to hi* a hot seat during 
the upcoming five year term, only 
Randolph L. Kazazian Sr of Lincoln 
st. has taken out papers With the re¬ 
cent controversy over housing in 
town, it seems Kazazian may likely 


have still competition once more peo¬ 
ple take out papers 

Lastly among those who’ve taken 
out nomination papers as of Tuesday 
are two residents vying for the three- 
year term as a trustee of the public 
library. Beverly Hedegor ol Florence 
st. and James W. Blackham Jr. of 
Fenwick rd. are planning to go at it 
over that spot. 

Meanwhile, a slew of spots are 
wide open, with literally no can¬ 
didates to date listed on the rosters.

Sexual Abuse Issue

Child sexual abuse has been a 
hush hush subject for many years 
But with abuse charges at Boston 
area day care centers and with paren¬ 
tal concern on the rise, a community 
coalition has decided to bring the 
issue out in the open. 

“Child Sexual Abuse: Is My Child 
Safe'.'” will be the topic of a public 
forum at Winchester High School on 
Wednesday. Jan. 30. at 7:30 p in. 

Dr. Frances Sink, u psychiatrist 
and expert on the topic, will par¬ 
ticipate in the forum, along with 
Maureen Richiehi of the Mystic 
Valley Council for Children and Sheila 
Smith, director of the Woburn Coun¬ 
cil for Social Concern. 

Smith said she plans to gear her 
talk to day care centers 

Although cases of sexual abuse 
have occurred at child care centers, 
she said, far more often sexual of¬ 
fenders are relatives or adult friends 
of the victims. 

"The percentage of child abuse (at 
child i are centers I is minuscule com¬ 
pared to within your own families or 
neighborhood network," she said. 

Nevertheless, she explained, 
parents should choose a day care 
center prudently and keep tabs on it. 
“The key words are stay involved, 
\ id Smith. 


Among her suggestions. 

• Visit the day care center at 
unexpected times. “If the center 
discourages that,” said Smith, “it 
should make you a little concerned.” 

• Talk to other parents whose 
children attend the center. 

• Get to know the teachers, the 
staff and the administrators 

• Get involved in the parent 
association of the day care center. 

The second panelist, Richiehi, said 
she will discuss child sexual abuse 
from a parent's point of view She is 
the mother of a 2 year-old and a 
veteran of many workshops on the 
forum's topic. 

"I’m going to be letting parents 
know that their fears are real and are 
shared by other parents,” she said. 

Even a 2-year-old can begin to 
learn about sexual issues, said 
Richiehi As a first step, ehilden 
should know the correct names of all 
the parts of their bodies, genitalia in¬ 
cluded. she said 

Ideally. Richiehi said, families 
should try to eliminate secrets. 
Children should learn to distinguish 
between surprises, like parties, and 
secrets, which should be discouraged 

Parents, she added should try to 
listen closely to their children, and

Local Artists’ Work Explores Judaism 


Boston artists Maryellen Conway 
and Steven Shade, who reside in Win¬ 
chester. have been creating fine art¬ 
work for many years. 

Maryellen Conway, graduate of 
Massachusetts College of Art, is 
known nationally for her work in 
watereolor, gouache, calligraphy, 
and oils. Her work has explored ex¬ 
pressions of women which take the 
form of portraiture done in unique 
styles reminiscent of the abstract ex¬ 
pressionists. 

Other work includes landscapes 
and calligraphic works traditional 
to modern — all of which evoke sen¬ 
timental memories with positive 
focus and direction of the present and 
visions of the future. Her watereolor 
techniques have been heralded as in¬ 
novative and exciting. 

Steven Shade, graduate of Curry 
College and Boston University was an 
art therapist. He has a reputation for 
creating a new visionary language us- 
inu pastel and oil pastel. His abstrac¬ 
tion. which are grounded in the 
essence of nature’s landscape, con¬ 
tain powerful, personal imagery. 

These artistic statements evolve in 
strong, energetic movement and sub¬ 
tle relationships of form and color. 
Many of his pieces contain Hebrew 
letters which, he feels, are the keys 
to unlock his search for meaning 
within his Jewish identity. 

Several years ago, Conway and 
Shade decided to not only unite in 
marriage, but to also develop an art 
career together. They founded a sue 
cessful art school on the North Shore. 

During this time, they continued to 
produce fine art work, which was 
essential to their own growth as ar¬ 
tists and ignited their interest in 
Jewish thought individually and 
together. 

As a result of making a commit¬ 
ment to their art. the pair has produc¬ 
ed a great deal of original Judaic art. 
Their artwork provides a variety of 
styles and themes ranging from tradi¬ 
tional illuminated art to moving 
abstractions ol Judaicnlly inter¬ 
pretative work.

casions. 

The pair has also developed a lec¬ 
ture series that explores the history 
and artistic evolution of the aleph-bei, 
illuminated manuscripts and the 
scribe. 

One of their paintings was 
presented to Archbishop Bernard 
Law by Rabbi Richard Yellin of Tem¬ 
ple Mishkan Tefila, and many invita¬ 
tions to major art shows locally and 
nationally. Their work has been in¬ 
cluded in the art collections of many 
temples and private collectors in an 
around the Boston area. 

The Conway-Shade team has 
found that direct interaction between 


themselves and the public is mutual 
ly satisfying. It is for just that reason 
they chose to open their own studio 
and to provide what they call "room 
service " the service ol bringing art 
directly to people in their own en¬ 
vironment 

The duo has a number of im¬ 
pressive accomplishments which 
have brought them into the artistic 
limelight this year. 

Shade’s painting entitled "Masada 
Remembered" was featured on (he 
December issue of Hadassah 
magazine, while Conway's painting 
Israel Impressions was chosen to 
be on the "Youth Aliyah" card, a 
Jewish donations publication.

Reader Says, Let’s Do Housing, 
But Let’s Do It The Right Way 


EDITOR OF THE STAB: 

The Jan. 10, 1985. editorial signed 
by J.M H. has brought attention loan 
important issue - housing in Win¬ 
chester. The Star missed the oppor¬ 
tunity to propose specifics that would 
be helpful and enlighten the reader. 

I am hopeful future editions might ex¬ 
plore all aspects of this very timely 
topic. 

1 believe that Winchester does 
need housing that is fair to all income 
groups, ages and to the handicapped 
and equitably dispersed 
geographically throughout the town. 
All housing problems Winchester 
may have can and should be solved by 
residents. I am insulted to think that 
our elected representatives have en¬ 
dured (or encouraged) blackmail by 
the commonwealth. (inly a naive per¬ 
son could accept a dictated solution 
to a serious local issue from a state 
bureaucracy in exchange for 
"Downtown Development" - (con¬ 
troversial in itself. > 

We have a moral and neighborly 
obligation to solve our housing pro¬ 
blems. but let it be absolutely clear 
there is no legal obligation or constitu¬ 
tional imperative. 

The Star can use its substantial in¬ 
fluence to call for rent control to pro¬ 
tect the elderly and the poor. The Star 
and other advocates can help fight for 
a tough local Condo Conversion Law 
giving tenants a year’s notice and to 
mandate that some units in all new 
developments be reserved for the low 
income, the middle income, the elder¬ 
ly and the handicapped. This could be 
done on a unit or percentage basis. It 
cannot be voluntary that will not 
work. 

Why has The Star i among others) 
stood idly by while our school system 
was raped by developers during this 
housing crisis'.' Nothing was done with 
these school units for the low income. 


the elderly or the handicapped. < The 
only possible exception could be the 
original Lincoln School which burned 
down and was rebuilt as elderly hous¬ 
ing — this was more than a decade 
ago.) 

Development now under way or 
being considered makes no provisions 
for long time residents (many elder¬ 
ly) who have to move out of Win¬ 
chester because developers raised 
rents 50 percent or more in a year of 
single digit inflation. 

Public Housing is too important to 
be left to the profit motive or the 
state. Law now permits towns to be 
their own developer and no town is 
better suited than Winchester. So 
very many of our town fathers have 
experience in real estate, law, 
development or housing finance. This 
talent pool probably could solve the 
‘ Housing Problem’’ and make money 
for the town in the process. 

Before any permanent irrevocable 
action is taken, the "Housing Pro¬ 
blem’’ should be specifically defined 
with up-to-date and reliable data. 
Town officials and the media have 
convinced me that Winchester has a 
"Housing Problem" but other than 
"What the state says” it’s rather 
vague. 

Remember, this is the same state 
with the same governor telling us 
seven years ago that our open space 
was our most precious resource. New 
buildings on presently undeveloped 
public or private lands may not be the 
only solution. Whatever has to be 
done, taxpayers must tuke the 
responsibility and we must certainly 
consider that our environment may 
be changed. 

Let’s do it, do it right, do it 
ourselves and do it fairly.

School System’s Fine, But 
Could Be Better, Reader Says 


EDITOR OF I III STAB: 

As the new year descends upon us 
with all its commitments, 1 would like 
to take a moment to congratulate the 
Winchester community on iLs fine 
public school system. 

The school system was the reason 
we bought our house in Winchester; 
and now eight years later it is the 
reason we stay. My children profit 
daily from the dedication, humour 
and diligence of their teachers. 

I am worried, however, that these 
very teachers are being overburden¬ 
ed with ever-increasing numbers in 
class. How can we expect individual 
attention to almost 30 children in an 
honors English class? 

If writing skills are as important 
as college admissions offices (and 
corporations) say they are, our 
children should be writing several 
times a week. With 120 or more 
students as a total load, if each 
English teacher devoted only 15 
minutes of correction time to each 
student’s writing per week, the total 
outside time given would he 38 hours. 


If there are over 20 students in an 
Advanced Placement French course, 
each student gets less than two 
minutes of oral practice per class; the 
teacher gets five minutes to present 
his/her material. We can all give ex¬ 
amples of overcrowded kindergartens 
to high school labs. 

As a teacher in an independent 
school, 1 find the teaching environ¬ 
ment superb. The main reason is that 
my average class size is 11 students. 
We cannot duplicate this small a class 
average in Winchester hut we can 
make a start. 

The essenee of fine education is a 
three-way combination: solid cur¬ 
riculum. good teachers, and a 
manageable number in class. We 
have the first two elements. Let’s con¬ 
centrate our resources on our fine 
teachers: fewer students in their 
classes, sabbaticals for further 
studies and open praise for a tough 
job well done.

Local Engineer Named 

Latanision Will Direct MIT Center 



Ronald M. Latanision 


I)r. Ronald M. Latanision, Shell 
Distinguished Professor of Materials 
Science in the Department of 
Materials Science and Engineering at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been named director 
ol MIT’s Materials Processing 
Center. 

He succeeds Dr. II Kent Bowen, 
Ford Professor of Engineering, who 
since August has also been directing 
the new Manufacturing Systems Pro¬ 
gram. Bowen, director of the 
Materials Processing Center since 
1982. resigned that post so that he 
could devote more time to the new in¬ 
itiative in manufacturing systems in 
which several engineering depart¬ 
ments. the Sloan School of Manage¬ 
ment and a number of 
interdepartmental centers and 
laboratories are involved. 

The appointment was announced 
by Dean Gerald L. Wilson of the 
School of Engineering. 

Latanision, of Winchester, is 
recognized internationally for his 
work in introducing the fundamental 
principles of materials science into 
corrosion engineering. He also directs 
his department's 11.11. Uhlig Corro¬ 
sion Laboratory. He is noted for his 
applications of recently developed 
surface analytical tools to contem¬ 
porary engineering problems. 

In particular, during the last 
decade he has introduced a wide 
range of modern techniques for sur¬ 
face characterization into the study of 
the environmental degradation of 
materials. 

Advanced technologies of all kinds 

— ranging from solid-state elec¬ 
tronics to communications, transpor¬ 
tation, aerospace or energy 
conversion, for example are depen¬ 
dent upon the availability of 
materials capable of meetng increas¬ 
ingly more demanding performance 
requirements. The Materials Pro¬ 
cessing Center provides an inter¬ 
disciplinary focus on the processing 
and performance of materials. The 
center stresses the control of the in¬ 
ternal structure of materials — from 
the macroscopic to the atomic level 

— through processing advances in 
order to control the perfomance of 
materials. 

The current research volume of 
the center exceeds $4 million a year 


with roughly 50 percent of this being 
provided by industrial sources. The 
center involves the research activities 
of 72 faculty members and staff plus 
more than 04 graduate students, 
primarily from the Department of 
Materials Science and Engineering, 
the Department of Electrical 
Engineering and Computer Science 
and the Department of Chemical 
Engineering. 

Major processing research pro¬ 
grams are directed toward metals, 
advanced ceramics, electronic 
materials, polymers and composites, 
metal matrix composites, elec¬ 
troprocessing. rapid solidification, 
welding and joining, mathematical 
and physical modeling, and materials 
systems analysis. 


t he center has strong links with 
industry and government. Through its 
Industry Collegium, it provides a 
forum for industrial representatives 
to discuss their needs and problems 
with researchers in the university. 

It also sponsors the appointment of 
industry and government personnel 

as visiting faculty, adjunct faculty 
and postdoctoral researchers, and 
also provides both scholarships and 
fellowships to students. 

Latanision received the B.S 
degree in metallurgy from Penn 
sylvania State University 1 19(>-D and 
the Ph D. in metallurgical engineer 
ing from Ohio State University 1 i%8 1 
He then became an MU’ \AS 
Postdoctoral Fellow at the National 
Bureau of Standards. He worked for 


the next five years at Martin Mariet¬ 
ta Laboratories in Baltimore and in 
1074 received a Humboldt Foundation 
Senior Scientist Award tenabale at 
the Max-Planck-Institut fur Eisen- 
forschung in Dusseldorf. Federal 
Republic of Germany. 

During the course ot a recent sab¬ 
batical year, Latanision served as a 
science advisor to the U S. House of 
Representatives Committee 
Science and Technology in 
Washington, DC He was involved in 
drafting the National Critical 
Materials Act of 1984 <P.L 98-873), 
which was signed into law by Presi¬ 
dent Reagan on July 31. 

Latanision s current research 
ranges from studies of the chemical 
properties of metastable solids pro¬ 
cessed by rapid solidifaction 
technology, to the embrittlement of 
nickel-base alloys by hydrogen, the 
performance of metallic alloys in 
commercial light-water reactors and 
the photoelectrochemical behavior of 
thin, semiconducting films on 
metallic alloys. 

In addition to consulting with in¬ 
dustry and government, he has been 
active in the organization of interna¬ 
tional conferences, the most recent in 
1981 on "Atomistics of Fracture." and 
has authored or co-authored more 
than 80 scientific publications. 

Latanision chaired the 1980 Gor¬ 
don Conference on Corrosion, and is 
co-editor of the periodical, “Advances 
in the Mechanics and Physics of Sur¬ 
faces. “He is a 1984 Henry Krumb 
Lecturer of the American Institute of 
Mining, Metallurgical and Petroleum 
Engineers. 

He joined the MIT faculty in 1975 
as an associate professor and was 
promoted to professor in 1981. He and

Music Program Plans A 
Its Second Semester

Before joining the Winchester 
school system. Lynch School Prin¬ 
cipal Andrew Allan had been an 
elementary school teacher in West 
Hartford, Conn., and served as prin¬ 
cipal of an elementary school in 
Springfield, N.J. 

Upon coming to Winchester, he 
served as principal of the Parkhurst 
School from 1970 until it was closed in 
1980, due to decreased enrollment. He 
then opened the new Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary School, previously used as the 
junior high school, during that dif¬ 
ficult adjustment period following 
Proposition 2' and budget cutbacks. 
Lynch was also chosen to provide the 
special needs programs for Win¬ 
chester - an added challenge, he 
admits. 

The degree of involvement Allan 
feels for the students and programs 
at Lynch is very apparent. During a 
tour of the school, we were able to 
observe that everyone was accustom¬ 
ed to seeing him in the classrooms. He 
knew most of the students by name. 

Even more significantly, he asked 
questions about specific programs 
and curriculum projects the various 
children were working on. The 
students loved sharing their news and 
it was obvious each child had 
developed a special relationship with 
the principal. 

Allan commented on a science unit 


he helped in developing during the 
summer for the split second and third 
grades. 

Allan has chosen to teach this unit 
himself This allows him to evaluate 
the program first hand while indulg¬ 
ing in his real enjoyment of teaching. 

During his discussion of the varied 
programs at Lynch, the principal ex¬ 
pressed his pride in his staff and the 
quality of education that Lynch is able 
to offer. 

He pointed out that, in addition to 
the usual teaching workload, his staff 
faces the added pressures of working 
with the most transient student body 
in the Winchester School System. 
Unlike the other elementary schools, 
Lynch has as many as too students 
entering or leaving the system 
throughout the school year. The staff 
is responsible for helping these 
students cope wun a new curriculum, 
and adjusting socially in a new en¬ 
vironment. 

Since Winchester maintains high 


academic standards, some students 
need additional assistance, Allan 
stated his concern that the size of the 
staff reflect the additional demands 
these transient students put on the 
school. He feels that Lynch may need 
different student/teacher ratios bas¬ 
ed on the needs of the students rather 
than the numbers. 

Lynch School offers the special 
needs programs for all pro school and 
elementary students in Winchester. 

While the principal has concerns 
for Lynch, he sees some real 
strengths. Communications between 
parents and the school are working 
very well, he said. Allan feels, 
“schools are public institutions and 
should be open to the public as close 
to 365 days a year as possible. People 
should be at ease in the building and 
always feel welcome. Parents should 
know they are needed and that there 
are always things they can do for the 
school,” in these ways, he said, Lynch 
is already doing an excellent job. 


The Winchester Music Program 
begins its second semester on Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 4 and registrations are now 
being accepted. 

“We are always happy to hear 
from interested new students,” said 
coordinator Coric Nichols, adding 
that winter can sometimes bo an ideal 
time to start lessons 

The Music Program offers in¬ 
strumental and voice lessons after 
school at McCall Junior High to 
students ranging in age from 5 to 
adults. 

Recorder and strings are offered 
for the youngest age groups, but 


Nichols emphasizes that junior high, 
high school students or adults also can 
start an instrument at a beginning 
level “Private lessons enable 
students to start and progress at their 
own speed,” she says.

Curlers Do Friendly 
Battle With Ice, 
Stones And Brooms

H\ NANCY PICK 

The sounds of a curling match are 
like those of no other sport. 

A bagpipe’s reedy tones marshal 
in the players. 

The 42-pound granite "stone' 
hurls down the long sheet of ice, 
booming like thunder or an airplane 
at close range. 

Long straw brooms and short push 
brooms scratch rythmically across 
the surface of the ice, speeding the 
stone toward its goal. 

"Good curling, good curling, good 
curling to you.” say the competitors 
politely. 

Despite its audio appeal, curling 
remains a rather obscure and elite 
— sport in the C.S. The need for 
uniform ice runways has relegated 
the game to private clubs, although 
it was originally played outdoors on 
frozen rivers and the Mystic Lakes. 

At Winchester Country Club, peo¬ 
ple have curled formally since 1928. 
And last weekend the club sponsored 
an invitational "bonspiel,” or tourna¬ 
ment. with teams from as far away 
as Cleveland and Montreal. 

On Sunday, there wasn’t an emp¬ 
ty seat in the house. 

For those unfamiliar with curling, 
the best way to understand the sport 
would be to see it in action. 

Still, to attempt a description, curl¬ 
ing is like shulflcboard on ice. Curl¬ 
ing enthusiasts, however, say that 
analogy downplays the strategic 
nature of the game, which they com¬ 
pare to chess. 

Players shoot the stone down a 
140-foot lane of ice, winding up and 
then releasing it in a low. sliding 
arabesque. At the far end is a bull’s- 
eye called a "house,” and the object 
of the game is to get the maximum 
number of stones close to that bull's- 
eye, while knocking the opposing 
team’s stones out. 

Although the stone is extremely 
heavy, it. unlike a bowling ball, is not 
usually picked up off the surface of 
play. Thus, curling requires coordina¬ 
tion, but not a lot of strength. Women 
are on a equal par with men, and peo¬ 
ple can curl well into their 80s. 

"It’s not a chauvinist sport. I won’t 
buy that,” said Isabelle Kogde of Fox- 
croft rd., who plays tough at age 70. 

Once the stone is thrown, a second 
technique comes into play: sweeping. 
By frantically sweeping the ice in 
front of the stone’s path, players can 
both extend its run and minimize its 
curve, or "curl. ” for which the game 
is named. 

Cleveland team member Diana 
Edgerton said her f irst reaction to the 
sport was, "1 don't like to sweep my 
kitchen. Why should 1 sweep the ice?” 

Yet she soon discovered, she said, 
that the "team spirit is a lot of fun.” 

Indeed, camaraderie seems to go 
hand in hand with curling. 

it seems to be a very congenial 
sport,” said Connie Morrill of Win¬ 
chester. a spectator whose husband, 
Manning, has just picked up the 
game. "People are very helpful,” she 
said. "They even brought him (her 
husband 1 a pair of rubbers to wear on 
his first day in case he didn't have the 
right kind of shoes.” 

"You make a lot of good friends 
fast,” said Earle Spencer of Glen rd. 

Traditionally, the winner buys the 
loser a drink after the game. But, said 
Spencer, "then the loser buys the win¬ 
ner a drink, so it all evens out 

Curling, by most hypotheses, 


originated hundreds of years ago in 
Scotland, where it was played on 
frozen lakes and rivers. 

Ironically, Scotland natives 
Catherine and James Tassels of 
Windsong lane only became curling 
enthusiasts when they moved to Win¬ 
chester three years ago. 

They were surprised to find 
Americans caught up in their native 
sport. "I was amazed,’’ said 
Catherine Cassels. "I just didn’t think 
they could actually curl. 

"I was surprised they’re so com¬ 
petitive here,” she added in an un¬ 
mistakable brogue. "They light like 
tigers because they love the game." 

The game's Scottish trappings 
seemed to be contagious. Catherine 
Cassels wore green plaid slacks on the 
day of the finals. Her husband said 
she would never have worn them 
back in Edinburgh. 

Another irresistable Scottish twist 
to the sport is bagpipe music. Warren 
Adam of Arlington has ushered in the 
final day of Winchester bonspiels 
since he was 9. 

Now tall and stocky, he struts 
around the curling rink piping away 
in a kilt and full "bonnie Prince 


Charles” regalia, including a 
waistcoat, a bow tie. and a pleated 
white shirt. 

And he wears a fur pocketbook 
called a sporan around his waist, 
where, he said, “you keep your 
license so you can drive.” 

Adam does not curl, he said, nor 
does he have any particular kinship 
for Scotland, which he has never 
visited. 

He plays, he says, because he 
loves the music. 

And people have the same devq- 
tion to curling. "I love the game, I 
love the companionship, I love the ex¬ 
ercise.” said Isabelle Kogde 

"And she loves winning,” chimed 
in Catherine Cassels. 

Kogde said it took her six or seven 
years'to reaJly have a handle on curl¬ 
ing. "There’s a lot to learn about the 
game.” she said, "and you never get 
it licked.” 

At last weekend’s bonspiel, the 
hometown crew shined. 

Winchester's No. 1 team took first- 
place honors over Nashua. N IL, and 
the locaTNo. 4 team made it to the 
finals.before being beaten by the Her- 
shey, Pa., team.

II his game were poker, Win¬ 
chester track star David Manganaro 
would discard the pair of aces and go 
lor the inside straight. He would 
never lake the money on “Ia'I’s Make 
A Deal." Manganaro would pass up 
all the sure prizes. He would take 
what s behind the curtain every time. 

Gambling is not Manganaro’s 
opium, however. It is the “go-for-it" 
philosophy he follows. David 
Manganaro lives by the phrase, if you 
don'l go all Ihe way. why bother to go 
at all ? 

The lile that this young man takes 
to the limit is the running life. Track 
meet alter track meet, practice after 
practice, whether running the 45-yard 
dash, the 3(M)-yard middle distance 
event. anchoring the 4 by 400 relay or 
shot pul. most times participating in 
as many as three in one meet, David 
Manganaro will fight severe fatique, 
overwhelming oxygen debt that will 
leave him heaving for every breath 
and most importanly the urge to quit 
on himself and say “enough is 
enough." 


For as David Manganaro goes, so 
goes the Winchester Track Squad. 
What each boy and girl, track athlete 
or not, needs most, is to know self- 
actualization and personal realization 
are possible. And then the athlete- 
student must learn that it is not only 
possible, but absolutely necessary. 
And that there are ways to make what 
is possible and necessary, however 
difficult it appears a source of hap¬ 
piness and joy. 

Philosopher William James taught 
this and I preach it. I preach it to all 
students who would lx? more than they 
are. As it is for Winchester’s David 
Manganaro, 1 believe there is more to 
each of us than meets the eye. 

It is courage found in the human 
heart in those crevices where ideals 
and values exist coupled with the 
energy needed to achieve them. Life 
is meant to be a struggle. A struggle 
of the type a track runner encounters: 
somewhat alone, relying on one’s sell 
and the confidence and ability in 
knowing he or she will endure and 
ultimately prevail whether winning or 
losing. 

In this way, the young athlete 


grows and learns that life was built oi 
doing and suffering and then creating 
Effort in the form of sweat a in 
fatigue strained to its utmost on tin 
track, are the sort of thing that in 
spires us. 

The track events are one way 
Whether running short or long 
distances, jumping a certain height 
putting the shot, or working with 
three others in the relay event tin 
endeavors truly expand an individual 

The events Manganaro, for exam 
pie, will find himself in. will push him 
to the absolute limit. And therefore hi 
will need to call on those bidder 
reserves, to utilize all the courage, en 
durance and fidelity he has 

It is this type of discipline that wil 
enable each athlete to live at his oi 
her maximum. And find in 
themselves the unexpected peaks of 
heroism, fortitude and the capability 
of enduring suffering and hardship 
To discover, as David Manganaro 
has, the person he is and, in doing su. 
reaching peaks previously thought 
unattainable.

Fleas Pnd Freebies 


Attn: Board of Selectmen, 

My name is Jim Wright. 

I am a sculptor recently 
graduated from the Museum 
School of Fine Arts in Boston, 
and a resident of Winchester 
for six years. 

I am writing to ask permis¬ 
sion to have access to 
some. . . hardware from the 
metal scrap pile at the town 
transfer station. 

For Selectmen, it was an 
unusual request. For the sake 
of art, would they let a local 
sculptor pick scrap metal 
from the town dump? 

The board rejected James 
Wright’s proposal. They said 
they could not breach their 
contract with the company 
that hauls the scrap away. 

Wright commented, “I 
was thinking, if it’s going to 
waste, I'd like to have it.” 
But, he conceded, “as long as 
it’s being used for 
something,” he was satisfied 
with Selectmen’s decision. 

“I got used to scrounging,” 
says Wright, accustomed for 
many years to the frugal life 
of a young artist. “Most of the 
paintings I do had paintings 
on the back.” Now, as a 
sculptor, he say, “I’m always 
looking for materials, 
period.” 

In his basement stands a 
major work in progress. Four 
sculpted figures stand on a 
large platform splattered 
with paint. Underneath the 
platform, Wright has created 
a system of pipes, sort of a 
sculptural infrastructure, to 
give the work another 
dimension. 

Originally, Wright hoped 
to get those pipes from Win¬ 


chester leftovers at the town 
dump. 

Instead, he found a supply 
of plasic drain pipes from out¬ 
side the town and now, he 
says, “I’m all set.” 

He calls the sculpture “A 
Metaphysical Circus.” In¬ 
spired by a William Blake 
drawing of Beelzebub looking 
at a flea, the four figures are 
all in different poses of con¬ 
templation. 

“Elena thinks it’s a dumb 
idea,” says Wright. Elena, his 
wife, advises him to keep his 
ideas in his head, he says, 
rather than talk about them 
and risk misinterpretation. 

Still, he takes the risk. 
“She’s showing us the flea,” 
explains Wright, pointing to a 
figure front and center, exten¬ 
ding her palm. 

“He’s looking at the flea,” 
he says, of a man seated in 
front of a rectangular plane. 

“That one is looking at the 
flea too,” he says. 

The fourth figure, he adds, 
a bit of a renegade, “is mak¬ 
ing rabbit ear shadows on the 
wall.” 

In sculpting, says Wright, 
“you can either play around 
and see what comes out, or 
else you can have a definite 
theme and visualize what you 
want to come through.” 

This paricular piece was 
planned, he says, except for 
the color. The crazy splotches 
of color that now cover the 
work, he says, are just under¬ 
coating. Eventually, he says, 
the work will have a more 
traditional hue. “They do get 
to a very ugly stage before 
they come back around,” he 
admits. 

Although the figures have 
realistic bodies, their faces 


are bony and oddly devoid of 
emotion. For Wright, form 
takes precedence over ex¬ 
pression. “They could all be 
wearing masks for all I care.” 

“I’m dealing with 
space . . . and the way the ob¬ 
jects occupy that space,” he 
explains, choosing his words 
carefully. 

The people in the work, he 
says, “aren’t communicating 
to one another, except by 
where they are standing.” 

Wright is soft-spoken, 
unaccustomed to talking 
about his art. Still boyish- 
looking at 34, he is thin, and 
his shoulder-length hair sets 
off his high cheek bones and 
pale complexion. He keeps his 
hands his jacket pockets. 

The sculptor prides 
himself on being resourceful. 
Wright, for instance, uses 
auto body epoxy for castings. 
“It works pretty well. I use it 
quite a bit,” he says, smiling. 

Recently he used the unor¬ 
thodox material to cast a 
stunning award for a video 
competition. The commis¬ 
sioned work depicts a woman 
standing alongside a stylized 
film reel, posed on a classical 
pillar. The award’s surface 
shimmers with gold and 
aluminum leaf, 10 times more 
elegant than an Oscar. 

Another commissioned 
piece, now nearly completed, 
is a clay bust of Justin McCar¬ 
thy, the president of Fram¬ 
ingham State College. 

Despite the commissions, 
Wright cannot yet support 
himself and his family just on 
his artwork. During the day 
he designs clock faces. That, 
he says, is his job, “j-o-b,

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Selectmen Vote $37,000For Center Designs 


Last week, Selectmen voted once 
and for all to pay architect Paul Lu 
$ 37 ,lKK) for his downtown refurbishing 
designs. 

But the vote stirred up a nagging 
controversy about the dollar signs 
connected to making downtown im¬ 
provements. 

Selectmen Chairman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi, who said he was uneasy about 
the way the design contract was first 
handled, abstained from the voting. 

Lombardi charged that the con¬ 
tract was mishandled by former Ac¬ 
ting Town Manager Richard .1. White 
when it first came up for approval last 
September. Lombardi claimed the 
town is paying $7,(KH) more than he ex¬ 
pected. 

Lombari said that White asked 
Selectmen to approve a contract for 
$ 30,000 on Sept. 24. 

But “nine days prior to that he 
(White) had already awarded a con¬ 
tract for $37,000." Lombardi said. 

“You can conclude anything you 
want from that," the Selectman said. 

However, White, who now holds a 
town administrator’s post in Bedford, 
disagrees. He said he never specified 
any dollar amount for the contract

that’s in small letters.’’ 

Then, after work, Wright 
spends hours a day concen¬ 
trating on his sculpture.

“Under the charter, 1 
had permission to sign it without their 
approval." 

According to a section in the Win¬ 
chester charter, “I the Town 
Manager 1 shall be responsible for 
purchasing all Supplies, materials 
and equipment, and shall award all 
contracts for all departments and ac¬ 
tivities of the town.” 

The plans, now nearly complete, 
detail the second phase of downtown 
reconstruction, which would include 
extending the brick sidewalks, put¬ 
ting in new lights, installing park 
benches, and building a scenic over- 


his home in a 16th century 
barn, he restored paintings 
and built up a clientele from 
friends.

He said Lu had not 
yet sent him the bill for the work 

As for the controversy over the 
$7,000, which took place before he 
became acting town manager, Ciar¬ 
cia said. “I think it was just some kind 
of confusion.”

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Seller’s Market To Continue 


By COLLEEN O'BRIEN 

The consensus of area Realtors is 
if you own local real estate, sit back 
and watch your investment grow and 
if you are looking to buy then its’ still 
one of the best investments in town. 

For the most part the 15 area 
realtors consulted agree that the real 
estate business, both residential and 
commercial, will continue to be a 
good investment, but the price of that 
real estate will continue to rise in the 
coming year. 

“With the stabilizing of real estate 
taxes at 2'- percent I expect to see 
prices jump $15,000 to $20,000 in the 
next year at least.” stated Robert K. 
Garrity of R.K. Garrity Realtors, Arl¬ 
ington. He adds that the scarcity of 
available housing will cause the in¬ 
creased prices in this area. 

Residential real estate, both con¬ 
dominiums and single-family dwell¬ 
ings, is expected to continue to have 
larger demand than there is housing 
available. *‘I believe it will be a 
seller’s market,” declares A lbano F. 
Ponte of Dupont Realty in Arlington. 
“’Prices will continue to rise because 
the demand will also continue to rise. 
The demand will always exceed the 
supply.” 

So what does that mean if you’re 
looking for housing in the area? Well 
some Realtors feel that for the Arl¬ 
ington, Winchester and Belmont area 
what it means is that those areas have 
been priced out of the moderate price 
bracket. 

‘‘The scarcity of and demand for 
property has definitely priced proper¬ 
ty out of the moderate income 
market,” states Dorothea W. Stein of 
Ivers and Stein Realtors, Arlington. 
“It’s definitely a two-family income 
professional family.” 

However Stein still says property 
in Arlington is a good investment. “I 
think it’s proved so and will continue 
to prove so,” she says. "It’s a com¬ 
munity that appeals to various people 


for a variety of reasons. Some people 
can obviously afford this (the high 
housing cost), therefore anyone who 
owns property in Arlington has made 
a good investment." 

Some Realtors feel that the 
moderate-income family can still af¬ 
ford housing in the area. "If someone 
had a 20 percent down payment they 



could afford a two-family with a 
$100,000 mortgage.” says Stephen 
Bell of Century 21-Conti Realtors, 
Belmont. 

The makeup of buyers in Belmont 
is similar to that of other areas. They 
are seeing the two-income family with 
no children, who generally earn 
$45,000 to $50,000 and up. These buyers 
are competing for housing that in a 
market that probably has the lowest 
turnover in Middlesex County 
averages $165,000 to $170,000. accor¬ 
ding to Bell. 

“It’s (housing) probably the single 
best investment you can make in your 
lifetime,” Bell adds. 

Ann Blaekham of Ann Blackham 
and Co. of Winchester agrees that 



moderate income families with a 
large deposit could still afford hous¬ 
ing in the Winchester area. She adds 
that buyers seem to be acquiring 
more expensive homes at an earlier 
age. Those average younger buyers 
are usually a two-income family who 
make between $60,000 and $H(),(HK) per 
year. 

"The average house in Winchester 
is under $200,000, but not much 
under.” Blackham says. “‘The 
$125,000 and $150,000 house are few 
and far between.” 

While Realtors agree that 1985 will 
bring a continued demand for hous 
ing that will keep single-family dwell¬ 
ings high. they also see 
condominiums as one alternative for 
some first-home owners. 

Condominiums allow purchase by 
people w'ho might not be able to buy 
otherwise,” states Russell J. Arico of 
Century 21 — American Hallmark, 
Arlington. “I see them as a benefit to 
the community." 

"There are a lot of people who can 
afford the condominium but can’t af¬ 
ford a house and are willing to settle 
for the condominium,” comments 
Pauline Keenan of Keenan/Cusack 
Realtors. Arlington. She adds that the 
condominiums in the area arc priced 
in the $50,000 to the mid-$100,000 
range. 


"There will be a very strong 
market for condominiums in 1985,” 
says John R. Kenny of the Kenney 
Agency, Arlington. “There’s actual¬ 
ly a lack of available town houses (in 
Arlington) compared to the demand." 

"At least one development (of con¬ 
dominiums) is offering a lower price 
than what you would pay for a single 
house,” says Jean Fitzgerald of Cen¬ 
tury 21 Winchester. She cautions that 
each development is different and the 
prices vary widely. Last year the 
prices of some of the 580 con¬ 
dominiums available in the town sold 
in prices that ranged from $:12,(HH) to 
$ 202 , 000 . 

“The average condo would be in 
the $90,000 to $100,000 range which 
would be in range the first-time 
buyers would fall into," agrees Davis 
Rowley of Hunneman and Co. Inc. 
Belmont about condominiums in Bel¬ 
mont. However, he adds that conver¬ 
sions are few and far between in 
Belmont and that land for develop¬ 
ment is not readily available. 

Realtors agree that condominium 
conversion could hurt the already 
tight rental market in all three towns, 
but are quick to point out that at least 
some of the condominiums are lx>ught 
by speculators who continue to rent 
them. 


Agreeing that rents are tight Irene 
Dreyer of Irene Dreyer Real Estate, 
Belmont, adds. "The two-families are 
selling for over $200,000 certainly and 
the rentals are not keeping up so far." 
She expects rents to catch up with 
property values, however. 

Renters presently living in the 
area will find that their rights as 
tenants have been weighed carefully 
with those of owners in the state law 
regarding condominium conversions. 

The law says that all tenants 
must lx* given at least one year's war¬ 
ning of conversion, and that all 
tenants be given the opportunity to 
purchase their dwellings at or below 
the price offered to others with a 
90-day decision period. Tenants are 
also entitled to a moving fee of not 
more than $750 — but they must pre¬ 
sent receipts. 

The state law goes even further if 
you are 62 years or older handicapped 
or a low-to-moderate income tenant. 
Members of these groups must 
receive a two-year notice, can get 
$1,000 moving fee — and its’ the 
landlord’s responsibility to try to find 
alternative housing for them in the 
same town, at the same or lower rent. 
If the housing can’t be found, these 
tenants will receive a two-year ex¬ 
tension.

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Home Is Where The Money Is

Is buying or retaining owner¬ 
ship of a detached single-family 
home or condominium still a good 
investment? 

In the late 1970s, it was a great 
investment. 

Many people sold the homes 
they had owned for a number of 
years for a bonanza profit. Many 
had zoomed in value from perhaps 
$30,000 to $100,000 in a few years. 
Others bought residential units 
and then sold them after a few 


months to pick up a tidy bundle of 
profit. 

But then came the recession of 
the early 1980s with its sky-high 
mortgage rates and its depressed 
real estate market. 

That ended the bonanza invest¬ 
ment period for residential real 
estate. 

Real estate has been reviving 
since mortgage rates have 
dropped, and more people now 
can afford to buy homes and con¬ 
dos again. But the halcyon days of 
the 1970s haven’t come back. 

And real estate researcher Alan

Nevins doesn’t think they will. 

"I think that real estate prices 
have been stretched out pretty 
far,” he said. “So for the foresee¬ 
able future I don’t see those hot 
days rolling back.” 

But Nevins, who spends his days 
with his eye on the real estate 
market, said that buying or hold¬ 
ing on to homes and condomini¬ 
ums is still a good solid invest¬ 
ment. 

"The big difference is that the 
days of the quick-buck turnover 
are gone,” he said. “Now you have 
to hold a home or condo for about 
five to 10 years to come out 
ahead.” 

People basically buy a home or 
condo for shelter first. But some

Most of the area Realtors agree 
that the conversion to condominiums 
would continue and have at least 
some impact on the rental market 
that is already very tight in the three 
towns. 

The other market which is being 
impacted by the conversions is com¬ 
mercial real estate. Some local com¬ 
mercial property is being renovated 
and being sold to businesses and in¬ 
dividuals as office condominiums. 

This helps put commercial real 
estate in town,” comments Irene 
Reardon of Belmont Realty of Bel¬ 
mont. “Belmont’s nickname is the 
‘town of homes.’” 

She adds that the town is only 10 
percent commercial properly, and 
property leases at between $15 and $20 
per square foot w ith no move toward 
expanding the percentage. “There’s 
no land and no room for expansion 
Belmont and has absolutely strict zon¬ 
ing laws.” 


recent national polls have shown 
that the investment incentive is 
still a major factor in home own¬ 
ership. 

Nevins, senior vice president of 
The Goodkin Group, a real estate 
consulting and research operation, 
said that when you look at a home 
or condo purchase in dollars and 
cents, the investment value is still 
good. 

“When you pay rent, all that 
money goes down the drain, so to 
speak,” he said. “You get the use 
of the apartment for the money 
but you don’t get any dollar bene¬ 
fits back for it. 

“And rents are always going up 
and monthly rents have become 
pretty high.” 


Arlington faces the same problem. 
“The commercial property in Arl¬ 
ington is very limited and I don’t see 
any space or land to build,” states 
Walter Pennell of Pennell and 
Thompson, Realtors. The commer¬ 
cial space in Arlington rents at $8 to 
$18 per square foot, he adds. 

He also feels that the revitalization 
of the Center would improve commer¬ 
cial property. 

“I think it (the revitalized Center) 
will increase the overall value of com¬ 
mercial property and enhance the 
shopping value of the town.” he says. 

“There’s hardly any commercial 
retail space in the town,” says Wesley 
Swanson of Swanson Associates. Real 
Estate Inc., Realtors of Winchester 
when speaking of the problems of 
commercial space in Winchester. 
“The only retail space is where they 
are planning to put the restaurants. ’ ’ 
We’re very limited on it really. The 
zoning laws takes care of that.” 


He outlined the economic bene¬ 
fits that still are apparent in home 
ownership: 

— Tax write-offs on property 
taxes and interest payments. 

— Protection against the in¬ 
creasing cost of shelter. You 
aren’t subject to rent increases. 

— Equity in the home will grow 
over the years, so if you hold on to 
a house long enough you will come 
out ahead. 

— The house will become a 
major component of your estate. 
A total of 90 percent of America s 
personal estates is made up of 
home equity when the owner dies. 

— The house or condo is usable 
as rental property if you move. 


Although there is some commer 
cial space that has been newly 
renovated and made into con 
dominiums Swanson expects to see 
that filled by summer. He adds that 
commercial space that is rented is in 
a range of from $8 to $17.50. 

The commercial property in all 
three towns is expected to rise right 
along with the residental property in 
the area regardless of the amount 
available. 

The only thing all the Realtors 
agree on is that the demand of all 
kinds of property in the town is ex 
pected to rise in the coming year, 
which should make for a good year in 
real estate. 

‘‘It’s going to be a good year,” 
states Ann H. Wild of Bowman Real 
Estate, Winchester. 

“Nineteen-eight-five is going to be 
a spectacular year,” declares 
Fitzgerald of Century 21 Winchester 
“It was a fabulous year in 1984 and 
1985 is going to be even better.”

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Retirement Plans

When it comes to retirement 
planning, people traditionally 
have thought of pension plans and 
individual retirement accounts. 
There is another option that is be¬ 
coming increasingly popular — 
the 401(k) plan. 

Like an IRA, a 401(k) plan en¬ 
ables an employee to put away a 
portion of his income for his re¬ 
tirement and to avoid paying in¬ 
come tax on the principal and on 
the income it earns until he begins 
withdrawing it at retirement age. 

However, there are some differ¬ 
ences between the two plans. With 
an IRA, a person can contribute 
only $2,000 per year — $2,250 per 
couple if the spouse doesn’t work. 
With a 401(k) plan, an employee 
can contribute as much as $30,000 
per year, according to John R. 
RocKwal!, vice president of T. 
Rowe Price Associates a designer 
and manufacturer of 401(k) plans. 

Unlike IRAs, most 401(k) plans 
permit withdrawals for certain 
purposes, which may include chil¬ 
dren's education and home pur¬ 


chases A person must pay penal¬ 
ties on pre-retirement withdraw¬ 
als from an IRA. 

Like pension plans, 401(k) plans 
are set up by employers to help 
their employees plan for retire¬ 
ment. Pension plans are defined 
benefit plans — that is, they guar¬ 
antee a fixed benefit to the re¬ 
tiree. They usually are funded en¬ 
tirely by the employer. 


However, many companies 
have dropped their pension plans 
for two different reasons: either 
the the company couldn’t afford to 
put away the required sums need¬ 
ed to fund the plan, or the compa¬ 
ny had overfunded the plan and 
wanted to get its hands on the ex¬ 
cess cash for other corporate uses. 

Many companies have replaced 
their pension plans with 401(k)s. 
Rockwell estmates that 80 percent

of the Fortune 500 companies have 
401(k) plans in effect, as well as 
thousands of smaller companies. 
With the 401(k) - a defined contri¬ 
bution plan — the employee must 
contribute a portion of his salary, 
and the employer may or may not 
match it with a contribution up to 
a specific limit. Those contribu¬ 
tions are invested to earn interest 
on the money. 

The employer does not guaran¬ 
tee a specific benefit amount at 


retirement. That is determined by 
how much is contributed and by 
how well the funds are invested 
Potentially, if the investments 
were very bad, a person could lose 
money and have less to take out 
than he originally contributed. 
However, some 401(k)s allow the 
employee more choices of how to 
invest the money — fixed income, 
equities, etc. — than pension plans 
allow.

Knowing the proper reporting 
and record-keeping requirements 
is essential if you claim business- 
related travel, transportation, en¬ 
tertainment and gifts as deducti¬ 
ble expenses on your income tax 
return, says the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Appropriate proof of business 
expenses starts with keeping time¬ 
ly entries of what was spent in a 
diary, appointment book or simi¬ 
lar records. 


These entries must include the 
date and location of the business 
travel or entertainment, along 
with who was seen and the busi¬ 
ness purpose for incurring the ex¬ 
pense. 

A receipt or similar supporting 
evidence is required for all lodg¬ 
ing expenses ar.d any other out¬ 
lays of $25 or more. 

To be deductible, all business 
expenses must be ordinary and 
necessary in your line of work.

Most Americans agree that life 
insurance is a necessity and prac¬ 
tically all advice on family money 
management includes it. Life in¬ 
surance is important. It provides 
protection by creating an estate to 
meet the beneficiaries’ financial 
needs. 

But for years, the life insurance 
industry has used guilt, fear, high 
pressure and industry jargon to 
get consumers to buy products the 
insurance industry wants to sell, 
rather than what consumers may 
need or want. 

So, before buying insurance, you 
should list specific needs and obli¬ 
gations. Start with replacing lost 
income, keeping up mortgage pay¬ 
ments, paying off debts or taxes, 
covering school costs, etc. Don’t 
leave anything off the list for 
which you are or might be respon¬ 
sible. Doing this homework before 
you sit down with an insurance 
agent will make it much easier for 
him to determine with you how 
much insurance you need. 

Following are some specific 
rules to make buying life insur¬ 
ance easier. They also could save 
you thousands of dollars. 

— Don’t buy insurance if you 
don’t need it. 

Ask yourself this question, "If I 
die, will anyone suffer an econom¬ 
ic loss?” If the answer is no, you 
don’t need life insurance and you 
shouldn't buy it. 

— Don’t buy more life insurance 
than you need. 

Life insurance companies have 
no limit on how much insurance 
they will make available for 
agents to sell. You’ve heard the 
saying, “I’m worth more dead 
than alive.” If true, that person 
has been sold too much insurance. 

When deciding how much life 
insurance to buy, take into ac¬ 
count your family situation. A per¬ 
son with children 4 and 2 probably 
needs more insurance than a per¬ 
son with children 19 and 21. Take 
into consideration all of your as¬ 
sets such as group insurance at 
work, Social Security and other in¬ 
vestments. 

— Buy the policy that’s right for 
you — not for the insurance com¬ 
pany. 

Whole life insurance — the type 
of policy that provides death pro- # 
tection and a cash savings buildup 
— is the most profitable product 
sold by the life insurance industry. 
Whole life insurance, however, 
may be the worst type of policy 
you can buy. This type of policy 
often overcharges for the insur¬ 
ance it provides and offers a re¬ 
turn on the savings portion of the 
policy well below the return on 
passbook savings accounts. 

For the majority of people, es¬ 
pecially young families who need 
insurance most, the best type of 
policy probably is pure term in¬ 
surance. A term policy is one that 
provides death benefits only and 
costs about 10 to 15 percent of the 
whole life premium. If you buy 
term insurance, make sure you 
have the right to renew the policy 
until 70 or 75. 

Another alternative is universal 
life. This type of policy gives the 
flexibility of paying low term-type 
rates when you are younger, and 
then, as your income goes up, ac¬ 
cumulates funds in the policy at 
rates of interest competitive with 
money markets. 

While the degree of flexibility 
and options may vary from one 
kind of policy to another, you can 
find policies that adapt to chang¬

ing needs over a period of time. 
Look for options like waiver of 
premium, which will keep the pol¬ 
icy in force in the event of disabil¬ 
ity. Some policies also allow add¬ 
ing coverage for a spouse or chil¬ 
dren. 

Features such as accidental 
death benefit, which pays an extra 
amount if death is by accident, 
and guaranteed insurability, 
which gives the right, regardless 
of health, to buy more insurance 
in the future, are also available. 

Make the person selling you the 
insurance speak English. 

Many agents are trained to 
make the purchase of life insur¬ 
ance sound mystic and mysteri¬ 
ous. The object of this is to make 
you feel intimidated so you won’t 
ask questions. But you should ask 
questions. 

Demand to know the exact cost 
of the benefit you are buying. 
Make the agent show you exactly 
what return you will get on any 
savings potion. Require the agent 
to disclose all expenses, charges 
and fees and how they are collect¬ 
ed. 

If the agent won’t provide this 
information in a manner you un¬ 
derstand, look for another agent. 

— Shop around. The vast major¬ 
ity of people buy life insurance 
from the first company or agent 
they meet. There is no doubt that 
talking to even one agent, let 
alone two or three, can be a trau¬ 


matic experience. But there are 
differences between the insurance 
products various companies are 
offering. Shopping around might 
cause you some anxiety, but it 
also could save you lots of money. 

If an agent says, "You don't 
need to shop around. I’m inde¬ 
pendent and can represent any 
company," tell him. “Give me one 
recommendation and make it your 
best shot.” When you get it, shop it 
around. 

Make sure any policy you buy 
has at least a 20-dav “free look 
This allows you time to examine 
the policy to make sure it’s exact¬ 
ly what you were promised. If the 
policy is returned during the free- 
look period, all money paid will be 
returned. 

Remember, when you’re buying 
life insurance, you’re buying a 
consumer product designed to pro¬ 
tect against an economic loss. 
Buying life insurance is not, de¬ 
spite what insurance companies 
may want you to believe, a relig¬ 
ious experience or a test of Ameri¬ 
can patriotism. Life insurance is 
just life insurance. Being a pru¬ 
dent. demanding buyer will enable 
you to get the coverage you need 
at a reasonable price.

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Full-Service Vs. Discount Brokerage

Once a relatively unknown ser¬ 
vice, discount brokerage has be¬ 
come a fast growing sector of the 
securities brokerage industry. In 
1983, about one retail trade in six 
went through a discount broker. 
By 1987, it could be one trade in 
three, according to studies con¬ 
ducted by Discount Brokerage Ad¬ 
visory Services of New York. 

There were approximately 125 
independent discount brokers in 
the United States in November 
1982. In that month, Bank of 
America bought Charles Schwab 
& Co., the country’s largest dis¬ 
counter. Following the leader, 
over 3,000 banks were estimated 
to be offering the service by the 
end of 1983, either through their 
own facilities or by offering ser¬ 
vices provided by others. 


While it is customary to speak 
of discount brokers and full-ser¬ 
vice brokers, this distinction is 
misleading. It dates from the 
early days of discounting when 
discounters were really bare 
bones affairs. Today, discounters 
provide virtually the same range 
of services as full-service brokers 
with one major exception — they 
don’t provide investment advice. 

For the investor wh^ is willing 
to dispense with his broker’s ad¬ 
vice, the commission savings can 
be substantial. The savings aver¬ 
age about 50 percent but can be as 
high as 90 percent on high-priced 
stocks with the right discounter. 

Discounters are able to offer 
less expensive services for several 
reasons: They don’t have to pay 30 
percent to 45 percent of the com¬ 
mission to their broker, since they 
use salaried order-takers. Their

overhead is lower, and they don’t 
maintain a research department 
since they don’t offer investment 
advice. 

But discounters do offer basi¬ 
cally the same range of services 
as other brokers. They handle op¬ 
tions, bonds and stocks. They offer 
money funds and other interest- 
paying accounts, Individual Re¬ 
tirement Accounts and Keogh 
plans. They will hold or deliver 
your stock certificates, as you in¬ 
struct. And, of course, they pro¬ 
vide monthly statements and con¬ 
firmations after each trade. 

There are two minor exeptions. 
They generally don’t offer tax 


shelters and practically never 
offer new issues. 

There are some people who 
probably should not use a dis¬ 
counter. Some examples: 

— An investor with a really 
good broker. The commission is a 
small price to pay for a broker 
who consistently beats the market 
and doesn’t churn your account. 

— An investor who does not 
want to develop advice from other 
sources. Since discounters seldom 
provide advice, the investor must 
be prepared to develop his own 
guidelines — from recommenda¬ 
tions by friends, newspaper or 
magazine articles, personal 


knowledge or an investment advi¬ 
sory service or newsletter. 

— Novice investors. A full-ser¬ 
vice broker will have more time 
to show them the ropes. 

— An investor who feels the 
need to talk with his broker to 
make a decision and who derives 
comfort from the belief that the 
broker is following the market for 
him. 

If you do not fall into one of 
these categories and decide to 
look for a discount brokerage, you 
can find the names of some of 
them in financial periodicals, 
local newspapers and the Yellow 
Pages. 


Use Credit Cards With Caution

Fraudulent transactions made 
with credit cards seem to be oc¬ 
curring more regularly. One of the 
best things you can do is to exam¬ 
ine your monthly statements, bank 
charges, etc., as soon as they ar¬ 
rive, otherwise it is possible you 
already have cost yourself money 
on fraudulent charges. 

Bankers say that automated 
teller machines have eliminated 
much of the fraud because users 
need a personal identification 
number to enter the banking sys¬ 
tem. You face a greater liability, 
however, if someone uses your 
number wrongfully. Credit cards 
have only a $50 maximum if you 
notify your bank within two days. 


After that your liability is $500. If 
your bank statement has unau¬ 
thorized charges and you fail to 
report them within 60 days, your 
liability then becomes unlimited 
for future charges. 

Don’t write your secret code 
number anywhere that someone 
easily could find it, especially not 
on the card itself. Also, should 
your bank allow you to select your 
code number, don’t use your ad¬ 
dress, birth date or Social Security 
number Those are all the num¬ 
bers that a pickpocket will try 
first. 

When you are making a transac¬ 
tion, keep your eyes open. Watch 
that your card isn’t being used to 
imprint more than one transaction 
slip. Make certain that your card 
is returned to you and that the 


card returned is your own. 

Safeguard your cards as you do 
your cash. This means don’t leave 
your cards sitting out in your hotel 
room or even in your own home 
Make certain any expired cards 
have been destroyed by cutting in 
halves or quarters. 

If you should receive a call ask¬ 
ing for your credit number, don t 
give it. Many companies are per¬ 
fectly legitimate, but there also 
are some fraudulent ones. 

Don’t give your card number or 
loan your card to anyone. You 
won’t know for weeks afterward 
what has been charged on your 
number. 

You also might want to consider 
tearing up any carbons, as there 
have been counterfeiting activi¬ 
ties.

Savings and checking accounts 
used to be divided distinctly. Your 
savings account brought money in; 
your checking account paid it out. 
Now, you can write checks on ac¬ 
counts that offer the earning 
power of many savings and invest¬ 
ment plans. 

With the variety of checking ac¬ 
counts that pay interest, choosing 
the best plan for your situation 
may be difficult. How much inter¬ 
est you’ll earn and how much the 
account will cost varies from plan 
to plan and from bank to bank. 


However, all interest-earning 
checking accounts usually are ver¬ 
sions of three basic categories, ac¬ 
cording to a report prepared by 
the Bank of America. 

— NOW Accounts. These sav¬ 
ings accounts serve as checking 
accounts when you use a negoti¬ 
able order of withdrawal (NOW). 
These forms look like and are used 
the same way as personal checks. 
You may write as many checks as 
you wish. Funds earn interest at 
rates similar to passbook savings 
accounts. 

— Super NOW Accounts. These 
accounts generally pay higher in¬ 
terest rates than NOW accounts

On Checking Accounts 



because they require a minimum 
balance. By law, that minimum 
can’t be less than $2,500. If the ac¬ 
count balance falls below the min¬ 
imum, you either may earn the 
same interest as a NOW account 
or you may not receive any inter¬ 
est at all. There is no limit on the 
number of checks you may write. 

— Money Market Deposit Ac¬ 
counts. These accounts usually 
pay the highest rates of interest. 
Like Super NOW accounts, these 
accounts must have a minimum 
balance of no less than $2,500 to 
receive the higher interest rates. 
Below the minimum, you either 
may receive no interest or you 
may earn interest at the NOW-ac- 
count rate. Unlike the other ac¬ 
counts, the money market deposit 
accounts limit the number of 
checks you may write. You may, 
however, make as many with¬ 
drawals as you wish in person or 
at automated teller machines. 

The amount of money you earn 
with any of these accounts is like¬ 
ly to be reduced by a service 
charge, per-check charges, or 
both. However, some accounts 


may not apply service charges to 
accounts that maintain a mini¬ 
mum balance. That balance may 
not be the same as the minimum 
balance required for higher inter¬ 
est rates. For example, a Super 
NOW account requires at least 
$2,500 to earn a higher interest 
rate, but may require $5,000 to 
avoid service charges. 

With some accounts, several 
rvnimum balances and interest 
rates may apply. Super NOW and 
money market deposit accounts 
may pay several rates at any 
given time depending on how 
much money is in the account. 
Balances below $2,500 might earn 
interest at 5 percent; balances be¬ 
tween $2,500 and $9,999, 7 percent, 
and balances of $10,000 or more, 8 
percent. 

Interest rates for NOW ac¬ 
counts are fixed, but rates on 
Super NOW and money market 
acounts are set by each financial 
institution and can change as often 
as daily. 

Also, because financial institu¬ 
tions are free to call their interest 
checking plans by whatever 


names they wish, you can’t depend 
on the generic names to help you 
find the account you want. So, 
when looking for an account, shop 
carefully and ask questions. 

What is the interest rate? What 
are minimum balance require¬ 
ments? If an account balance is 
above the minimum balance, does 
the higher interest rate apply to 
the entire account balance or only 
the portion of the balance above 
the minimum? If the account bal¬ 
ance falls below the minimum, 
will it earn interest at a lower 
rate or will it not earn interest at 
all? 

What are service charges for 
the account? Are additional ser¬ 
vices, such as overdraft protec¬ 
tion, included with the account? 

To find the best plan for you. 
estimate the number of checks 
you will write each month and fig¬ 
ure out what the financial institu¬ 
tion will charge you in per-check 
or service charges. Subtract that 
figure from your estimated inter¬ 
est earnings. Estimate your earn¬ 
ings by applying interest rates to 
your estimated average monthy 
balance. 

For example, your account re¬ 
quires a $5,000 balance to avoid a 
$5 service charge. At an annual 7 
percent rate of interest, your 
$3,000 average monthly balance 
would earn about $17 interest per 
month. When the service charge is 
subtracted, your net gain would be 
about $12 per month.

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Gold An Investment 
That Glitters

No-Hassle Investment 
In Real Estate 


Gold, despite its ranges in price 
from feverish highs to chilling 
lows, traditionally holds an allure 
for investors. 

Perhaps the range in price is 
what makes investing in gold at¬ 
tractive — the hope of buying at a 
low price and then selling after 
the price skyrockets. 

Of course, in order to make this 
hope a reality, a person must be 
able to anticipate when the price 
of gold will rise or fall. 

The price of gold can be forced 
up or down by a variety of com¬ 
plex forces, according to Jeffrey 
Nichols, economist and president 
of American Precious Metals Ad¬ 
visors Inc. 

For one thing, the price of gold 
tends to increase during times of 
economic crisis or political up¬ 
heaval. At those times confidence 
in paper assets wanes, and gold 
generally is regarded as the safest 
store of value. For example, in 
September 1982, when the public 
first was confronted with the pos¬ 
sibility of a loan default by Third 
World countries, the price of gold 
shot up $100 per ounce. 

As an investment commodity 
that competes with such assets as 
stocks and bonds, gold’s fortunes 
tend to move inversely to the 
strength of the dollar and interest 
rates. 

Gold also is an industrial com¬ 
modity used in electronics, den¬ 
tistry and jewelry, so its price is 
influenced by physical supply and 
demand. 

However, inflation, or more 
precisely the expectation of infla¬ 
tion, generally is regarded as the 
major influence on the price of 
gold. This price hit a peak of $875 
per ounce in January 1980 as infla¬ 
tion raged at double-digit levels. 
As inflation moderated, gold 
dipped below $300 in June 1982. 

Given general outlines to follow 
for anticipating price increases 
and decreases, there are addition¬ 
al criteria for making a safe in¬ 
vestment in gold, according to 
Jacques Luben, vice president of 
the Dean Witter Reynolds Inc. 
precious metals department. 

— Liquidity. An investment in 
gold is extremely liquid — gold is 
traded around the world 24 hours 
a day. Investors are advised to 
purchase bullion coins or bars that 
are recognized and traded world¬ 
wide. 

— Legal tender. Investors 
would be well advised to purchase 
gold coins with legal tender sta¬ 
tus. This means the coin is tied 
directly to the issuing country’s 
monetary system. Therefore, the 
government guarantees a face 
value for the gold regardless of its 
fair-market value. This status also 
ensures that the gold is treated 
internationally as a coin, not as a 
metal or some other object that 
might be subject to import duties. 

— Purity. Gold coins range in 
purity. Some coins contain alloy¬ 
ing metals designed to make the 
coins harder and scratch resistant. 
The purity of popularly traded 
coins ranges from the 0.9000-pure 
Mexican peso to the 0.9999-pure 
Canadian maple leaf coin. More 
than 90 percent of all gold traded 
in the world is 0.9950 pure or bet¬ 
ter. 

— Reputable dealer. Be certain 
your vendor is legitimate. Check 
to see how long he has been in 
business and who his customers 
are. Check his standing with the 
local Better Business Bureau.

— Delivery. If you have any 
concerns about the validity of a 
vendor, insist on delivery immedi¬ 
ately upon payment. Many finan¬ 
cial institutions offer sales tax- 
free storage programs which 
eliminate the need for delivery. 

—• Storage. If you decide to 
store your gold with a financial 
institution, be sure to do it with a 
firm that segregates your gold, in¬ 
sures it and stores it with a major 
custodian bank. Gold also can be 
stored in a bank safe-deposit box 
or with a reputable private ware¬ 
house.

How can we make a good, solid 
investment in real estate without 
becoming embroiled in manage¬ 
ment problems? 

That’s a question being asked by 
an increasingly large number of 
investors and would-be investors. 

There are ways to avoid real 
estate management hassles and 
still enjoy the unique benefits of 
real property investments. And 
many people now are turning to 
these types of investment vehi¬ 
cles. 

For example, real estate syndi¬ 
cations generated about $4 billion 
in 1983 — that’s about three times 
the amount of investment funds 
raised in 1982. 

A real estate syndication is cre¬ 
ated simply by pooling funds of a 
number of investors to acquire

property. Typically, investors are 
“limited partners.” The property 
is managed by a “general part¬ 
ner.” 

Investors may choose from pri¬ 
vate syndications or larger public 
offerings. There now are about 90 
public syndications, up from about 
70 in 1982, according to a study 
conducted by and repoited in Stra¬ 
tegic Real Estate newsletter. 

“The increase in syndications 
gives evidence that public limited 
partnerships are a dynamic 
source of capital formation for 
real estate.” said the newsletter 
editor. 

"Substantial increases in funds 
raised by syndication sponsors in¬ 
dicate there are many new partic¬ 
ipants in the market as well as 
savvy investors who continue to 
be involved.” 

Another increasingly popular 
no-management investment form 
is the Real Estate Investment 
Trust. This is an investment vehi¬ 
cle not taxed at the corporate 
level on distributed earnings. 

To qualify as a REIT, the trust 
must distribute at least 95 percent 


of net income to shareholders 
each year. It also must invest at 
least 75 percent of its total assets 
in real estate, and derive at least 
75 percent of total income from 
real estate-related investments. 

The increasing interest in 
REITs generated over $500 mil¬ 
lion in investment funds in 1983. 

The total REIT industry divi¬ 
dend distributions during the first 
nine months of 1983 were up 33.6 
percent from the same period in 
1982. 

The rapid growth of these funds 
largely is due to the increasing 
number of investment companies 
that are switching to REIT status. 

"I see this as evidence that 
REITs have entered a new era, 
recording strong new interest on 
the part of investors." said David 
Donosky, president of the National 
Association of Real Estate Invest¬ 
ment Trusts. 

Clearly, the pure investment of 
funds in real estate — without 
management frustrations — is at¬ 
tracting more takers every day.

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Coins May Be Worth A Pretty Penny

The next time you’re so hard up 
for cash that you have to break 
open the faithful old piggy bank, 
don’t be in too big a hurry to spend 
the contents. That small change 
might be worth a pretty penny. 

“There are many coins in piggy 
banks all over the country that are 
worth a lot of money. Many people 
have no idea of the value of cop¬ 
per cents, nickels, dimes and quar¬ 


ters that have been passed down 
from father to son over the gener¬ 
ations,” says Kay Lenker, a mem¬ 
ber of the American Numismatic 
Association. 

Say, for instance, you come 
across a copper cent dated 1909S- 
VDB. Depending on the coin’s con¬ 
dition, it could be worth a cool 
$300. 

The problem is finding someone 
to tell you if your old coins are 
worth more than their face value.

Lenker advises that you don’t 
ask just anybody, especially just 
any coin dealer. 

It’s not that everyone is waiting 
to cheat the uninitiated, she says, 
but it does happen. 

‘‘Chances are slim that any coin 
in your change purse is worth 
more than face value, but if some¬ 
one has a collection of coins from 
years past, chances are good that 
the collection is worth a lot more 
than he or she thinks,” she says. 

“But unless the individual is 
careful, he or she may sell short. 
Very short.” 

According to those who do the 
collecting, a coin is worth what¬ 
ever a buyer is willing to pay. 
There are hundreds of thousands 
of serious coin collectors in the 
United States alone. Millions 
worldwide. 

"Finding that first coin of value 
by accident is the way many se¬ 
rious coin collectors admit they 
got started,” Lenker says. She 
speaks with the voice of experi¬ 
ence. 

She has been collecting coins for 
the last 40-plus years, and her first 
coin was a gift. 

Her husband, John, has been a 
collector for more than 35 years, 
and he, too, got started when 
someone gave him a special coin. 
His came from an aunt, and it was 
a gift that ended up changing his 


life - and that of Kay Edgerton. 
The couple met at a coin show and 
married in 1980. 

"Most of our collection has to be 
stored in a bank vault,” John 
Lenker says. "It’s that valuable. 
Collecting rare coins has been a 
passion for both of us for many 
years.” 

What are some of the coins that 
could go from somebody’s piggy 
bank into a private collection? 

Kay Lenker: "Other 1-cent coins 
worth a lot of money are the 
191 IS, $15; a 1914D will bring $110; 
a 1931S is worth $40, and a 1943 
steel is worth 15 cents. 

“Nickels that will bring more 
than 5 cents include the 1937D (if 
the buffalo has but three legs). It’s 
worth $200. And a 1913S is worth 
$15. 

"If a person has silver coins 
from 1964 or before, the uirne is 
worth tO cents, the quarter is 
worth $2 and the half-dollar is 
worth $4.” 

"Coin collecting is so much 
more than the feel of different 
metals,” John Lenker says. 
"There’s so much history to be 
learned. There are 1,500 George 
Washington coins that are worth 
thousands of dollars each. History 
tells us that George and Martha 
Washington collected silver 
spoons, platters, coffee pots and 
assorted other silver household 


items and had them melted down. 

"The coins, dated 1792, were 
given to Washington and he per¬ 
sonally distributed them. Each of 
these coins was handled by our 
first president. And the picture on 
the coin is said to be an artist’s 
impression of Martha.” 

Kay Lenker: Half the fun of 
trading coins is trading stories.” 

There are a lot of reasons to 
start collecting coins, both Lenk- 
ers agree. Boy Scouts do it for 
merit badges, some people do it 
for profit and some find it a fasci¬ 
nating hobby. 

And there are those, like the 
Lenkers, who will attest to the 
fact that coin collecting is a great 
way to discover new friends and a 
consuming interest.

Change 

Artistic Money 

New York artist Barton L. 
Benes, whose creations hang in the 
halls of big corporations and in the 
homes of the rich and famous, 
knows that it takes money to 
make money. 

He uses cash as his artistic me¬ 
dium, cutting it or tearing it to 
create collages and three-dimen¬ 
sional objects. The Federal Re¬ 
serve Board once gave him $6 mil¬ 
lion in shredded bank notes for his 
art. 

"Laundered Money” is the title 
of a washboard to which Benes 
glued a dollar bill that disin¬ 
tegrates at the bottom into 
scrubbed bits.

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Importance Of Investment Advisers

Today’s investment market 
reads like a long shopping list of 
opportunities — and a longer list 
of advisers to help you make the 
most of those opportunities. 

But the abundance of financial 
advisers has created one of the 
biggest problems that investors, 
both neophytes and professionals, 
face today. 

According to Arthur J. Maren, 
president of the Professional 
Investors advisory, a Los Angeles- 
based firm, “Investors are suffer- 

Tips On 
Buying Art

When most people think of in¬ 
vesting in art, they dream of turn¬ 
ing an immediate profit, of buying 
a painting for $1 and selling it a 
week later for thousands. 

Of course, few pieces of art ac¬ 
tually increase in value so dra¬ 
matically. But that’s just as well, 
because most people buy art not 
as an investment, but for appreci¬ 
ation, according to Tony di Gesu, 
director of art exhibitions at Unit¬ 
ed States International University 
in San Diego. 

"Very few people buy art think¬ 
ing of it as an investment,” says di 
Gesu. “Corporations do, but they 
buy the work of already establish¬ 
ed artists at thousands of dollars 
per piece. But for the average per¬ 
son, I recommend you don’t buy 
art as an investment, but for ap¬ 
preciation.” 

If set on purchasing art as an 
investment, di Gesu suggests pur¬ 
chasing the works of professional 
artists — those exhibited in galler¬ 
ies. 

“Paintings exhibited in a gal¬ 
lery assure you that the work has 
merit because it wouldn’t be there 
unless the gallery owner — an art 
expert — believed it worthwhile,” 
di Gesu continues. “In other 
words, you’re assured that some¬ 
one knows something about the 
artist and the painting, even if you 
don’t.” 

Such paintings are certain to in¬ 
crease in value, but probably not 
by leaps and bounds, according to 
di Gesu. So investors still should 
purchase art they like. 

New investors should start by 
visiting several art galleries and 
looking at the works of several 
artists before buying. "Find the 
kind of painting you like and fol¬ 
low galleries that feature that 
type,” di Gesu says. “As you do 
you will become more choosy and 
learned. Your taste will change — 
you will become more sophisticat¬ 
ed.” 

Once you’ve established a taste 
for what you like, di Gesu recom¬ 
mends that you invest not in art, 
but in an artist. "Find one you like 
and purchase his work. By buying 
what you like, you will learn, it 
will educate you.’’ You can be¬ 
come a specialist. The narrower 
the scope, the better the chances 
of gaining expertise more quickly, 
and more profitably. 

Investors also may want to look 
into a local art museum. Di Gesu 
says museums sometimes have 
sales and rental galleries. 

"If you can buy the works of an 
artist featured in a museum, do 
so,” di Gesu says. "If he’s in a mu¬ 
seum you can probably guess that 
he’s on the verge of acclaim." 


ing from information overwhelm. 

“An investor has to choose from 
literally thousands of advisers for 
reliable information on invest¬ 
ments, and he has to pick his port¬ 
folio combination from a growing 
number of investment vehicles,” 
Maren said. 

To survive in this type of invest¬ 
ment environment, investors need 
to be armed with knowledge and 
tools to help them make profitable 
choices. Books, seminars and 
firms exist to help a person find 
an investment adviser best suited 
to match his personality and in¬ 
vestment temperament. 

According to Maren, the first 
steps to making a good choice are 
for the investor to know himself 
and tentatively to develop an in¬ 
vestment strategy that fits his 
lifestyle. Maren said it is import¬ 
ant to have a "higher calling” to 
investment than “just making 
money. It could be the spirit of the 
game, a specific need for the prof¬ 
its, but there must be some specif¬ 
ic use.” 

Maren’s advisory firm uses the 
Hubbard Administrative Scale of 


Importance to train investors how 
to choose the type of investment 
and adviser best suited to their 
temperament. 

With this scale, an investor 
learns to align his investments 
and keep statistics on them up-to- 
date. He also learns to develop an 
ideal plan and strategy for him¬ 
self. 

Having worked out a sound plan 
and purpose, an investor then can 
select the best possible adviser to 
help him carry out his plan. 

Following are some criteria an 
investor can use to select an in¬ 
vestment adviser: 

— Check the adviser’s track 
record. Get statistics and ask 
about any points of spectacular 
profits or losses. 

— Find out what type of invest¬ 
ments he deals with. Do these 
types of investments align with 
your personal plans and strate¬ 
gies? 

— Get references and check 
them thoroughly. 

— Ensure that the adviser is 
fully licensed to deal with the par¬ 
ticular type of investments in

Question: 1 have two 
daughters: one is 15 and the 
other 12. The older one is the 
perfect child. She gets all A’s 
in school, excells in sports, 
and still has time to help me 
around the house. She never 
goes out at night, not even on 


the weekends. My younger 
one, although capable, is not 
a high achiever, she’s sloven¬ 
ly around the house, and 
seems to be on the phone con¬ 
tinuously. 

There are some hard feel¬ 
ings between the girls and we 
think we don’t take sides as 
parents. After watching the 
film “Silence of the Heart” 
the other evening, I began to 
wonder if I should worry 
about teen suicide. Although 
very different, the girls are 
loving and 1 believe that they 
are normal and wouldn’t con¬ 
sider such a thing. What do 
you think? 

Answer: With all the 
media attention given to teen 
suicide and the actual occur¬ 
rences of teen suicide across 
the state recently, parents 
have to be all too fearful for 
their own families. 

In your question you are 
addressing your concern for 
your younger daughter’s self¬ 
esteem. Your attitude about 
your daughters comes 
through as caring about both 
and appreciating their dif¬ 
ferences. You are also show¬ 
ing your concern for the tough 
role your second daughter has 
in the family — coming after 
an ‘‘All Star.” 

If you really convey to both 
daughters an acceptance of 
them as they both are, you are 


reinforcing positive self¬ 

esteem. You might try to help 
draw out from your younger 
daughter her positive at¬ 
tributes. For example, it 
sounds as though she does 
well at making friends and be¬ 
ing a social person. In fact 
that is an important skill and 
attribute we all need as adults 
and she is putting it into prac¬ 
tice already. 

It is important within 
families for children to find 
ways of being individuals — of 
being their own person. So the 
oldest child gets first pick of 
the possible roles, i.e. your 
older daughter has picked 
“perfect child.” The second 
daughter could all too easily 
pick ‘‘bad child” as her way 
of being an individual within 
the family. 

So you and your husband 
might consider trying to 
redefine and realign the roles 
so they aren’t just good versus 
bad. For example, the older 
daughter does well in 
academics — the younger one 
does well in social 
achievements. Try to expand 
on the positive side of your 
younger daughter and ferret 
out the shortcomings of your 
older daughter. Both at¬ 
tributes are in each girl and 
not divided between them. 

To address your concern 
about suicide, you should try 


to assess how your daughter 

seems to be functioning in the 
important areas of her life. 

• is she doing well in school? 

• has there been any sudden 
change in schoolwork? 

• is she socially involved with 
friends or isolated? 

• has there been any sudden 
change in peer relationships? 

• has there been any change 
in eating patterns or sleeping 
patterns? 

• is there any suicidal talk — 
i.e. hopelessness, despair? 

• do you suspect any drug or 
alcohol usage? 

•have there been any 
dangerous “accidents” hap¬ 
pening to your child? 

• are there any significant 
changes within the family, 
especially losses? 

• is there alcoholism in the 
family? 

You might enlist the help 
of your husband, other fami¬ 
ly members, and close fami¬ 
ly friends in making this 
assessment. And you should 
also ask your daughter direct¬ 
ly if she has ever con¬ 
templated suicide. 

If you have any reason at 
all to be concerned you should 
have a family evaluation with 
a professional therapist. 

When it comes to concerns 
about the potential of suicide 
you must take action and not 
delay or deny.

SALES CONTRACT 
TIPS 

Whether buying or 
selling, here are some 
basic points to keep in 
mind about the written 
agreement: 

1) Everything is 
negotiable, but not 
everything is worth 
negotiating. Good 
bargainers yield on 
minor points while 
keeping alive impor¬ 
tant issues. 

2) Written words 
count. Many contract 
forms state that neither 


party shall be bound by 
terms or conditions, 
not found in the sales 
contract. A verbal pro¬ 
mise. such as, "Yes, 
you can have the 
clothes washer," is no 
substitute for a written 
understanding. 

3) Beware of sug¬ 
gestions that you can 
sign an agreement to¬ 
day and change it by 
yourself later A con¬ 
tract can only be 
changed by mutual 
agreement by all 
parties. 

4) If you offer to buy 
a home for $100,000 
and the seller sends 
back a counter¬ 
proposal for $110,000, 
your original offer is 
generally dead. In ef¬ 
fect, the seller has now 
made a new offer 
which you can accept 
or reject.

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Census Snarls May Cost 


The Town Time, Money 


By NANCY PICK 

Name, address, occupation, sex, 
date of birth. 

That’s the stuff the state census is 
made of, and it sounds simple enough. 

This year, however, the census, 
which is conducted every 10 years, 
promises to lead to complex changes 
around town, and to headaches for 
town officials as well. 

“It’s going lo he a massive task,” 
said Town Clerk Carolyn Ward. 

When the figures are in. the shape 
of Winchester’s precincts will 
doubtless have to change, she said. 
Currently some precincts are bulging 
with people while others are too 
sparse, according to Ward’s 1984 
figures. 

The new data could also mean lost 
funds for the town, whose population 
count will likely decline due to new 
census rules. 


For the first time, said Ward, 
“We’re not going to be counting our 
college students while they’re at 
school.’’ Also, military personnel will 
be counted in the town where they 
board. That means Amherst will pro¬ 
bably pick up a state representative, 
due to its high student population, and 
Ayer may add a legislator, due to 
Fort Devens. 

Meanwhile, Winchester, with no 
university or army base, stands to 
lose population and dollars as well. 

According to Ward’s calculations. 
Winchester has about 1,600 college- 
age residents. If three-fourths of them 
go away to college, that means Win¬ 
chester’s population will drop by 1,200 
people in the census. 

Every Winchester person counted 
brings in $5 from the state’s 1986 
budget, said State Hep. Sherman W. 


Saltmarsh. Thus, based on 
“guestimate,” the lost college 
students could cost the town $ 6,000 in 
state funds. 

Precincts May Change 

The census will doubtless lead to 
another unpopular conclusion: the 
precincts will shift. “Nobody likes to 
have their precincts changed,” said 
Ward. 

In 1984, the population in Precinct 
6 was 17 percent above the town’s 
calculated average, said Ward, due 
primarily to the housing boom there. 

Meanwhile, Precincts 2 and 7 fell 
well below the average in population. 

According to federal law, said 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall, the 
precincts must not vary by more than 
10 percent. “There’s no question that

Winchester Will Get More 


How Are Parents, 


Schools, Effective?

Someone clse’s son drinks. 
Someone else’s daughter takes drugs. 

Most Winchester youths must 
belong to someone else. 

“Affluence is no indicator of 
substance abuse,” says Charles Mit- 
sakos, superintendent of schools. “Af¬ 
fluence just makes it easier to get.” 

Local officials agree that Win¬ 
chester schools are little different 
than those in other towns as far as 
drugs and alcohol arc concerned. 

Drugs and alcohol are present and 
readily available to those who wish to 
use them, whether that person is an 
adult or a child, they say. 

In October of 1982, the high school 
social studies department questioned 
students about drug and alcohol use. 
In the senior class, 86 percent said 
that they drank and 39 percent said 
that they used drugs. 

Those who claimed to use drugs 
said they did so two to three times a 
w^ek. 

“If anything, the numbers are

higher l today I,” says social studies 
teacher Thomas Walsh, who is one of 
three trainers for an alcohol and drug 
counseling group at the high school. 

These results of this study closely 
resemble statistics recently released 
by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. The 
figures, outlining substance abuse in 
Massachusetts’ schools, found that ‘X) 
percent of the respondents had used 


drugs or alcohol in their lifetime 
Over 50 percent have used marijuana 
and 28 percent are current users, the 
poll shows. 

“Any person who doesn’t think 
drugs are sold here lat Winchester 
High] is very naive,” Walsh says. 

“There is an awful lot of depres¬ 
sion here,” he adds. “An awful lot of 
pressure to succeed. That is how a lot 
of this stuff gels in here.” 

Nevertheless, use ot alcohol dur¬ 
ing school time may he dropping, 
even as it is increasing outside the 
classroom. 

“There has been a definite 
decrease in [substance abuse I in the 
school itself,” says Theodore Renton 
who. along with Margaret Sullivan,

In Local Aid Fund Dollars

More people poured more money 
into the state’s Megabucks lottery 
than ever before this year. 

That’s good news — even for those 
who didn’t win million-dollar dreams. 

Because more dollars meant big¬ 
ger pieces of the $156.5 million state 
aid pie for most communities. 

Winchester was no exception. The 
town can expect about $ 200,000 more 
in state aid this year, partly because 
of the bigger lottery pot. 

One of the biggest changes in the 


state aid package is the state 
takeover of Metropolitan District 
Commission park assessments. In¬ 
stead of communities such as Win¬ 
chester being forced to pay an 
assessment for its share, the state has 
agreed to carry the assessment costs. 

For Winchester, that means a sav¬ 
ings of about $385,929. Up until this 
year, the towns in the MDC district 
paid an assessment for the MDC 
parks. That money, along with the 
assessments paid by non-MDC com¬ 
munities, was poured into Water 


Resources Authority coffers. 

Last year’s net increase in state 
aid was $306,182. However, com¬ 
parisons of this year’s $193,919 don’t 
take into account the difference of this 
year’s MDC assessment break. 

State Sen. Richard Kraus said on 
Monday that “This year’s not as 
much an increase as fiscal year 1985,” 
but he added that its difficult to com¬ 
pare because of the MDC change. 

He added that he is “still convinc-

Sanitation Budget Is Trashed By Lower Oil Prices

When is a drop in wholesale oil 
prices not good news? 

When it means the price of gar¬ 
bage is going up. 

Local officials found themselves in 
a surprise budget crunch recently, 
facing an increase of up to 130 percent 
in what it’s going to cost the town to 
take care of its trash. 

Instead of paying $13 to $17 a ton 
to dispose of garbage, as they’d ex¬ 
pected, they may find themselves 
paying as much as $30 a ton. 

That would mean a jump of 
$187,500 in Winchester’s sanitation 
budget this year. 

The crunch developed because 
worldwide oil prices, instead of rising, 
have been steadily dropping. 

And Winchester and the 22 other 
communities in the Northeast Solid 
Waste Committee had counted on oil 
prices going steadily, predictably 
higher each year. 

They based long-range plans on it, 
expecting to subsidize the steadily 
mounting costs of getting rid of their

trash by selling electricity produced 
by burning that trash. 

Eventually, they hoped, the in¬ 
come from selling the trash-fueled 
electricity might let the towns get rid 
of their trash for next-to-nothing. 

But it isn’t working quite that way 

The 23 NESWC communities are 
almost finished building a $ 200 -million 
state-of-the-art trash-to-energy plant 
on a 15-acre site in North Andover. 

The plant, based on a design by a 
West German firm, will burn trash, 
produce steam-generated electricity, 
and sift out certain metals for 
recycling. 

It will also reduce the thousands of 
tons of trash produced by the com¬ 
munities each year to a sterile ash 
residue that is about one-tenth the 
original volume, according to the 
designers of the facility. 

The plant can handle up to 1,500 
tons a day; Winchester will contribute 
12,500 tons u year. (See related story.) 

The North Andover NESWC plant 
is remarkable, technologically: there 


are only three other plants in this 
country of the same design, and fewer 
than too in the world. 

Rut there are many similar trash- 
to-energy plants, including one in 
Saugus that has been in operation 
since 1976. 

The unusual facet of the contract 
between the 23 NESWC communities 
hacking the effort and the plant 
operators, Signal-Resco, is profit- 
sharing. 

The plant has a 20 -year contract 
between with New England Power, to 
sell electricity lo the utility at 90 per 
cent of what it would cost to produce 
the same wattage by burning oil 

The NESWC contract with Signal 
Resco calls for the towns to receive 
89 percent of what the plant is paid for 
the electricity, as a subsidy of the tip 
ping fees the charges per ton for 
treating and disposing of the trash. 

The only problem is. with the drop 
in oil prices, the income from the 
electricity is not going to he as much

What Does Trash Pact 
Mean For Winchester? 


(’rumple a piece of paper, toss it 
into the wastebasket, bundle it into a 
trash bag, toss it on the conveyor belt 
at the dump. It disappears like magic, 
right? 

Not quite. 

It takes quite a lot of money 
$442,276 this year and a not 

insubstantial effort to take the 

trash away from Winchester’s homes 
and streets. 

Still, very few people think about 
trash or where it goes when it 
leaves their home unless, because 
of freaks of nature or labor problems, 
the evidence is leit to pile up for 
several long, smelly days. 

Winchester has a smooth running 
trash-disposal system, hut it’s far 
from magic. 

The town’s approximately 22,000 
residents produce about 12,500 tons of 


trash a year above the national 
average of about half-a-ton per per¬ 
son per year. 

Residents may buy dump stickers 

they cost $4 every two years — and 
haul their own trash to the town’s 
transfer station on Swanton st. Or, 
they may hire a private firm to do 
that for them. 

Commercial producers usually 
hire a firm to pick up and dispose of 
their trash But commercial carters 
can use Winchester’s transfer station, 
according to DRW Director Dom Ser- 
ratore, it they are approved by the 
Board of Health. 

They pay a fee each time they 
dump a load from 50 cents to $ 16 , 
depending on size. “Special type 
debris, like construction materials, 
costs $31.50 a ton," Serratore says.

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Local Beacon Hill Legislators Seek Rules Reform 


H\ AARON ZITNKR 

Proponents of rules reform in the 
state Senate, with Winchester's Sen. 
Richard Kraus among their leaders, 
are gearing up for an attempt to pass 
reforms during the next two weeks 
that will make legislators more in¬ 
dependent of Senate leadership. 

The Senate will probably vote 
before mid-February on rules for the 
coming two-year term. 

Kraus <1). 4th Middlesex) and 
Sen. Mary L. Padula (K., 2nd 
Worcester and Middlesex) recently 
were elected co-cnairs ot a senate 
Rules Reform Caucus The caucus, 
formed in the first week of the year 
by eight senators, has grown to a 
membership of 18 

Some reforms supported by 


senators before the caucus was ol 
ficially formed have already passed 
the Senate and are now being con¬ 
sidered by the House. Those changes 
involve how joint House-Seriate com¬ 
mittees function. 

More controversial is the caucus' 
desire to disperse some powers of the 
Senate President, which Kraus term¬ 
ed "awesome and immense." 

"The president really has com¬ 
plete control over the legislative pro¬ 
cess,” Kraus told The Advocate. 

The Senate President, currently 
William Bulger <D- South Boston*, 
assigns senators to committees and 
appoints committee chairmen and 
therefore controls who receives the 
extra stipends for chairmanships. 

He has the ability to pressure com¬ 


mittee leaders to keep bills botueci up 
in committees or to force them 
through. The president can also con 
trol when hills are considered on the 
Senate floor, Kraus said. 

“We never know unless the 
leadership tells us when any par 
ticular thing is coming to the floor." 
Kraus said "The calendar they 
publish tells when things might come 
up, but he I Senate President Bulger I 
doesn’t have to let things run that 
way." 

Kraus uses an analogy to describe 
the overwhelming power of the presi¬ 
dent: "When I worked for Harvard 
las an associate dean I. the dean 
above me hired me, and could fire 
me, and 1 reported to him. 

“That person did not have as much 


control over me as the Senate Presi¬ 
dent does and I don't work for 
him." Kraus said. "I work for my 
constituents." 

Some senators like the current 
system, explained Kraus’s aide. Paul 
Regan, because they can prevent a 
vote on bills that they agree with in 
philosophy, but for one reason or 
another think arc unsound. 

"But we don’t need protection 
from tough votes,” Kraus said. 

The caucus suggests that the 
Senate President’s power to appoint 
committee chairmen be held in check 
by ratification votes from the entire 
Senate, or that it be given to a new 
committee. 

The Senate President also has 
some power to set the number of staff 


other senators have, and to control 
the flow of office resources The 
caucus would like to hand those 
powers to a committee. 

The caucus will also push for 
tighter schedules for moving bills 
through the legislature and for the 
ability to carry legislation from one 
term io the next. Currently, a bill may 
travel through a series of committies 
only to die when a Senate term 
expires. 

In the current system, Regan said, 
pressure on the right senator, through 
loyalty or lobby, can stop legislation 

"This fosters corruption." Kraus 
said "When nothing happens except 
as a favor, then you can sell favors. 
There are no accusations against the

ing her It years as a Girl Scout 
leader, she feels very qualified to par¬ 
ticipate in this. 

Tseckares says she draws her 
assets from many areas. While she 
believes her relationships with 
residents from different areas ol town 
will help her unity Winchester, she 
credits her experience in town 
government with what she describes 
as her realistic vision of what can and 
should be done in the town and the 
knowledge of how to begin doing it. 

Tseckares believes that ac¬ 
cessibility is a very important asset 
of a good Selectman. A Town Meeting 
member eight years. 11 years as Girl 
Scout leader, five years on the 
Finance Committee, and nine years 
as a member of FnKa doing townwide 
volunteer service in the community 
have pul her in touch with a cross sec¬ 
tion of people throughout the town of 
Winchester. 

The people on these committees 
and in these organizations know that 
she is accessible, says Tseckares, and 
she will be working very hard during 
the coming two months to meet peo¬ 
ple who don’t already know her 
through neighborhood get togethers.

Rules reformer George Bachrach 
(I).. Middlesex and Suffolk) felt he 
suffered at the hands of the Senate 
President last week after his reform 
campaign tried without luck to 
dethrone Bulger as Senate President. 

Bachrach lost the presidency vote 
28-2, lost his chairmanship of one 
committee (and its $7,500 stipend) 
and posts on five others committees. 
He said he felt he was punished for 
challenging the leadership. 

Kraus, however, has embraced 
rules reform without retribution so 
far. He was one of the 28 who voted 
with the Senate President, and Bulger 
recently appointed him chairman of 
the Ethics Committee and vice chair¬ 
man ol the Education Committee. 

"The president promised me he 
would take up rules reform." Kraus 
said. "I told him 1 would vote for him 
because l have no problems with him 
other than over rules reform 
legislation. 

"I told him at that time I would 
push for reform and would form the 
•aueus," Kraus said "Then again. 


you never know when you’re gambl 
ing with your political career. ’ 
The caucus has asked for a rules 
vote by Feb. 6. hut that. too. is at the 
discretion of the Senate President 
When the vote comes up. the 
caucus will try to push as many of its 
reforms through as it can. Rules con¬ 
sidered at the beginning of the term 
pass with a simple majority, but rules 
discussed later need a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority to pass. 

Caucus members arc becoming 
optimistic about their fight. Kraus 
said: "Eighteen senators have join¬ 
ed at this point. If anybody suggested 
two years ago that this would happen. 
I'd have said he was crazy.” 

Kraus’ aide, Regan, added that 
•John Houston of Worcester defeated 
former majority leader Daniel Foley 
on a rules reform campaign, and that 
Salvatore Albano (I)- Somerville* 
highlighted rules reform in his contest 
with former representative Vincent 
Piro 

"My sense is that people will find 
it expedient to join us." Kraus said. 

However, he thinks some Senators 
are tin) dependent on the current rules 
for their status to vote with the 
caucus, and that others believe new 
rules will injure the power of the 
Senate as a whole 

"Most people know it 's a popular 
thing to do, know they have consti¬ 
tuents who favor it. and can draw new 
support with it," Kraus said. "People 
who are opposed to it will vote for it 
when the time gets close. It may 
make them heroes in their local 
districts.”

the precinct lines will have to be re¬ 
aligned,” he said 

Otherwise. Randall explained, 
people living in a crowded precinct 
have less Town Meeting voting power 
than people living in a sparsely- 
populated one 

The precinct lines were last 
redrawn in 1975. when they were ac¬ 
curate to within 29 people, said 
Randall. 

Census Forms Botched 

To complicate matters, the state 
census forms are unwieldy and were 
mailed out late 

They’re printed on thin paper that 
tears easily, said Ward. And the color- 
coded instructions are confusing. 

• The state end of this is a 
disaster.” said Ward. 

Ward said the town is already run¬ 
ning six weeks behind schedule, due 
to late delivery of the forms. Worse, 
the state census forms cannot be 
printed on any of the 
town's computer printers because ol 
their unusual five-sided format. 

That means the town will have to 
pay someone else to print the forms. 
A private service bureau will likely 
get the contract, said Ward, at a total 
cost of nearly $3,000. 

Although the state reimburses the 
town at $1 jx*r person for performing 
the census. Ward said costs will pro¬ 
bably rise above that compensation. 
In that case, the Town Clerk will have 
to ask the Finance Committee for 
money from the town’s reserve fund. 

Ward said she hopes to get the cen¬ 
sus forms in the mail on Feb. 4. but 


admitted that is an ‘ optimistic” 
estimate. 

When the town does its own annual 
census, she said, the forms are usual¬ 
ly mailed out in early January. But 
tiie town only received the forms 
about a week ago, she said. 

The state’s chief census super¬ 
visor. Kevin O’Malley, said the print¬ 
ing company didn’t meet the Dec. 28 
contract deadline. “It was something 
that nobody anticipated,” he said, ad¬ 
ding “It wasn't in our control.” 

Plus, the town is under heavy 
deadline pressure from the state. 
Selectmen must receive the final cen¬ 
sus figures well before .June 15. when 
the board must recommend new 
precinct lines. 

And by July 1, the state must have 
Winchester’s redistricting plan in 
hand. 

(Ultimately, the new precinct 
boundaries won’t take effect until the 
state primaries in 1988.) 

Plus, somewhere along the line, 
the color-coded census forms were 
botched up. so that the blue part has 
red instructions and the red section 
has blue instructions. 

“The idea of making it easier 
through color graphics flopped,” said 
Ward. 

Everyone Must Reply 

Traditionally, said Ward. 80 per¬ 
cent of Winchester’s population 
responds promptly with their census 
reports. She said the remaining 20 
percent cause all the problems for 
town employees, who must track 
them down. 


Citizens are required by law to 
complete the census forms, said 
Ward. There are penalties for failing 
to do so. and the town even has the 
right to send the police after laggards, 
said Ward. 

“Many people don’t understand 
the necessity for the census,” said 
Ward. “Lots of residents or non¬ 
citizens or non-voters just throw them 
in the trash.” 

Yet the census figures are essen¬ 
tial to both the town and its residents, 
Ward pointed out. 

They’re needed to determine 
school population projections. 

They’re needed when college 
students apply for financial aid. The 
town can’t certify they are residents, 
said Ward, unless their families 
return the census forms. 

Plus, “People can lose potential 
veterans’ benefits if they don’t reply 
to the census,’’ said Ward. 

Also, those who fail to reply could 
lose their voting privileges, said a 
state census official. 

Impact On State Officials 

The new census will doubtless 
have an impact on the districts of 
elected state officials. 

To zero in on the House of 
Representatives, each of the Hit) of¬ 
ficials on Beacon Hill represents 
about 36,(HK) residents, according to 
the 1975 redistricting. 

State Rep. Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh, for example, serves all of 
Winchester and four precincts in 
Stoneham. If Winchester’s population

drops, he said, the state legislature 
may have to expand the district, in 
order to give him the required popula¬ 
tion base. 

Plus, the state's total population 
.will likely show an increase over the 
1975 total of 5,789,478, surpassing the 
6 million mark, according to David E. 
Sullivan, legal counsel to the state’s 
election division. 

Despite the statewide rise. Win¬ 
chester’s population has dropped 
since its 1976 peak of 23,326. Since 
1979, said Ward, the population has re¬ 
mained about constant at just over 
21 , 000 . 

How To's 

The census form comes pre¬ 
printed with information about each 
household according to 1984’s town 
census. 

The forms should be updated, said 
Ward, according to the residents’ 
names, ages, sexes, occupations and 
dates of birth. There’s also a place to 
indicate the number of dogs in the 
household, she said. 

If the residents have moved within 
the past year, they should cross out 
all the old information on the former 
residents and replace it. 

If the attached envelopes are torn, 
said Ward, residents should return 
the completed form in a regular 
envelope. 

Ward said residents may also 
phone in their data to the Town 
Clerk’s office. 

Also, drop-off boxes for the forms 
will also be placed around town.

Christopher Arnott. son of Peter 
and Eva Arnott of Herrick st. and the 
Artistic Director of Theatricide, a stu¬ 
dent theater company which has 
presented several productions local¬ 
ly, is directing “Beggar On 
Horseback,” a full-length comedy, at 
Tufts University. The play will lx? per¬ 
formed at 8 p.m. on Jan. 31, Feb. 1 
and 2 at the Tufts Arena Theatre on 
Talbot ave. in Medford. 

“Beggar On Horseback,” a rare¬ 
ly performed 1923 comedy by George

undergraduate performers, it is the 
largest production Arnott has yet 
directed, and boasts the biggest cast 
assembled for an arena show this 
year. Producer J.B. Lyon is also 
overseeing a cabaret setup in the lob¬ 
by of the arena, where refreshments 
will be sold and films screened before 
each performance. 

The play concerns the adventures 
of Neil McRae (Robi Polgar), a strug¬ 
gling composer who is offered an end 
to demoralizing hackwork and finan¬ 
cial insecurity by marrying into a 
wealthy business family. His worst 
fears about maintaining his artistic 
integrity in a capitalist, white-collar 
woflcTiiYe'realized in an elaborate 
dream sequence wherein he is led 
through a typical workday at the 
world’s largest Widget manufactur¬ 
ing plant. 

Arnott has emphasized the univer¬ 
sality of the art versus business 
theme by removing the 1920s frame 
and loosely placing the action in “any 
year of prosperity between 1923 and 
1987, in a world without computers.”

ed these communities do not get their 
fair share, based on the cost of pro¬ 
viding services in this area, or the 
available resources or any criterion.’' 

Kraus, it seems, is not alone in 
thinking that the town may not get its 
just dessert when it comes to state 
aid. 

Other local representatives and of¬ 
ficials aren’t so sure the town is get¬ 
ting its fair share. 

“We’re getting penalized because 
we’re a somewhat wealthy communi¬ 
ty,’’ remarked State Rep. Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh on Tuesday. “There are 
other communities, like Stoneham for 
example, that are basically the same 
size as Winchester that are getting 
much more than this town,’’ he said. 

Saltmarsh explained that through 
the state-aid formula, communities 
are rated according to need bv the 


equalized property value of the com¬ 
munity 

That means, he said, that towns 
that have overwhelming numbers of 
expensive homes end up getting less 
local aid. 

“The wealthy communities really 
get hurt,” he said. “As far as the for¬ 
mula goes, we’re a high value com¬ 
munity. That means when it comes 
down to state aid. we get less.” 

Acting Town Manager John Ciar- 
cia agrees. He said on Tuesday that 
he had expected state figures to rise 
somewhat, but that he doesn't con¬ 
sider the approximate $200,000 boost 
as significant. 

“It’s too early for me to assess the 
impact of it," said Ciarcia. "I’m just 
going through the town budget now. 
so it’ hard to be sure of the amount of 
effect it’ll have,” he said. 


Ciarcia explained that the state 
money helps to bolster the local 
budget, stretching dollars to cover 
town expenditures. When town of- 
ficials can anticipate receiving an ap 
proximate amount of state money, 
they can spread their own town 
budget money elsewhere. 

Still. Ciarcia said, the $200,000 or 
so boost won’t make everything rosy. 
“The growth (in state aid) isn't a 
substantial amount. . It’s a long 
way from solving our financial pro¬ 
blems.” 

He said one problem the town will 
have in calculating the new budget is 
that the sewer use fee passed by Town 
Meeting last spring has become a 
regular part of the budget. That 
means that the formerly separate fee 
for sewer use is already built into the 
budget for fiscal 1980. 


“Even if everybody (town depart¬ 
ment heads) level-funded, we’d still 
be facing inflation,” added Ciarcia. 
“The costs keep going up. 

“It’s getting very hard to put 
together a budget these days. With 
Proposition 2‘. it’s not paddable so 
that you can cut out the extras when 
you get in trouble. Now, you’re talk 
ing about cutting jobs and town ser¬ 
vices when you talk about budget 
cuts." 

Other points to observe in the 
$156.5 state plan include: 

An increase of $68,223 in Chapter 70 
aid to education funds 
An increase of $104,919 statewide in 
lottery funds 

A decrease of $14,505 in the state’s 
share of veterans' benefits paid by the 
town. 


Boards Study Plans To Resell Woburn Loop

The Woburn Loop was back on the 
docket again this week, when Select¬ 
men and the Planning Board hashed 
over ideas about reselling the former 
railroad bed. 

The tw’o boards on Monday 
discussed how the town can best resell 
the recently purchased 10 acres of 
railroad bed. 

The town bought the Loop for 
$110,175 from the Mass. Bay 
Transportation Authority in 
December with plans to resell the 
site. 

Now, tow'n officials must decide 
whether to sell the site in parcels to 
abutters or to potential developers. 
First though, Selectmen on Monday 
wanted to set ground rules on which 
board or boards w ould be involved in 


the decision-making. 

At least one Selectman w as oppos¬ 
ed to giving the lead study role to the 
Planning Board. Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Mark A. Lombardi questioned 
the possibility of the two boards 
clashing at Town Meeting when 
residents w'ould vote on sale pro¬ 
posals. 

“Would you disagree with us on 
Tow'n Meeting floor if you like your 
recommendation better than ours?” 
asked Lombardi, speaking to the 
Planning Board. 

Planning Chairman Harry Lind- 
mark responded that “If you’re ask¬ 
ing me if I w'ould disagree with you 
just to disagree, the answer is ‘no.’ I 
can assure you that I w'on’t do that. 

“But if I honestly feel that our pro¬ 
posal is better, then of course I’m go¬ 


ing to say so.” he added. Lindmark 
said he understands the Selectmen 
must weigh the practical aspects of 
a proposal, whereas the Planning 
Board sees it as a matter of effective 
land use. 

Selectmen Lombardi and Michael 
Saracco both said they stand firm 
against selling the property to 
developers. 

“I don’t want to see a big 
developer come in and squeeze out 
the little guy.” said Saracco em¬ 
phatically. lie added that several 
small businesses and residents have 
inquired about the sale, and that those 
people deserve a fair shot 

Planning Board Chairman Lind¬ 
mark said his board “has no 
predisposed idea that there has to be 
some grand development there. 


We’re simply saying that we have an 
opportunity that we have to look in¬ 
to ” 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said “ 
I would expect the Planning Board 
would study this (resale issue) 
anyhow I’d like to think they’d be 
studying this somewhat whether or 
not they were formally part of a com¬ 
mittee.” 

Planning Board member Marion 
Crandall said “What we will consider 
when making recommendations will 
be more than just the dollar issue. 
We’ll be taking into consideration the 
neighborhood and such as well ” 

The boards agreed to study the 
Loop sale options and to com¬ 
municate findings to each other when 
possible. 


Residents Say Summer School Fees Are High

Winchester’s summer school 
courses will cost a bundle this year, 
and there’s no financial aid to help 
parents out with the burden. 

When the School Committee ap¬ 
proved a $90 price tag for each nine- 
week course, several people voiced 
their concern. 

Andrew Allan, the Lynch School 
principal, said the fee is too steep. He 
commented, “At least part of our 
population has found it difficult to 
meet the financial requirements of 
summer school." 

Last year, he said, a group of 
Lynch School teachers raised money 
themselves to send needy kids to 
class. 

Carole Beals of Oneida circle also 
supported the need for financial aid. 
“It seems a shame that a town like 
Winchester can’t afford financial aid 
for school in the summertime. You 


sometimes forget not everybody can 
afford these programs,” she said. 

Remedial writing and reading 
classes can be crucial for kids who 
need to catch up, said Beals. “When 
you’re talking about reading and 
writing, you’re talking about 
somebody’s future," she said. 

Winchester’s course fees are high, 
said summer school director John 
Pirani, because tuition provides its 
sole funding. The program receives 
no financial support from the School 
Committee, the government or 
private agencies, he said. 

As a result, Winchester’s course 
fees remain well above those of all the 
neighboring communities, School 
Committee member Constance 
Papas pointed out. 

Woburn, for example, charges $35 
per course, and Lexington’s classes 
are free.

The lack of outside funding has led 
to other summer school woes. 
Teachers’ salaries are very low, 
relative to programs in neighboring 
communities, and the program has 
suffered staffing problems as a result, 
School Committee members 
reported. 

To make Winchester’s faculty 
salaries more competitive, the Com¬ 
mittee approved a salary hike to 
$1240, or $10.33 an hour. 

And in an effort to boost enroll¬ 
ment, which official said dropped 


sharply last year, new schedules have 
been proposed. 

In the past, secondary school 
students with part-time summer jobs 
were often unable to attend morning 
classes, Pirani said. To accommodate 
those students, this summer’s secon¬ 
dary school classes will begin at 3:30 
p in. or later. 

And, to avoid conflicts with 
Recreation Dept, programs, the 
elementary level classes will meet 
from 10a.m. until 2 p in., rather than 
for the entire morning.

Town Joins Asbestos Lawsuit

For nearly too years, builders 
placed fireproof asbestos insulation in 
Winchester schools to protect the 
lives of children, faculty and staff. 

Since that time, children have 
been menaced by airborne asbestos 
particles that can cause cancer and 
other health problems when inhaled. 

Although the asbestos insulation is 
still present in town schools, officials 
have taken steps to eliminate its 
dangers, and next week they will join 
with communities across the nation to 
sue the Johns Manville Corp., makers 
of asbestos. 

Locally, officials hope to recover 
nearly $7,(XH) spent on the research 
and cleanup program needed to 
render the substance harmless. 

A June 1983 survey found that the 
town had two potential problems: un¬ 
treated asbestos on the boiler room 
ceiling at the Muraco School and 
cracked protective sleeves on 
asbestos-coated pipes at McCall 
Junior High and Muraco. 

"There was a substantial cost dif¬ 
ference between encapsulating the 
material and removing it,” said 
Dominic Serratore, administrator of 
the Department of Public Works. 

Nearly $5,000 was spent to cover 
the asbestos in the Muraco School 
boiler room in 1983, while removal 
might have cost the town $15,000, he 
said. The pipes at Muraco were also 
covered. 

The sealant, a protective chemical 
spray, was guaranteed to last 15 to 20 
years by the manufacturer. Mean¬ 
while, metal coverings were placed 
on pipes in high use areas, according 
to Serratore. Both of these measures 
were designed to prevent deadly 
asbestos particles from filtering into 
the air. 

In order to remove asbestos, a 
plastic cocoon must he created 
around the work area to prevent the 
asbestos particles from escaping as 
the material is scraped from a ceil¬ 
ing or pipe 


Before this scraping takes place, 
a temporary shower room and chang¬ 
ing room for workers must be set up. 
The asbestos must he saturated with 
water and workers are required to 
wear masks to prevent inhalation of 
the carcinogen. 

After removal, the surfaces must 
be washed and wiped, and the 
asbestos has to lie placed in labeled, 
plastic bags to be disposed of at 
designated asbestos disposal sites. 

When a sealant is used, similiar 
precautions are followed. However, 
instead of scraping the material from 
the ceiling, a chemical is sprayed onto 
the surface to help the asbestos 
adhere to the ceiling and keep it from 
being dislodged 

This process has only been used 
for five or six years, and it is not as 
certain a measure as removal, accor¬ 
ding to Paul Hcffernan, regional 
asbestos coordinator for the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
i EPA ) 

Some $50 million has been made 
available nationally through the EPA 
to help schools eliminate asbestos- 
related dangers. Although Serratore 
was unfamiliar with the interest-free 
EPA loans, he said it “could be of use 
if we feel that an area becomes so bad 
that it I the asbestos I warrants 
r e m o v a 1. ’ ’ 

Applications for the funds must he 
submitted to Gov. Michaels. Dukakis 
by Feb. 15. 

Meanwhile, local and state of¬ 
ficials appear to he considering each 
case individually when it comes to 
determining the best cleanup method. 
Most agree removal is the most effec 
tive means, but protective shields are 
also considered adequate. 

“The best solution is removal, hut 
sometimes encapsulating or enclos¬ 
ing it is OK," said Chris Geiger of the 
Massachusetts Office of Occupational 
H y g i e n e. 

“Boiler rooms tend to have 
damaged (problem) asbestos,” Hcf¬ 
fernan said. “We recommend that it 


be maintained rather than removed. 
Just because it is still there doesn't 
mean that it is a hazard .” 

He said that his office recom¬ 
mends this procedure in many in¬ 
stances because high ceilings, 
cluttered by wires and pipes, make 
removing all of the asbestos difficult. 
At Muraco, the ceiling in the boiler 
room is 15 feet above the floor. 

Many officials choose to leave the 
asbestos in place for cost reasons and 
because it is less disruptive to the 
school, Heffernan added. 

“Kncapsulating the asbestos is not 
as good a process as removal.” he 
said “Encapsulating makes the in¬ 
sulation resistant to water, and in the 
event that it has to be removed, that 
process becomes all the more dif¬ 
ficult It is kind of like trying to repair 
a home haircut ’’ 

The asbestos remaining in the 
schools is “not a problem if properly 
covered.” according to Serratore. 

Annual inspections by the Office of 
Occupational Hygiene and “constant 
inspection” by school workers will 
assure that the asbestos remains 
enclosed, he said.

Scout Leader Asks Community Support

sell in your own neighborhood?” It is 
very sad to hear that such terrific 
girls must brace themselves lor an 
unfriendly reception from strangers. 

These older girls are registered 
Girl Scouts, committed to giving ser¬ 
vice whenever it is needed. They pro¬ 
vide capable and willing unpaid 
assistance to the town whenever they 
are aksed. They’ve stuffed envelopes 
for the census and various fund 
raisers; they run an annual blood- 
mobile; they’ve collected clothing for 
ref ugee children; they plan and staff 
townwide Brownie and Junior events 
such as the 6th grade encampment 
and Brownie Play Day ; they assist in 


several Brownie and Junior troops. 

Their program emphasis is less on 
fun and games, and more on service 
,and leadership. It takes a pretty 
special peson to choose to be an older 
scout. 

Girl Scout troops are self- 
supporting, with weekly dues kept 
very low to assure that no one is left 
out for financial reasons. The major 
fund raiser for troop activities is the 
cookie sale. 

Older girls can plan more am- 
’ bilious trips, and, oducational ac¬ 
tivities, but unless the troop treasurey 
can cover the cost, individual parents 
must decide whether or not their child 
can afford to participate. 

Troops also try to provide finan¬ 
cial support to members chosen to at¬ 
tend national and international Wider 
Opportunities. 

Individual girls rececivea 10-cent 
credit towards summer camp fees for 
every box sold. As a parent of two 
girls who earn about $20 each, I cer¬ 
tainly appreciate this. In our 


neighborhood there are at least six 
other scouts, including two sets of 
sisters. How cay they all sell those 
hundreds of cookies in their own 
neighborhod? 

Some neighborhoods have no 
scouts, and some scouts do not try to 
cover everyone in their area. I’ve 
observed that girls of all ages follow 
an informal honor system, keeping 
out of areas where they know others 
have a better “right” to sell, as least 
until the sale is nearly over. 

Selling cookies is hard work for.- 
girls of any age. I hope everyone will 
be supportive and friendly to those 
who are trying so hard to help their 
parents, troops, and council, especial¬ 
ly the cadettes and seniors. 

Those of us who work with them 
are very proud to know them.

Skating: Real Life Theater-In-The-Round

I took a slew of kids roller¬ 
skating recently, to celebrate 
a birthday. 

Now I personally hadn’t 
been on the teensy wheels 
since my age came in single 
digits. 

I was a disciple of J.D. Sal¬ 
inger in the teen years, and 
measured my actions accor¬ 
ding to the principles laid 
down in “The Catcher in the 
Rye.” I listened to folk music 
and ironed by hair and kept a 
sharp eye out for anything 
that might be considered 
phony. Rollerskating was 
definitely phony, I thought. In 
any case, I gave it a wide 
berth. 

Last week I found out how 
wrong I’d been. Not only is 
rollerskating not phony; it’s 
frighteningly genuine. 

Rollerskating has 
everything, I learned: action; 
drama; tears; and flesh- 
wounds. 

We lived several lifetimes 
in our two hours at the 


rollaway. We experienced 
every human emotion. 

The kids loved it, mostly. 
After the initial 15-minute 
period spent lacing them into 
their skates, they were off and 
rolling. They never stopped 
the whole time; they didn’t 
knpw how to. 

One little boy began with a 
style all his own; it consisted 
of wild and uncontrollable 
flailing. He looked like a wind¬ 
mill wobbling down the rink. 
Then too, he’s tall for his age 
and as thin as Dental Floss. 
Watching him, you imagined 
a tower built of Tinker Toys 
blurring by you. Knees and 
elbows were all you saw; 
hysterical yips were all you 
heard. 

A second youngster never 
lifted a wheel off the floor; he 
glided from section to section 
of the handrail holding on for 
dear life, skates hugging the 
floor like moonshoes, a two- 
legged magnet skimming the 
surface of an invisible 
refrigerator. 


Though most of us were 
over 8, a few in our party fell 
short of that age by a good 
several years. To a man, 
these three took one look 
around and pulled out their 
thumbs. They knew they’d be 
needing them. They skated 
warily, plug-mouthed and 
sucking. 

And within minutes, the 
action had begun. 

A knee got skated on, tur¬ 
ning blue and nasty-looking. 
Some fingers were run over 
shortly after that. One child 
slammed into the guardrail 
with such velocity that she 
spun around on it head over 
heels, like a roll of toilet paper 
whapped into joyful unravels 
by an exuberant 10-year-old. 

Spontaneous collapses 
were occurring all around us. 
What’s great about skating is 
the large dose of the unpredic¬ 
table with which such col¬ 
lapses occur. One minute 
you’re standing there, looking 
tall and, you hope, compe¬ 
tent; the next you’re flat on 


your back, with no clear idea 
how you got there. 

Your legs shoot out sud¬ 
denly from beneath you. For 
a protracted half-second, your 
lower body is crumbling hor¬ 
ribly while your upper half 
subsides in a slow curtsy 
toward the floor. Watching 
members of our party ex¬ 
perience this, I was reminded 
of buildings being demolished 
by explosives; when it hap¬ 
pened to me, the final 
moments of the old Hotel 
Madison came especially to 
mind. 

Blood flowed abundantly; 
ice packs were wheedled out 
of the folks at the refreshment 
stand; cries and theatrical 
moans filled the humming 
air. 

One guest fell on her 
mouth, biting her lip clean 
through from the inside. It 
began to protrude, like the bill 
of a platypus. Care was exer¬ 
cised to keep her way away 
from mirrors. 


The thumb suckers had 
banded together, meanwhile, 
abandoning their digits for the 
comfort of one another’s 
clasp. They skated in a shaky 
row, small hands clinging 
together. And when they fell, 
as they did every 15 feet, it 
was like watching a ship¬ 
wreck in slow motion: they 
capsized, floundered and 
finally sank. 

The crowd circled, all the 
while, oblivious to the spec¬ 
tacle we made; the music 
boomed; and the great silver 
ball wheeled above us, casting 
shards of colored light on our 
wreckage. 

By the end of two hours, 
we had had our money’s 
worth. Every muscle had 
been wrenched and evety 
shriek shrieked. We limped to 
the rink’s periphery, the 
Spirit of ’76 on wheels. 

The party was a success; 
the kids fell asleep in the car. 

And I found out what I’d 
been missing all these years.

Portraitist Mary Jacobs 
Captures Their Secrets

Portraitist Mary Waters 
Jacobs has an eye for people’s 
true colors. 

She can transform a 
primitive black and white 
snapshot into a vibrant pastel 
portrait, capturing a person 
trait for trait. 

“I think my particular 
talent lies in the fact that I can 
sense the person out from a 
poor photograph,” she says. 
‘‘I know what’s going on.” 

Even without meeting 
someone, she says, she can 
get a good likeness. 

And, she maintains, “I 
have succeeded from some 
pretty miserable, tiny, weeny 
photographs.” 

Jacobs’ portraits are flat¬ 
tering without being 
unrealistic. “If I’m doing an 
adult,” says the artist, “I aim 
at that adult seeing himself in 
his favorite mirror. 

“I like to bring out the 
quality which they think they 
have,” she adds. 

Flattery aside, she says, 
“you have got to be accurate. 


more traditional artists. “I 
like Mary Cassatt,” says 
Jacobs. “I like some of tin* 
masters, Vermeer, Rem¬ 
brandt, some of the Dutch 
painters. I like the Old 
Masters, yes. 

“I feel very safe with my 
portrait work,” she confesses. 
“Ido pretty conservative peo¬ 
ple.” 

And, she said, “it’s nice to 
know that people always want 
portraits,” regardless of con¬ 
temporary trends. 

Jacobs concentrates on 
local commissions, from 
school superintendents to tod¬ 
dlers. She’s done so many 
Winchester faces she’s lost 
count. “I’ve done an awful 
lot,” she says. 

As a fledgling portraitist, 
Jacobs worked from sitting 
models. There were 
drawbacks, she said. The sub¬ 
jects would “sit there 45 
minutes and then they’d fall 
asleep.” 

Polaroid camaras allowed 
her the freedom to snap the 
person and then work at home 
at her leisure, free from the 


Jacobs dislikes abstract art. “I 
don’t like eyes up in this cor¬ 
ner and a nose up in that cor¬ 
ner and a mouth over here,” 
she says. 


There is no kidding around.” 
The proportions must be true- 
to-life, and, she says, “the im¬ 
portant thing is to get the ex¬ 
act eye color.” 

She herself is as bold and 
colorful as her pastels, with 
her white hair, bright pink 
lipstick and clear green eyes. 
She is flashy, funny and 
speaks with a husky and ex¬ 
pressive voice. 

Still, she says, “I wish I 
was more flamboyant. 

“I’m very conscious of 
myself as a person,” says 
Jacobs. “I love make-up. I try 
to make myself as pleasant a 
person as I can.” 

In art as in her personal 
appearance, Jacobs strives to 
please the eye, not provoke it. 
As for modern art — be it 
Picasso, cubism, abstract art 
— “I hate it,” Jacobs avows. 
“I don’t see the sense of it if 
it isn’t pleasant. 

“I’m vehement about 
that,” she states “and the fact 
that all those museum people 
talk about (modern art] ir¬ 
ritates me to no end. 

“I don’t like eyes up in this 
corner and a nose up in that 
corner and a mouth over 
there,” Jacobs says, 
sketching the disjointed por¬ 
trait in the air. 

Her taste runs instead to 


demands of the sitters. 

And the black and white 
shots, she says, give her 
leeway “to fool around with 
color.” A color photo often 
distorts true colors, explains 
Jacobs, pushing them all 
toward the pink end of the 
spectrum in one case, the blue 
in another. 

Now, she says, “I take a 
picture of little Johnny with 
my black and white 
Polaroid,” and when the por¬ 
trait is complete, she says, ‘‘ I 
never have anybody say T 
don’t like it.’ ” 

As a young girl, it was a 
movie star who inspired her 
first work. “When I was lit¬ 
tle,” she says, “the very first 
recollection I have of drawing 
is Shirley Temple. I did it 
from memory. I came home 
and I had to draw her face.” 

There she sat, Jacobs 
describes, with a little pad, 
“flipping over the pages, try¬ 
ing to get her likeness,” she 
said. 

She did, of course, outgrow 
Shirley Temple. But her devo¬ 
tion to art continued. When 
she reached her 20s, Jacobs 
enrolled in the Scott Carbee 
School of Art in Boston, where 
she learned portraiture and 
met her husband, Ralph. He 


eventually gave up his art for 
business. 

But Jacobs herself had 
dual priorities She stuck to 
her art, and she also raised 
five children. 

“I’m GO now. When I was a 
young girl, the emphasis was 
on getting married and hav¬ 
ing a family,” says Jacobs. 

“11 I lived today, maybe 
I’d be living with some guy 
somewhere, in a garret, doing 
my thing.” 

Yet, thanks to her hus¬ 
band, says Jacobs, she didn't 
have to sacrifice her art to 
household drudgery. 

“My house is a mess, but 
I have a very understanding 
husband who doesn’t give a 
damn,” she says I couldn’t 
have done what I’ve done if I 
had to worry about the house 
or the entertainment or 
travel.” 

And the hours she has 
spent amid her snapshots and 
pastels have “filled a big 
void,” she affirms. 

“What I have discovered 
about artwork is that it’s your 
friend,” says the artist. “You 
cannot always depend on 
other people to be your source 
of entertainment.” 

Working on a portrait is 
very satisfying. “You’d be 
surprised,” she says. “It’s 
better than a lot of things. 
Sometimes it’s better than go 
ing out with the girls. 
Sometimes it’s better than go¬ 
ing to a party. 

“You just never hear the 
clock when you’re doing a 
portrait.” says the artist. “I 
haven’t gotten bored with it 
yet.”

as expected. And as oil prices drop, 
tipping fees will rise 

When the NKSWC communities 
made their final commitments to the 
project in 1983. projections were that 
the plant would earn $l(> million a 
year in electricity sales, and tipping 
fees would be under $15 a ton. 

The most hopeful estimates right 
now are tipping fees at about $19 a ton 
next year: if oil prices keep dropping, 
as some experts believe they may. 
that fee could go to $30 a Ion, or 
higher. 

‘Who could have predicted this?” 
asks Arlington's Town Manager 
Donald Marquis. “Back in 1978. when 
we were negotiating this contract, 
they were saying. ‘Watch out about 
the price of oil. 

“We had projected oil costs going 
up 8 percent to 10 percent a year.” 
Marquis explains. ‘ When you look at 
the oil market today much lower 
than we projected it doesn't take 
long to count up to millions of dollars 
I in lost revenues I” 

The financial crunch is a serious 
concern, officials say, but it's not 
enough to turn the towns aside from 
their innovative project. 

It's not working out exactly as we 
anticipated." Marquis acknowledges. 

And we’re looking for some help 
from the state for the first five years. 

But if we had to start all over 
again, we’d make the same deci¬ 
sions,'' Marquis adds. “This plant 
makes a lot of sense: it s going to help 
the environment, protect the ground- 
water, reduce the amount of landfill 
we use.” 

The NESWC towns have asked the 
governor to restructure the 20-year 
debt, to make the first five years’ 
finances easier. 

They are also trying to renegotiate 
their deal with New Fngland Power, 
to get them to pay dollar lor dollar 
what it would cost them to produce 
the same power with oil. 

i A 1979 law says utilities must buy 
excess power produced by smaller 
generators; it does not set the rates 
the utilities must pay.» 

So far, New England Power isn’t 
willing to renegotiate, Marquis says. 

The NESWC communities also 
hope to market the sterile ash as a 
substitute for gravel in road building. 


if state officials approve experiments 
now being conducted. 

But even if costs remain high, of¬ 
ficials say, the main reason for the 
NESWC project is setting up an en¬ 
vironmentally sound, dependable way 
of handling their trash a daily fact 
of life that is getting harder to deal 
with. 

•Solid waste disposal costs are go 
mg up dramatically for everyone, no 
matter what options you have, 
because the state is closing up land 
fills, and no one wants a new one near 
them,” says Peter Castenino, Bel¬ 
mont’s representative to the NESW(' 
advisory committee. 

“Our costs may he higher than ex¬ 
pected, but we’ll still have an en 
vironmentally sound landfill for the 
next 20 years,” he says. 

“Although the cost increases are 
putting all of as in a financial squeeze, 
it's important to have a place to 
dump, and the NESWC dump is one 
of the few landfills in eastern 
Massachusetts sanctified by the 
EPA, ' points out Sally Kincaid. Win¬ 
chester's NESWC representative. 

“The drop in the price of oil was 
unexpected, hut we’re negotiating 
with the state for some relief,” Kin¬ 
caid adds hopefully. “And having a 
place to dump for the next 20 years is 
like gold in the bank." 

The guaranteed place to dump has 
already come in handy for Arlington. 

Last June, the town had only two 
hours’ notice that the state was shut 
ting down the privately run Billerica 
dump the town was using. As a 
NESWC member, Arlington was able 
to shift its trash to the Peabody dump 
the very next day. Other non-NESWC 
communities using the Billerica land¬ 
fill were left to scramble for a new 
place to lake their trash. 

The communities hope the Gover¬ 
nor will understand their plight, and 
come up with some financial 
assistance, the officials say. 

But even if they end up paying $19 
to $30 a ton, that will he less than the 
going commercial rate, says Arl¬ 
ington's purchasing manager John 
Bowler. 

“We may have to go to the 
mid-$30s, even higher, in the next few 
years,” Bowler observes. “But even¬ 
tually, this will lie the only game in

II cost the town about $313,403 just 
to hire BFI to haul and dispose of the 
trash, the firm gets $21.50a ton. The 
balance of the town's sanitation 
budget pn\> for operation Of the 
transfer station. 

“We’ve had a transfer station for 
a number of years.” says Sally Kin¬ 
caid, a I own Meeting member who 
has been the town s representative to 
the Northcn »t Solid Wastes Commit 
tee (NESW i ’»for several years “We 
used to send our trash to Tewksbury, 
but now BFI is trucking it to Peabody 
through the NESWC agreement.” 

The town's contract with BFI will 
continue through November 1980, ac¬ 
cording to Serratore. 

But once the NESWC plant in 
North Andover opens. Serratore says, 
BFI will he paid $10.50 a ton for haul¬ 
ing only, and the town will pay 
NESWC a tipping fee of from $17 to

Runner’s Level Of Passion, 
Not Interest, Key To Track

At the orientation meeting for this 
season’s Winchester High School 
track and field program, I was ap¬ 
proached by a prospective middle 
distance runner who asked me what 
reasons 1 could give him for par¬ 
ticipating in this year’s program. I’ve 
never had the ability or the desire to 
talk someone into something, but I did 
relate to him why 1 am involved as 
both athlete and coach. 

To participate in track and field is 
to experience an awareness. An ex¬ 
perience of which is no more 
liberating, no purer and no more 
heroic in nature. It is more than a 
series of long and short races, jump¬ 
ing hurdles and participating on a 
relay team It is intensity 

The intensity of each competitor 
without the assistance of protective 
pads, special equipment, a net, rac¬ 
quet or ball. Brute strength and raw' 
power are not a prerequisite as much 
as courage, discipline and the will¬ 
ingness to put forth one’s entire self 
and give every last bit of themselves. 

Running, jumping and throwing 
are not artificial activities; it is with 
out a doubt the most natural of all 
athletic endeavors. Any serious com¬ 


petitor, regardless of ability or 
challenge is well aware of the dedica¬ 
tion and hardwork their sport re¬ 
quires. 

But in terms of what the athlete 
gives to track in hard work, dedica¬ 
tion and self-discipline, and what is 
received in return, track stands se¬ 
cond to none It is one challenging in¬ 
terval workout after another, weight 
training after a hard five miles on the 
road, it is the understanding of the 
humility in victory and the cause for 
celebration in defeat 

This cold blooded and faceless 
master of the oval has a spirit a 
spirit that transcends it above other 
athletic pursuits. It is the knowledge 
that each competitor, boy, girl or 
coach gives that hard to define in¬ 
tangible something to her or his op¬ 
ponents. And that "something” flows 
from the heart. There may be that 
competitive school rivalry or in¬ 
dividual anxiety, for w’ithout which, 
would make a track meet a little more 
exciting than an intramural activity. 
But once a winner has lx*en proclaim¬ 
ed by her or his singular effort and the 
effort from each competitor, once the 
athlete has done all that can be done 
on that day, the hearts and souls of 


those who have competed, victor or 
not, are filled with the self-satisfying 
realization that the best has been 
achieved. 

Track offers in the way of tangible 
rewards very little. After all, their 
story is only one first place. But in 
those intangibles, it is rich with gold 
- gold far more precious than the 
pendant that is the prize possession of 
all w'ho succeed at the Olympics. To 
participate in the Winchester track 
program is to w'ork, grow and learn 
and thus become part of life’s com¬ 
petitive cycle. 

As athlete-coach I would never 
degrade the purity of track and field 
at any competitive level by measur¬ 
ing success from the won-loss column. 
Statistics, records and awards are all 
too often myopic with more focus than 
scope reflecting only the result and 
not the process. 

I never promised a winning season 
or championship year because I chose 
not to lead my boys and girls down 
that well traveled and narrow road 
that offers little for the individual. 
Rather, I took the Winchester team 
down a never-ending and wide road 
abundant in opnortunitv for personal 
growth and building self confidence. 


As a result, my athletes are a lit¬ 
tle stronger, a little wiser and a whole 
lot more developed in character, in¬ 
tegrity and in person. The Winchester 
High School track team can best be 
described in the words of Teddy 
Roosevelt: 

"The real winners are not the 
trophy takers but those mired in 
sweat, tears and blood, who strive 
forth but continually come up short, 
who know disappointment and 
frustration, but also know that they 
gave totally of themselves in the ef¬ 
fort.” 

Incidentally, the prospective stu¬ 
dent I mentioned at the start of this 
article decided to join the team and 
is doing quite well. He has not regret¬ 
ted his decision

This is particularly significant 
since the 19H2 survey concluded that 
42 students “either are alcoholics or 
will become alcoholics 

“Possibly 50 to GO percent of the 
juniors and seniors drink on a regular 
basis, moaning weekend parties.” 
Benton says 

“It is readily available It is mood 
alterable.” Walsh adds There is a 
lot of pressure on kids 

“We only have them for seven 
hours,” Mitsakos says “They are oUt 
for 17.” 

The trend away from drinking in 
school and toward drinking outside 
the building may continue to intensify 
due to a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision that allows school officials to 
search students for drugs 

Under the ruling, officials can 
search lockers in which they have 
reason to believe drugs arc hidden. 
On Jan. 17. two days after the ruling. 
Fitchburg police searched a student s 
locker and confiscated a small packet 
of suspected cocaine. 

Walsh says this ruling might 
“have some impact” in the high 
school, but that it is “up to the ad¬ 
ministration” how it might be ad¬ 
ministered. 

While he feels that these searches 
might be useful tools against drug use 
in Winchester schools. Walsh feels 
that searches might be a difficult 
policy in practice. 

"Realistically, they I teachers I are 
afraid that their relationship with the 
student or students as a whole will be 
hurt,” Walsh says. “They fear 
harassment, especially if they are not 
right. They fear parental reaction, 
especially if they are wrong.” 

"I’m not a cop.” he adds,"and 
neither are they.” 


The Supreme Court decision 
"wouldn’t make any difference” to 
school policy. Mitsakos says. Never¬ 
theless. the ruling is to be discussed 
at an administrative meeting with 
school principals who have the 
responsibility of determining if a 
locker should be searched 

The Supreme Court ruling 
“reflects what our approach is and 
has been.” he concludes. 

“Even the more frequent drug 
users at the high school arc not heavy 
carriers.” says John Pirani, a teacher 
in the Assistance for Individualized 
Development < AID) program at the 
high school. “You’re not likely to open 
a locker and find a pound of mari¬ 
juana. . . You're more likely to 
find a few joints.” 

Many students in his program 
developed for those who have 
academic difficulties and need a more 
structured disciplinary system 
combine substance abuse and truan¬ 
cy. he says. 

Because of its “availability and 
price.” alcohol is the most seriously 
abused substance in Winchester 
schools, Pirani says, agreeing with 
the concensus of interviewed officials. 

Marijuana is the next most com¬ 
monly used drug, while cocaine is 
“overrated in the popular press,” 
Pirani adds. 

Walsh says cocaine is not the most 
commonly used drug at the local high 
school because of price and 
availability factors, but it is becom¬ 
ing more common there. 

Although there has never been a 
more worrisome period for those con¬ 
cerned with substance abuse among 
youth, the Winchester School Dept, 
has seen positive signs that some of 
its programs are working. They are 
effective at limiting the abuse, they 
say, if not the use of alcohol and 
drugs. 

The peer counseling program at 
the high school is the most important

program that the school offers, 
according to Mitsakos. 

In this program, certain juniors 
and seniors are trained about the 
dangers of substance abuse and how 
to communicate these dangers to 
younger students. 

Guest speakers and other pro¬ 
grams complement the trainers, pro¬ 
viding students with facts rather than 
half-truths and rumors. 

After the 20 two-hour sessions, 
students go to McCall Junior High 
School and the elementary schools to 
share their knowledge with the 
younger classes there. 

A different type of program is run 
at the high school. Each of these peer 
counseling programs lasts for a one- 
week period. 

“Kids will listen to kids before they 
will listen to teachers,” Benton says. 

While it has not stopped all 
students from using drugs and 
alcohol, the program’s educational ef¬ 
fects make the teenagers more 
responsible users, according to 
Walsh. 

“It has not changed their habits,” 
he says, “but they are no longer 
drinking just for the sake of doing it. 
A lot of them will tell you that one stu¬ 
dent will refrain from drinking or only 
have one or two drinks. He then 
becomes the driver for the rest.” 

Often, students with drinking or 


drug-related problems will seek help 

from one of the three advisors to the 
program. 

"People see us as a resource,” 
Benton says. 

The program is popular with 
students. This year’s group numbers 
110, a jump from the previous years’ 
average of 40 to 50 volunteers. 

Some officials attribute the in¬ 
creased enrollment to the fact that 
this year’s junior class was the first 
sixth grade to be taught by peer 
counselors when the program began 
five years ago. 

Since this represents almost nine 
percent of the school population and 
more than 15 percent of eligible 
students, it seems that the teenagers 
feel the program is worthwhile. 

Another weapon used by Win¬ 
chester schools to fight drug use is its 
disciplinary code. 

"We won’t tolerate people who 
break the law,” Mitsakos says. 

The department’s “strong 
disciplinary program” — involving 
suspensions, police involvement, and 
psychological screenings — are not 
called upon often” because drug use 
in the school is seldom evident, 
according to Mitsakos. 

He says that there are no formal 
lines of communication between the 
police and the schools concerning 
drug and alcohol use. 


“I’m not sure the communication 
is formal,” Mitsakos says, “like send¬ 
ing a memo, but picking up the phone 
is likely .” 

Innovations such as a “legitimate 
substance abuse counselor” and a 
health education program in the 
physical education department for all 
grades < proposed for Septeml>er 198G) 
would be positive steps, Walsh says. 

However, school officials stress 
that they can only do so much, and 
some of the responsibility is a stu¬ 
dent’s parents. 

For instance, one of the explana¬ 
tions the peer counselors use about 
the drinking age is that adult bodies 
have stopped growing, and they can 
therefore judge alcohol’s effects bet¬ 
ter than teenagers. A parent-thrown 
party before the senior semi-formal 
can destrol that rationale. 

“It is frustrating.” Walsh says, “to 
put time and effort in and have 
parents throw it down the tubes with 
one big party before the prom.” 

“It is important,” Mitsakos 
stresses, "that parents don’t try to 
force adult habits on them 
I teenagers I, like having a cocktail 
before a dance. It might be cute and 
fun. but it is illegal for one thing.” 

Parents “like to deny that pro¬ 
blems exist” or that it is something 
other parents allow to happen also, 
according to Walsh. 

“They say ‘Mrs. Smith allows her 
kids to do it.’ ” Walsh says, “ ‘so why 
pick on me’?” 

"Parents are aware that their kids 
experiment,” Pirani says, “but they 
aren’t aware of the extent of that ex¬ 
perimentation. 

“One of the common themes in 
kids who are substance abusers,” he 
adds, "is that they lead a kind of dou¬ 
ble life. . . . I wish parents would talk 
to each other. They don’t for fear of 
seeming not to trust their kid. 

Kids depend on the fact that parents 
don’t talk.”

Pirani suggests that if a child is 
planning to sleep over at a friend’s 
house or go to a party there, the 
parent might call first and offer to 
help with the food or in some other 
way. This also ascertains the truth of 
the child’s statement. 

However, many parents feel that 
they have no need to be concerned. 
Walsh has lx*en frustrated by the poor 
attendance at two programs run for 
parents this year. About 10 adults 
showed up at each because of 
"apathy” and the parents’ fear that 
others will assume their child has a 
problem, according to Walsh. 

He believes that parents "need 
support,” perhaps from the town’s 
clergy, because this is as difficult a 
subject for many of them to deal with 
as teenage sexuality. 

Finally, better communication 
between parent and child is essential, 
as substance abuse is often a symp¬ 
tom of family problems, rather than 
simply a problem in itself. 

Pirani tells the story of one troubl¬ 
ed youth at the high school who has 
a circle of friends of between six to 12 
boys. 

'This boy mentioned one day that 
he hadn’t talked with his father in 
several years. When asked if he 
believed himself unusual, he shook his 
head from side to side. 

“No guys I know talk to their 
dads,” he answered. 



The School Committee gave a 
preliminary report on proposed 
graduation requirements for Win¬ 
chester High School, which would 
become effective for the class of 1989. 

There was virtuallly no discussion 
about the plan at the Tuesday board 
meeting. 

For Supt. Charles Mitsakos, who 
backs the plan, the absence of argu¬ 
ment seemed to be a positive sign. 
“Based on what you heard tonight, it 
seems there is support for it < the pro¬ 
posal),” he said. 

“After a second reading. I assume 
it will be enacted,” the superintendent 
added. 

If passed, the new high school 
graduation requirements would be as 
follows: 

• One hundred credits of work in 
Grades 9 through 12 

• A lull year of English each year 
in Grades 9 through 12, including the 
Writing Lab in Grade 10. 

• A two-year required sequence in 
American, European and Global 
History. With the approval of the 
Director of Social Studies, advanced 
placement United States History may 
replace the second year of the se¬ 
quence. 

• Two years of mathematics; two 
years of science, one in Biology and 
one in a physical science; and four 
years of physical education. 

• One year either of fine or applied 
arts. 

• Achievement of minimum com¬ 
petency in reading, writing, 
mathematics, and listening, as 
measured in the Basic Skills Im¬ 
provement Testing Program.

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Convenient Eating Can Be Healthful

The person who first coined the 
phrase, “You are what you eat,” 
was certainly using his noodle. 
And at a time when health-con¬ 
scious adults are examining the 
labels on every box or jar of food 
they purchase with a watchful eye 
toward ingredients that may be 
hazardous to good health and nu¬ 
trition. this adage obviously is 
having more of an impact on 
today’s society than ever before. 

Weigh this concern against the 
proliferation in recent years of 
single-person and two-income 
households — households with less 
time to cook — and a significant 
problem emerges: How to get nec¬ 
essary nutritional benefits from 
foods without the trouble of pre¬ 
paring a meal from scratch or the 
expense of dining out. 

The solution for millions of 
Americans has been convenience 
foods, including canned and frozen 
items, returning hours of discre¬ 
tionary time to today’s consumers 
and taking the guesswork out of 
portion control. But let the buyer 


beware: quick and easy is not nec¬ 
essarily the most healthful. 

According to Benjamin Ta- 
batchnick, president of Tabatch- 
nick’s all-natural frozen soup, 
freezing is one of the least-de¬ 
structive methods of food preser¬ 
vation. 

The freezing process itself has 
little effect on nutrients. Some vi¬ 
tamins can be lost, however, in 
processing steps that occur before 
freezing, such as washing and slic¬ 
ing, according to the American 
Council on Science and Health. 

However, most nutrients are 
hardy substances. Proteins, car¬ 
bohydrates, fats, minerals and 
some vitamins will survive most 
processing procedures. A few vita¬ 
mins, particularly vitamin C and 
thiamin, are more sensitive. They 
can be destroyed in processing, 
particularly if the food is heated 
(as in canning). 

To put these losses into perspec¬ 
tive, it’s important to remember 
that nutrients also are lost from 
unprocessed foods during storage 
and preparation. All “fresh” foods 
are not equally fresh. 

"When buying fresh produce 


and fish, you’re buying foods days 
after they’ve been harvested," Ta- 
batchnick says. “Modern transpor¬ 
tation notwithstanding, the con¬ 
sumer generally has no idea how 
long it has taken fresh food to get

And, the ACSH says, vitamins 
are lost far more rapidly at tem¬ 
peratures above freezing. Fresh 
broccoli and leafy green vegeta¬ 
bles lose half their vitamin C in 


five days in the refrigerator. 
Fresh spinach loses half its vita¬ 
min C in two days at 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

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Arthritic’s Road 
To Independence

Encouragement from 1 shows, 
books and magazines to “go the 
extra mile” and “feel the turn” 
while exercising may be just what 
some health-minded people need 
to keep them moving along their 
road to fitness. 

For arthritics, however, that ad¬ 
vice can be deadly, says physical 
therapist Steve Crites. 

But appropriate forms and 
amounts of exercise are beneficial 
to the arthritic, he says. Dr. Fred 
Robertson of the Levi Arthritis 
Hospital in Hot Springs, Ark., 
agrees. 

"The patient who approaches 
exercise realistically and rational¬ 
ly, and does the prescribed pro¬ 
gram of exercises, should main¬ 
tain adequate range of motion in 
his joints and acceptable muscle 
strength," Robertson says. 

“Those who don’t take exercise 
seriously and who refuse to do 
those (exercises) prescribed for 
their particular needs will likely 
lose some degree of functioning,” 
says Crites, director of physical 
therapy at Levi. 

He cautions, however, that "the 
guys on those TV talk shows talk 
arthritics into doing too many ex¬ 
ercises. The person with arthritis 
will feel worse and won’t realize 
why he feels worse because he’s 
led to believe that those exercises 
are good for everybody. 

“Those exercises are designed 
for much repetition to burn off 
calories and to slim the waist, and 
too many repetitions and too 
strenuous an exercise can cause 
deterioration of the joints in an 
arthritic,” he says. 

Crites also urges arthritics to 
stay away from health clubs until 
they check with their therapist. 

The machinery and the camara¬ 
derie may lead to overuse of 
joints. 

Family massage in which a rel¬ 
ative pounds away at muscles and 
stretches joints can prove harm¬ 
ful, too. Proper massage requires 
special training. 

But the family of an arthritic 
can help. 

They can help apply hot packs 
or assist the arthritic into a hot 
tub. They can help him get into 
position to perform his exercises.

Family members also can par¬ 
ticipate in the exercise if their 
physician agrees to the idea. Most 
of the exercises are good general, 
stretching, warm-up types of exer¬ 
cises that are beneficial even to 
the non-arthritic. 

No reversal of existing joint 
damage or deformities is likely 
for the arthritic, but exercise 
along with medical control of the 
condition may prevent or slow 
down additional damage. 

To prove as beneficial as possi¬ 
ble, exercises should be performed 
at the same time every day so the 
experience will become a habit. 

Stopping on bad days ordinarily 
will make it even more difficult to 
perform the exercises on good 
days. 

Much of the time, the arthritic 
will require pain relief before he 
or she can exercise. The relief 
may come from medication, hot 
baths, heating pads or ice applica¬ 
tions. 

“It’s impossible for the exercise 
to be absolutely pain free," Rob¬ 
ertson says. “But at the same 
time, the exercise should not 
cause excruciating pain. No one 
should deliberately cause himself 
severe pain, but stopping a given 
exercise short of some pain proba¬ 
bly means the person is not get¬ 
ting maximum benefit." 

Severe pain that does not stop 
when an exercise ends suggests a 
problem. If an exercise contrib¬ 
utes to inflammation, then it’s ei¬ 
ther performed incorrectly or too 
many times. 

The sure test of the effective¬ 
ness of an exercise program is im¬ 
provement. If there is no notice¬ 
able improvement over a period 
of time, then there is a problem 
with the exercise. 

Each person with arthritis also 
should have a professional evalu¬ 
ate the exercise program at regu¬ 
lar intervals to ensure that the 
program is still correct for his 
changing condition.

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Choice Of Diet Can Reduce Illness

Can diet really help alleviate 
some common illnesses? 

Yes, according to government 
researchers and other medical in¬ 
vestigators. 

Clinical studies reveal that 
proper nutrition can prevent and 
curb such diseases as herpes, os¬ 
teoporosis, heart attack, high 
blood pressure, stroke, diabetes 
and hypoglycemia. 

Here are advances in the nutri¬ 
tional treatment of these diseases, 
selected by Francine Prince, a 
best-selling author on eating and 
cooking for better health. 

Herpes. Both herpes simplex I, 
which causes cold sores, blisters 
and skin eruptions, and herpes 
simplex II, which attacks the geni¬ 
tals, have been treated successful¬ 
ly with a diet rich in lysine and 
low in arginine, augmented with 
L-lysine supplements. 

Drs. Christopher Kagan, Rich¬ 
ard Griffith and Arthur Norins, 
conducting research at the Indi¬ 
ana School of Medicine, discov¬ 
ered that the herpes virus grows 
rapidly in the presence of arginine 


but is inhibited by lysine. 

Lysine is an essential amino 
acid found in substantial quanti¬ 
ties in everyday foods like fresh 
and canned fish, seafood, chicken, 
turkey, egg whites, potatoes, low- 
fat milk, yogurt and cheese. 

Arginine, which is to be avoided, 
is a non-essential amino acid pres¬ 
ent in chocolate, nuts and seeds, 
processed cheese, most grains, 
canned peas and beans and red 
wine. 

Osteoporosis. Almost epidemic 
among older women, this weak¬ 
ened condition of the bones results 
in millions of bone fractures and 
tens of thousands of deaths each 
year. 

The cause, according to Dr. 
Morris Notelovitz, author of a 
book on this subject, is a diet defi¬ 
cient in the mineral calcium. 

High-calcium foods to coun¬ 
teract this disease include low-fat 
milk, yogurt and cottage cheese, 
canned salmon, shrimp, oysters, 
tofu and dark-green leafy vegeta¬ 
bles. 

Heart Attack. A federally spon¬ 
sored 10-year study recently con¬ 
firmed that lowering intake of 
cholesterol-rich foods may help 


prevent heart attack. 

For every 1 percent reduction 
in blood cholesterol, the rate of 
coronary heart disease declined 2 
percent, the study revealed. 

Cholesterol, a waxy alcohol, is a 
dominant component of egg yolks, 
red meat, organ meats (such as 
brains and kidneys), cream and 
whole milk and their products, 
commercial baked goods and ani¬ 
mal fats. 

There is no cholesterol in vege¬ 
tables, fruits, seeds, grains and 
vegetable oils. 

Diabetes. A breakthrough in the 
treatment of adult-onset diabetes 
by Dr. James W. Anderson, profes¬ 
sor of medicine and clinical nutri¬ 
tion at the University of Kentucky, 
features a high-fiber diet. 

This diet enables his patients to 
control blood sugar levels better 
and thereby reduce or eliminate 
the need for insulin. Diabetes is 
characterized by high blood sugar 
levels. 

A high-fiber diet also lowers the 
level of blood cholesterol and 
fights obesity, Anderson reports. 

Fiber — the roughage in plant 
foods — is particularly high in ap¬ 
ples, asparagus, cooked beans

berries, broccoli, corn, dried figs, 
lentils, popcorn, rye wafers and 
winter squash. High-fiber bran, a 
diabetes fighter, does not lower 
cholesterol levels. 

Hypoglycemia. An anti-diabetes 
diet like Anderson’s also can help 
sufferers from low blood sugar, 
hypoglycemia, by normalizing 
blood sugar levels, according to 
Dr. Martin Feldman, who heads 
the medicine division of Pratt Col¬ 
lege’s Health and Nutrition Insti¬ 
tute. 

A drawback of these and other 
diets, says Prince, is that they’re 
often made up of foods that most 
Americans find tasteless and bor¬ 
ing. 

In her seven best-sellers since 
1979, however, Prince has trans¬ 
formed good-for-you foods into cu¬ 
linary masterpieces. 

Here’s one example: an anti- 
herpes dish excerpted from the 
book, “Francine Prince’s Quick 
and Easy Diet Gourmet Recipes’’ 
(Simon and Schuster). The high-ly- 
sine foods are capitalized.

Reducing calories 
Calories come from four sourc¬ 
es: proteins, carbohydrates, alco¬ 
hol and fats. Most foods contain

Pour around fish, 
stirring gently and basting as 
sauce thickens. Cook for 2 min¬ 
utes. Serve at once on warmed in¬ 
dividual plates, sprinkled with 
parsley or fresh tarragon.

calories from more than one 
source. Steak, for instance, con¬ 
tains calories from both protein 
and fat. 

But some foods are more “calo¬ 
rie dense” than others. Ounce for 
ounce, fat has more than twice as 
many calories as proteins or car¬ 
bohydrates. The breakdown: 

— Each ounce of protein equals 
115 calories. 

— Each ounce of carbohydrate 
equals 115 calories. 

— Each ounce of alcohol equals 
200 calories. 

— Each ounce of fat equals 260 
calories. 

It is easy to see why the con¬ 
sumption of fat must be drastical¬ 
ly cut on a low-calorie diet. — 
CNS

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The Road To Wellness 


Self-Help Techniques For 
Reducing Stress

How many times have you had 
a headache or an upset stomach 
and been told by friends, "Relax 
— it’s probably just a simple case 
of nerves?” 

Occasional ailments like these 
bother us all and often are the re¬ 
sult of the daily stresses of hectic, 
fast-paced living. Luckily, though, 
there are self-help techniques that 
people can use anytime, anywhere 
to lessen the unwanted effects of 
stressful situations. 

Psychiatrist John F. Balog, 
medical director of the Behavioral 
Medicine Center at the Pasadena 
(Calif.) Community Hospital and 
founder of the outpatient counsel¬ 
ing center Lifestyle Dynamics, 
says: "People can learn to use 
their minds to their advantage, 
changing the way they feel and 
react to anxiety. The key,” Balog 
says, “is learning how to use your 
imagination. 

"Guided imagery, or visualiza¬ 
tion, has been used successfully to 
relieve a headache or backache 
and to help you take a break in the 
midst of a hectic day. It can even 
help you lose weight, quit smoking 
and achieve other personal goals,” 
says Balog. The technique works 
because it teaches you to take an 
active role in coping with stressful 
events. 


To take advantage of this tech¬ 
nique, Balog suggests you do some 
“homework.’' Keep a “stress 
diary” for a week or two. Jot down 
those situations in which you tend 
to feel uptight (i.e., at work, when 
shopping). Note, too, any particu¬ 
lar time of day when you feel 
tense (typically, right before 
mealtimes or around 3:00 in the 
afternoon). 

Next, become aware of how 
stress affects your body: upset 
stomach, tension in your arms or 
legs, increased perspiratiqn or 
cold hands and feet. Note these 
symptoms in your diary. 

Now you’re ready to practice 
taking a stress-free mini-vacation 
using the imagery technique. 
Here’s how: Find a quiet spot; sit 
in a comfortable position; take 
several deep breaths. Inhale and 
exhale slowly. Then, starting with 
your toes and working your way 
upward, gradually feel each part 
of your body becoming warm and 
heavy: first, your feet, then legs, 
arms, upper body, neck and head. 

At the same time, close your 
eyes and imagine yourself in your 
own personal paradise — outdoors 
on a warm, beautiful day, for ex¬ 
ample. Perhaps you can hear 
birds singing or feel a gentle 
breeze. 

Continue to relax while envi¬ 
sioning yourself peacefully resting 
in the vacation spot of your 


choice. If, in addition to stress re¬ 
lief, you would like to use imagery 
to reach a personal goal such as 
losing weight, now is the perfect 
time to imagine yourself as the 
thinner person you would like to 
be. Imagine the “new you" com¬ 
muting to work, shopping for new 
clothes, exercising, relating to 
friends and family. 

The entire exercise should not 
take more than 10 minutes, ac¬ 
cording to Balog. As you return to 
the present, prepare yourself to 
handle immediate pressures by 
encouraging yourself with positive 
messages, such as "I can handle 
this situation without becoming 
upset.” 

Says Balog: "When you are 
under pressure, even the smallest 
problem can seem unsolvable. By 
taking a break and using imagery 
to relax your mind and body, you 
shift emotional gears and free 
yourself to approach old problems 
with a new perspective.” 

Once you’ve mastered the tech¬ 
nique and have been using it regu¬ 
larly once or twice a day, keep a 
stress diary again for a week or 
so. Compare it with your first 
diary to chart your progress. 

With techniques like visual im¬ 
agery, stressful situations just 
don't seem to loom as large or af¬ 
fect us as much. Changing old hab¬ 
its is really only a few steps away 
if you have the mind — and imagi¬ 
nation — to do it.

Wellness is the 
key to prevention of injury and 
disease. With the constantly rising 
costs of health care, one would be 
wise to resolve one by investing in 
some form of health prevention pro¬ 
gram. Wellness is the program to 
choose. 

Once you’ve resolved yourself to 
Wellness, you must decide the course 
of action you will take towards 
achieving this goal. The most com¬ 
mon path taken leads to health clubs. 
The club road has many access 
ramps, but the ramp best traveled to 
Wellness is the one that leads to multi¬ 
purpose athletic clubs. 

Take the time to shop around and 
look at the clubs in your area, so you 
will be able to choose the one that best 
suits your needs. When looking 
reinember these five points. 

1. The fitness center should be 
staffed with qualified personnel. 
These are the people who will be set¬ 
ting you up on your total fitness pro- 
gram and running education 
seminars (nutrition, stress, reduc¬ 
tion, smoking cessation, CPR, so its 
very important that they are qualified 
to assist you. 

2. Fitness evaluations should be 


performed before you embark on a 
program. The only way to set up a 
realistic total fitness program can be 
through an evaluation where they 
learn about your past and present 
medical history, family history, pre¬ 
sent activity level, daily eating, smok¬ 
ing, and drinking, habits and stress, 
percentage of body fat, resting heart 
rate and blood pressure, as well as 
perform a flexibility, strength, 
muscular and cardiovascular en¬ 
durance tests. This will enable the 
staff to set up an individualized pro¬ 
gram tailored to meet your specific 
needs. 

3. Be sure the club has hours that 
are convenient for you. A good idea 
is to go look at the prospective club 
at the time you would like to exercise. 
Remember compliancy is the key to 
upholding your resolution. Being able 
to exercise when it is convenient for 
you will keep your compliancy high. 

4. There should be a variety of pro¬ 
grams for you to choose from. 
Boredom is the main reason why peo¬ 
ple’s resolutions fail. Variety will 
keep boredom low, motiviation will 
remain high, and compliancy will 
thrive. Don’t restrict yourself by join¬ 
ing a club that only .has exercise 
equipment. Swimming, biking, runn¬ 
ing, aerobics, racquetball, tennis, and 
volleyball, are a few alternative 
forms of exercise that benefit total 
fitness, and can be found in multi¬ 
purpose athletic clubs. 

5. Cleanliness. The club you join 
should be clean at all times. A clean 
club is a club that takes pride in what 
they do, and is a direct reflection of 
the staff and their commitment to you 
as a member. 

Remember, a resolution to 
achieve Wellness is a total commit¬ 
ment. You will have to work hard to 
achieve it, so take it slow and don't ex¬ 
pect changes over night. Enjoy 
yourself by choosing the club that best 
suits your needs. 

I look forward to meeting on the 
road to Wellness.

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Physical Fitness...

Physical fitness or conditioning 
are words that are bandied about a 
great deal at cocktail parties, street 
corner conversations and doctor’s of¬ 
fices. From a cardiologist’s view¬ 
point, what is fitness? 

I would define fitness as that state 
of bodily function, achieved during 
maximum exercise, when the heart 
pumps the greatest amount of blood 
that it possibly can pump. Hence, true 
fitness requires that the heart be 
trained to respond under the stress of 
exercise by pumping the largest 
amount of blood it could ever be coax¬ 
ed or induced to pump. 

Of course, there are many other 
definitions but this one is simple and 
reasonably correct in scientific 
terms. 

The vast majority of us will never 
achieve fame or fortune through 
fitness. However, numerous studies 
have shown that death rates in all age 
groups are greatly diminished among 
persons who are physically fit. 

To achieve fitness one needs to ex¬ 
ercise 20 to 30 minutes, three or more 
time per week. This exercise should 
be aerobic and dynamic. By aerobic 
we mean it should last long enough for 
us to burn calories using oxygen. 

We should raise our pulse rate to 
70 percent or more of our maximum 
heart rates and sustain this rate for 
at least 20 to 30 minutes. The max¬ 
imum is determined by subtracting a 
person’s age from 220. 


Dynamic exercises are the ones in 
which we move ourselves through 
space such as bicycling (including a 
sationary bicycle), running, fast 
walking, swimming, basketball, 
volleyball, tennis, cross-country ski¬ 
ing, etc. 



The larger the skeletal muscles us¬ 
ed, the greater the demands on the 
heart to supply them with blood. Since 
our legs, thighs and buttocks repre¬ 
sent our largest muscle groups, it is 
important that the dynamic exercises 
include the leg muscles. If a person 
is unable to use leg muscles because 
of physical disability then the arm 
muscles are an excellent substitute. 

Generally the level of fitness 
achieved is greater with concurrent 
use of the legs. However, if we pur¬ 
sue a aerobic and dynamic exercise 
routine faithfully three times per 
week for 20 or 30 minutes, we gradual¬ 
ly will achieve fitness, as I have 
previously defined. 


Many positive things happen to 
our physiology due to improved con¬ 
ditioning. The heart becomes a more 
effective and efficient pump. At rest 
as well as during exercise, the heart 
is able to pump an increased volume 
of blood with a decreased amount of 
effort. 

Often, people who do not exercise, 
including physicians, tend to em¬ 
phasize the fact that there have been 
a fair number of sudden deaths 
among individuals performing 
vigorous exercise. Overall, the 
chances of dying are much greater if 
you do no exercise at all than if you 
exercise regularly. Indeed, various 
studies suggest death rates which 
vary from two to five times higher in 
non-exercising persons as compared 
to those who exercise regularly. 

Anyone over the age of 35 who 
plans to begin vigorous exercise after 
living a sedentary life, should first 
consult his or her physician for an 
evaluation which ideally should in¬ 
clude an exercise electrocardiogram 
performed prior to beginning a 
program. 

I do urge people to try to achieve 
some improved level of fitness, 
regardless of their age or infirmities, 
providing their physicians have given 
them permission. The exhilarating 
feeling of well being experienced with 
regular exercise is a valuable reward. 
The improved health and increased 
longevity which may result, are add¬ 
ed bonusus.

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Medical Care— High Cost Of Staying Alive

One of the major costs in life is 
medical care. If not dealt with 
properly, it can sneak up from be¬ 
hind and accost you like a mugger 
in a dark alley. 

Most people protect themselves 
against medical expenses by pay¬ 
ing monthly premiums on medical 
insurance or by joining a medical 
group. 


However, there is more to con¬ 
fronting medical costs than mere¬ 
ly paying insurance premiums. If 
you fail to consider all the angles, 
your medical costs will be much 
more than they should be. 

Following are some suggestions 
on how to be an informed medical 
consumer, reducing your risks and 
medical costs. 

First, it pays to double-check 
billings. A reporter, helping to 


solve a reader problem, once exa¬ 
mined a medical billing and dis¬ 
covered a misplaced decimal 
which, when in the right place, 
meant a patient was to be reim¬ 
bursed $5,000. 

With the mistake, he was to 
receive $5. 

The point — always examine 
your medical bill and have it ex¬ 
plained to you by the hospital 
staff.

In some cases, you can make a 
hospital stay less expensive by 
avoiding such extras as phones 
and television sets, which often 
aren’t covered by insurance. If 
you find a fee for a TV set when 
you were not asked about it — 
challenge the bill. The fee may be 
waived. 

Some major insurers won’t pay 
for routine tests unless specifical¬ 
ly ordered by a doctor. Make sure 
your doctor orders the tests you 
need. 

There are other areas where 
you can reduce costs. Home health 
care can cost as little as one-third 
of hospital care, according to Jack 
Rosen, president of Continental 
Health Affiliates, a company 
which provides health services in 
the home. 

Home health care is one of the 
fastest-growing segments of the 
$250 billion U.S. medical industry. 
Still in its infancy, this $2.5 billion 
market is growing at an annual 
rate of more than 40 percent and 
is expected to reach $9 billion by 
1986. 

Several factors have contribut¬ 
ed to the climate for home health 
care to flourish: hospitals are 
under pressure to limit patient ad¬ 
missions and the length of hospital 
stays; advancements in medical 
technology now enable more so¬ 
phisticated home therapies, and 
governments and private insur¬ 
ance companies increasingly are 
adapting policies to provide finan¬ 


cial support for home health care 
services. 

These services include every¬ 
thing from health care personnel 
assisting people in their homes to 
people using kits to administer 
tests and treatment to themselves. 

Often, patients have illnesses 
requiring frequent tests, and home 
testing can save the cost of a visit 
to the doctor. Some examples: 

— Blood pressure devices. 

— Home pregnancy kits. 

— Cancer detecting kits. 

— Diabetes kits for patients to 
test their sugar levels. 

The cost of a blood pressure de¬ 
vice could be shared by a friend or 
associate who has a similar medi¬ 
cal problem. For example, tenants 
of an apartment catering to the 
elderly might chip in on a device. 

Anyone considering use of self¬ 
diagnostic kits can learn more 
about them through library re¬ 
search or by calling medical sup¬ 
pliers and asking what’s available. 

Because of some mail-order 
frauds in which phony devices are 
sold for the cure of practically any 
ailment, you should deal with re¬ 
putable medical suppliers. If you 
have any doubts, consult your doc¬ 
tor. 

As specialized clinical therapies 
are introduced into the home 
health care market, some compa¬ 
nies also offer home infusion 
therapy services in addition to 
traditional nursing care, says 
Rosen.

How Do You Catch A Cold? 
More people catch colds during 
the colder months. According to 


closed windows and a lack of cir¬ 
culating air encourages viruses to 
remain alive. As an example: On 
the Apollo 7 spaceflight, first the 
captain and then, within a few 
days, the entire crew came down 
with colds. 

Fatigue, poor physical condi¬ 
tion, some air pollutants and per¬ 
haps chilling seem to give viruses 
a better hold. 


The symptoms appear from one 
to three days after the virus takes 
hold in your body. A full-blown 
cold includes such symptoms as 
teary eyes, husky voice, runny or 
stuffy nose and an achy body. You 
may have a slight fever, although 
that is unusual in adults. 

Once the cold is fully developed, 
it usually continues at its peak for 
several days.

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Exercise Good For You Even If Pregnant

Endurance, strength and flexi¬ 
bility are desirable at all times, 
but especially so during pregnan¬ 
cy, when peak demands are made 
on your body. Being pregnant is 
like preparing for a marathon: 
You do best if you get into condi¬ 
tion beforehand, keep in shape and 


prepare for the hard work at the 
end. 

“A carefully selected and moni¬ 
tored fitness program, created in 
cooperation with your doctor, is 
beneficial for you.” says Mona M. 
Shangold, M.D., assistant profes¬ 
sor of obstetrics and gynecology 
at New York Hospital-Cornell 
Medical Center and consultant to 
Playtex Corp. tampon marketing 


division. 

“Studies have shown that 
women who are physically fit han¬ 
dle labor and delivery better than 
those who are not,” she says. “In 
addition, you enjoy all the usual 
benefits of exercise, including 
looking better, discharging stress 
and tension and feeling good about 
yourself and your pregnancy.”

and aerobic exercise are effective 
ways to get into shape before 
pregnancy and to stay fit for the 
duration. You improve your car¬ 
diovascular fitness by participat¬ 
ing in any of these exercises for at 
least three 15-minute sessions 
weekly. 

Weight lifting helps build strong 
back and leg muscles. This re¬ 
duces discomfort and fatigue 
when weight gain during pregnan¬ 
cy increases the load carried by 
these muscles. 

Stretching exercises enable you 
to bend and reach more easily 
without muscle or joint strain. 

“If you are involved in a fitness 
program before you become preg¬ 
nant, there is no reason why you 
can’t continue at the same level of 
exertion during pregnancy, though 
you will have to slow down to ac¬ 
commodate the extra weight,” 
says Shangold. “However, be sure 
to check with your doctor to make 
certain there are no risks or prob¬ 
lems in your pregnancy that might 
contraindicate exercise. 

“Once you have the go-ahead, 
use common sense: rest when you 
feel tired and make sure you are 
consuming an adequate number of 
calories for the pregnancy and the 
exercise. Tune in to your body’s 
signals and heed them. Rather 
than becoming upset if you have 
to slow your pace for a while, ac¬ 
cept the limits your body places 
on you.” 

Although it is not a good idea to 
commence a new aerobic training 
program during pregnancy, body¬ 


building and stretching exercises 
may be undertaken even if you 
have never done them before, 
again, assuming you have your 
doctor’s OK. Walking is fine ex¬ 
ercise if it appeals to you. 

It is important not to become 
overheated while exercising dur¬ 
ing pregnancy Excessive heat 
during the first two months is as¬ 
sociated with an increased risk of 
birth defects, and prolonged or in¬ 
tense heat buildup later in the 
pregnancy may lead to premature 
labor. 

So, check vour temperature by 
mouth or armpit after exercising. 
If your temperature exceeds 101 
degrees Fahrenheit, change your 
routine by exercising for a shorter 
period of time, at a slower pace or 
during a cooler time of day. You 
also can keep cool by wearing 
lighter clothing and drinking more 
fluids. 

"Stop exercising immediately 
and consult your doctor if you ex¬ 
perience pain, bleeding or rupture 
of the membranes or, indeed, if 
any unusual reactions seem to 
present themselves,” advises 
Shangold. 

How soon after the baby is bom 
should you resume a regular ex¬ 
ercise program? Your body will 
guide here, as it does during your 
pregnancy. Some women heal in a 
few days, others take weeks. How 
you feel after a simple warm-up is 
a good indication of your readi¬ 
ness. When you can exercise with¬ 
out pain, healing is piobably ade¬ 
quate for safety.

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Reasons To 
Avoid Cigarettes 


By Debra Cooper 


Although some 55 million Amer¬ 
icans smoke, surveys show that 85 
percent would like to quit and a 
great many have tried at least 
once. 

Sure, some people really enjoy 
smoking. Probably the same type 
of people who enjoy hang gliding, 
drag racing, bull riding and skys¬ 
craper climbing — people who 
like to take risks. Risks like a 10 
times greater chance of develop¬ 
ing lung cancer. 

And that’s only one reason to 
quit smoking on a list compiled by 
the Health Insurance Association 
of America. Based on statistics 
from the American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety, the National Center for 
Health Statistics and the Ameri¬ 
can Council of Life Insurance, the 
reasons include: 

— About 75 to 80 percent of all 
lung cancer cases are found 
among cigarette smokers, who 
represent less than one-third of 
the adult U.S. population. 

— Cigarette smoking has been 
implicated in cancer of parts of 
the body other than the lungs, in¬ 
cluding the mouth, pharynx, lar¬ 
ynx, esophagus, bladder, kidney 
and pancreas. 

— For those who smoke two or 
more packs of cigarettes daily, the 
risk of developing lung cancer is 
15 to 25 times greater than it is for 
non-smokers. 

— Lung cancer is the No. 1 
cause of cancer death among men 
— and in the last 30 years, there 
has been a 400 percent increase in 
women’s lung cancer deaths. By 
the late 1980s, lung cancer is ex¬ 
pected to surpass breast cancer as 
the No. 1 cancer killer among 
women. 

— A life insurance company 
study found that the average life 
expectancy for a 32-year-old non¬ 
smoking male is 79 years. For 
men the same age who smoke, it’s

Diabetes dictionary 

The Diabetes Dictionary can 
help people with diabetes and 
their families understand the 
terms and tools involved in the di¬ 
agnosis and treatment of this dis¬ 
ease. 

This dictionary defines more 
than 300 terms in clear, non-tech- 
nical language. It also outlines 
signs of complications and ex¬ 
plains why complications develop. 

For instance, insulin is defined 
as “a hormone that helps the body 
use glucose (sugar) for energy. 
The beta cells of the pancreas (in 
areas called islets of Langerhans) 
make the insulin. When the body 
cannot make enough insulin on its 
own, a person with diabetes must 
inject beef or pork insulin.” The 
dictionary has a table of the insu¬ 
lins and their duration of effect.

You sold your home 
and helped the buyer 
finance it by giving him 
a second mortgage. 
The mortgage included 
monthly payments of 
both principal and in¬ 
terest. How does this 
effect your income for 
tax purposes? 

Naturally, the repay¬ 
ment of principal is not 
income, it is the return 
of money you loaned.

“forget' to report this 
interest income and 
get a nasty letter from 
the IRS, not only 
charging them for the 
unreported income but 
with a penalty taxed on 
for good measure. 
How does the IRS find 
out? Simple! 

There are two halves 
to every loan. The bor¬ 
rower and the loaner. 
In order to get a tax 
deduction for the in¬ 
terest payment, the 
borrower must report 
all interest paid on first 
and second mortgages 
(and every other loan, 
for that matter). Under 
new IRS regulations, a 
borrower must identify 
individuals, such as 
home sellers (as well 
as banks) who give 
mortgage assistance.

Selectmen Choose A New Town Manager 


Maurer was chosen from a field 
of three finalists who were 
recommended by the local screen¬ 
ing committee headed by David 
Donahue. 


W. Chadwick Maurer, his wife Regina, and children Lynne and Andrew, will be moving to Winchester after 
he starts this spring as Town Manager.

After nearly a year without a 
Town Manager, Winchester will final 
Iv have a new one on the job by at 
least May 1. 

On Monday, Selectmen 
unanimously voted to name 
Mansfield Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer to fill the job. He’s ex¬ 
pected to receive a salary of about 
$50,000, including fringe benfits. 

“It's definitely a step up in my 
career,” said the 41-year-old Maurer 
by phone on Tuesday. I le said his pre¬ 
sent job pays about $38,000 excluding 
fringe benefits and more than $40,000 
including the extras. 

Mansfield is a community of about 
14,000 residents in southeastern 
Massachusetts. 

Now. Maurer must inform 
Mansfield Selectmen that he’ll be 
leaving the town in which he’s been 
town manager since 1980. Before that, 
he was planning director there from 
1970 to 1980. 

On Tuesday, Maurer said he's hop¬ 
ing his bosses, the Mansfield Select¬ 
men. will allow him to leave his post 
there before the 90-days grace period 
that is part of his work contract. If 
not. he’ll he on board in Winchester 
by at least May. 

Mauer was chosen from a field of 
three finalists who were recommend¬ 
ed by the local screening committee 
headed by David Donahue. The two 
other finalists were Charles Gaisor, 
town manager of Park Ridge, N.J., 
and William Brady, town manager of 
West Hartford. Conn. 

On Saturday, Maurer was inter¬ 
viewed by Selectmen for the second 
time, having first been interviewed in 


early December. Several times dur¬ 
ing the Saturday session, Maurer was 
grilled by the board about his perfor¬ 
mance in Mansfield. 

In the end. it was his apparent 
grace under pressure attitude that 
made him Selectmen’s unanimous 
choice. “I think all of us were looking 
for a strong manager,” said Select 
men Chairman Mark A. Lombardi, 
echoing the comments made Monday 
by several board members. 

“I like him because he's a strong 
town manager and he speaks his 
mind. On Saturday, when we asked 
him about things such as how he’d 
react at Town Meeting if the board 
disagreed with the Finance Commit¬ 
tee decision, he was very honest. 

“He said he’d tell a Town Meeting 
member exactly the way he felt, 
whether or not it meant agreeing with 
us.” said Lombardi “Believe it or 
not. our board took that favorably. 
That’s not to say that we're looking 
for someone to be stubborn; just 
someone who is strong and who will 
tell us when we’re wrong.” 

Lombardi added that another sell¬ 
ing point for Maurer was his 
knowledge of budget preparation in 
light of the voter-mandated Proposi¬ 
tion 2' j. “He knew exactly how to 
deal with this; the other candidates 
were willing to learn, but Chad knew 
just what he was doing.” 

During Saturday’s interview, 
Maurer admitted he had not follow¬ 
ed current Winchester issues. “I don’t 
feel that I neglected my interest in the 
town of Winchester by not coming 
back here and reading the 
newspapers and so forth, because I 
feel I have a pretty good feel for the 
town.” 


OnTuesduv via telephone, he said 
he was now going to stock up on town 
data so that lie would be amply 
prepared to take over the reins. 

Earlier, he had declined to make 
elaborate comments on the local 
housing issue, saying.“I’m not 
familiar with the details of that so I 
can't answer that.” 

Maurer mentioned that lie had 
been in contact with Acting Town 
Manager John Ciarciu several times 
during the past month. He said that 
lie was told that the Town Manager 
selection was somewhat delayed 
because Selectman Michael Sarocco, 
who had been ill, was unable to attend 
the board meetings until recently. 

On Saturday, another source of 
tension during the Saturday interview 
was Maurer's one-month suspension 
from his Mansfield post in 1982. 

Maurer said the situation was a 
complex one. but that it sprang in part 
from his appointment of a provisional 
police chief whom Mansfield Select¬ 
men disliked. Following the appoint¬ 
ment, the board “suspended me, went 
through a hearing process and ter¬ 
minated me,” said Maurer. 


Maurer said the police chief in 
question was in office when a select¬ 
man’s son was arrested, which con¬ 
tributed to the dispute. However. 
Maurer said. “1 don’t think it would 
be fair to characterize it (the arrest > 
as the only issued involved.” 

After his dismissal, said Maurer. 
Mansfield citizens recalled the elec 
tions of four selectmen. Three of them 
lost their races, Maurer explained, 
and their successors then reinstated 
him as town manager. 

On Saturday, after the interview. 
Maurer admitted he was tense about 
questions related to his past, although 
Winchester Selectmen had already 
discussed the suspension at Maurer s 
first interview.

Officials Suggest Proposal

The town’s latest housing pro¬ 
posal. agreed upon by members of the 
housing subcommittee on Thursday, 
is headed for state approval this 
week, but not without a new con¬ 
troversy. 

The Thursday meeting was not 
posted at Town Hall at least 48 hours 
before the session - a requirement 
by law. 

According to the office of the at¬ 
torney general, the session should 
have been posted to comply with the 
state Open Meeting Law which 
preserves residents’ rights to have in¬ 
put on matters of public interest 
Town officials have said the slip¬ 
up was accidental and maintain that 
they did not intend to keep the 
meeting from the public 

Dorothy Shannon. Executive 
Director of the local Housing Authori¬ 
ty, said she had inadvertently forgot¬ 
ten io post the meeting, which she 
said had been changed from Tuesday 


night to Wednesday night and then to 
Thursday night. 

According to a document record¬ 
ed by the Town Clerk’s office, the sub¬ 
committee meeting was not posted 
until 9:06 a m. on Thursday, the day 
of the meeting. 

“I did not post it until Thursday; 
it was an oversight on my part. I'm 
human, too,' said Shannon this Tues¬ 
day. “It had changed from Tuesday 
to Wednesday and then to Thursday. 

I was going to work on Thursday 
when I realized that I had forgotten 
to post it. 1 posted it first thing that 
morning.” 

Subcommittee leader John Regan 
echoed Shannon’s statements on 
Tuesday. He said he was upset that 
the matter had been mishandled, but 
stressed that he was not out to blame 
anyone. 

“I don’t go down there to post 
meetings. That’s our executive direc¬ 
tor's job and I know in this instance 
she just made a mistake. I’m not look 


ing to blame tiL*r,” he said. 

"Even though it wasn’t posted, it 
was mentioned at the prior Thurs¬ 
day’s (Jan. 17> special ad hoc sub¬ 
committee meeting.' said Regan 
Tuesday. “At the end of that meeting, 
we agreed to have it.” 

Regan said the meeting was 
changed to Wednesday and then 
again to Thursday to accommodate 
board members who had prior com¬ 
mitments. lie added that at the Jan 
17 meeting, which was attended by 
several local residents, some 
residents specifically asked whether 
the meeting would be posted and if 
notice was going to be published in the 
newspapers. 

“We were asked would it be in the 
paper and we said 'yes', we were ask¬ 
ed would it be posted and we said 
‘yes 1 hate to see this happen after 
all the effort everyone put into this. 
It's very frustrating." said Regan. 

He added that residents had ex¬ 
pressed concern about the board's 


considerations for scattered site hous 
ing and that they feared Precinct 8 
was possiblv a target for the housing 

“As far as the legal ramifications 
of it not being posted, you got me over 
a barrel,” said Regan by phone Tues 
day “I don’t know what the legalities 
are as far as the posting is concern 
ed.” 

Both Shannon and Began reason¬ 
ed that since the housing document 
must still be voted on by the Select¬ 
men, Planning Board and Housing 
Authority, the proposal isn’t an ol 
ficial document anyhow. 

“Nobody has even voted on it. 
said Shannon.“It 's not even an official 
document.” She said she thought 
residents have had numerous oppor¬ 
tunities to speak out on the issue, and 
that residents will still have ample op¬ 
portunities to further review the latest 
proposal.

Is Underway 


Residents who need to strengthen 
their study skills before entering col¬ 
lege might do well to consider the new 
Collegebound,’ Program offered 
through the Winchester School 
system. 

Collegebound is a postsecondary 
program for those who have ex¬ 
perienced learning difficulties yet re¬ 
main motivated to pursue further 
education. 

Increasing numbers of students 
with learning disabilities are atten¬ 
ding American colleges, universities 
and institutes. Although support pro¬ 
grams may be available in colleges, 
the needs of many learning disabled 
students are unique. 

Collegebound offers students a 
chance to step back from the pressure 


of a degree-oriented learning situa¬ 
tion and concentrate on an intense 
program of college survival skills. 

Collegebound students will spend 
five mornings a week from late 
January until June attending 
workshops designed to develop 
college-level learning skills. Accor¬ 
ding to Collegebound officials, the 
teaching staff realizes that secondary 
learning skills are not uniformly 
transferrable to college because of 
the differences in the demands on that 
level. 

The emphasis in college work is on 
verbal skills (understanding lectures, 
textbooks, written papers, class 
discussions, oral presentations. > Col¬ 
legebound students develop these 
skills with patience, practice and self 


confidence. 

One facet of the Collegebound 
workshop allows students to test out 
new skills immediately in a college 
environment. The students will enroll 
as a group in a course at Middlesex 
Community College. The content of 
that course will be used to teach and 
approach to listening, thinking, ques¬ 
tioning, note-making, time manage¬ 
ment and exam-taking. 

The process of applying to college 
is also addressed in workshops. The 
student will be assisted in defining 
realistic goals and locating programs 
which offer adequate support.

Experts Discuss Art, Computer Classes

Question: Why is there no com¬ 
puter program available for our ninth 
grade students? In the student guide 
and course of studies booklet the on¬ 
ly computer courses listed are for 
juniors and seniors. 

Answer: Essentially because the 
system favors integrating computers 
into existing programs rather than 
establishing a specific sequence of 
separate computer courses 

The views of many at the univer¬ 
sity level and most of our own Stall 
Community Task Force favor this 
“integration” approach. Next year 


ninth grade IPS (Introductory 
Physical Science) students will use a 
variety of computer assisted instruc¬ 
tion software. Biology students will 
use a program for graphical analysis 
of laboratory data: and English 
students will be introduced to word¬ 
processing in the school’s Macintosh 
word processing laboratory. 

Computer programs for ninth 
grade geometry students are also 
under active exploration. The range 
and number of such activities is grow¬ 
ing each year. The school’s BASIC 
course, currently slotted for juniors 
and seniors, will be evaluated this 
spring. 

Among the questions to be con¬ 
sidered is whether this course or 
perhaps a twice weekly version of it 
might be appropriate for some ninth 
and tenth graders in view of their 
junior high school preparation and 
personal interest in the computer.

Question: I hear nothing but praise 
for tbe extra art class offered to a 
small group of 8th grade students. 
Could you give me a synopsis of this 
course? How are the students chosen 
and is there any follow up course at 
the high school for them? 

The Creative Art Workshop 
(CAW) began three years ago at 
McCall as a federally funded art 
program. 

The DeCordova Museum in Lin¬ 
coln initiated and administered the 
program in Winchester. 

The course is designed to give ex¬ 
tra art opportunities to the visually 


talented eighth grade student. CAW 
students attend an extra period of art 
per week for the entire year 

The curriculum includes projects 
and exercises currently offered in the 
regular art program but are offered 
at an accelerated rate and at a more 
sophisticated level. 

The course also includes special 
demonstrations by visiting artists, 
field trips to museums and student ar t 
exhibits, and group art projects such 
as wall murals in McCall. 

All 8th grade students at McCall 
are eligible for the course. The 
screening or application process in¬ 
cludes the submission of a small port¬ 
folio of recent art work and successful 
completion of three or four specific 
drawing exercises. 

With special permission CAW 
students can proceed from 8th grade 
art to advanced ait at Winchester 
High School.

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Flynn At Vinson-Owcn 
George Flynn will once again 
assume I he responsibility for the prin- 
cipalship of two schools. I le will serve 
as interim principal of the Vinson- 
Owcn School in addition to his role of 
principal of Ambrose School. Flynn’s 
work will be complemented by a head 
teacher at both the Ambrose and 
Vinson-Owen Schools who will assist 
him in the day-to-day operation of the 
buildings. 

These positions have been posted 
and are expected to be acted upon at 
the next School Committee meeting. 
The search for a new Vinson-Owen 
principal will get under way in 
February. The Search Committee 
which will consist of V-0 teachers and 
parents as well as school ad¬ 
ministrators will recommend 
semifinalists to the Superintendent by 
May 1. 

Early Childhood Program 
Much progress has been made 
since the opening of schools in 
assisting and refining the Early 
Childhood Program, the fifth major 
goal for the schoolsvstem. Early 
childhood teachers revitalize the cur¬ 
riculum through the use of varied 
learning - materials and ,teaching 
techniques that involve the students 
more directly in their own learning. 

Screening procedures for 
kindergarten placement are being 
reviewed by Cynthia Papoulias and 


Joanne Martignette in light of child 
development research findings. 
Techniques that can be used for the 
early prevention of school failure are 
being examined by Lynch School 
teacher Betty Johnson and Lynch 
Principal Andy Allan. They are con¬ 
sidering field testing materials from 
the National Validated Development 
Learning Project. 

An inservice course, teaching and 
learning in the primary grades, will 
be offered by Joanne Martignette. 
This course will highlight much of the 
work that is being done throughout 
the school system in assisting and 
planning the Early Childhood Pro¬ 
gram. There has been excellent infor¬ 
mal feedback on the pilot, full-day 
kindergarten program at Muraco 
School conducted by Jane Martel. 
Also a careful analysis is being made 
of the program by an outside 
evaluator working with kindergarten 
teachers throughout Winchester. 

Class Bank 

After several weeks of delibera¬ 
tion. the Winchester School Commit¬ 
tee has voted to support the 
continuation of class rank for students 
at Winchester High School. Effective 
with the Class of 1988, that rank will 
be computed on the student’s grade 
point average based on a weighted 
formula. 

A simple unweighted grade point 
average will also be computed for

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Family Dinner: All It’s Cracked Up To Be?

Everywhere you go these 
days, you hear people com¬ 
plaining about how families 
don’t spend enough time 
around the supper table. 

The leisurely meal, with 
everyone assembled, has 
gone the way of the Dodo, it 
seems. With hockey practice 
and paper routes and people 
working late at the office, sup¬ 
pers have become a short- 
order business, in the course 
of which each diner forages in 
the freezer for a suitable 
foodstuff, slaps it into pan or 
oven, then consumes it in 
solitude in front of the sports 
page or the television. 

I have a friend who says 
she’d ask nothing more of life 
than to gather her family 
together at least once a day 
for the purpose of breaking 
bread. She prepares them a 
meal each night that’s both 
nutritious and tasty, then wat¬ 
ches it change horribly, as it 
waits unconsumed, into 
something dark and curling at 
the edges, into oily puddles or 
mahogany-colored lumps on 
the platter. 

She’s pretty sore about this 
turn of events, I can tell you. 
She hates watching the ugly 
change in her once-winning 
dishes. And she talks now of 
giving each member of her 
family a daily food allowance 
and letting each be entirely 
responsible for what enters 
his body in the way of 


sustenance each day. 

I can understand why she 
feels so angry. 

I remember when meals 
were a far different thing for 
all of us. 

When I was a kid, dinner 
stretched from half-past six to 
well after eight, it seemed. We 
had a family layered with 
grownups then — great-aunts 
and grandparents, moms and 
uncles — and the children 
were outnumbered two to one. 

They’d get going on a 
memory, these older folks, or 


using only hand signals. I 
even fell into the practice of 
tearing up my napkin piece by 
tiny piece, mixing it in with 
my mashed potatoes, and 
eating the whole mess - pure¬ 
ly for the sake of enter¬ 
tainment. 

I remember those years 
now, and I smile. 

For today I find myself no 
longer the child, but the 
distracted parent instead, 
planning tasty and relaxing 
mealtimes for a houseful of 
nonhungry ingrates.

Those were the years when 
I learned how to hide my

Back then, I thought meals 
took way too long; and I 
guess, in a different way, I 
still do. 

Why? Because our kids 
are too young to be off at play 
rehearsal and band practice. 
They never even stay late at 
the office. Instead, they’re 
very much around at the 
family mealtimes. 

It starts when the first one 
arrives, sits down and says 
“Yuck.” Her accomplice 


shows up and starts scream¬ 
ing about how her meat is ac¬ 
tually touching some of the 
squash. She demands another 
plate. 

We make a stab at conver¬ 
sation, have a go at the school 
day, for example. One child 
tells a tale of woe about life on 
the playground. Another hurls 
accusations about a missing 
candy bar. The baby spits up 
in his applesauce. 

The middle child spills her 
milk and then requests an egg 
nog. She is told that there isn’t 
any. She tries for Hawaiian 
Punch. None of that either. 
Coke? Over my dead body. 

When she concedes grudg¬ 
ingly to a refill of the cow pro¬ 
duct, I get up to fetch it, and 
returning, find her upside- 
down in her chair, her head on 
the seat and her Stride Rites 
high in the air. Shreds of a 
ragged blanket cover her 
face; from beneath them 
come alternating sounds of 
humming and thumbsucking. 
And this all takes place in the 
first five minutes. 

Mealtimes certainly aren’t 
what they used to be in my 
life. 

I look back to past even¬ 
ings, with their long and com¬ 
panionable dinnertimes. 

I look ahead to future 
evenings with their short and 
solitary ones. 

There’s a lot to be said for 
the daily food allowance; can 
an 8-month-old operate a 
microwave, do you think?

Recently the town of Winchester 
purchased from (he MBTA that sec¬ 
tion of the old abandoned railroad 
right-of-way known as the “Woburn 
Loop” that lay within town limits. It 
consisted of a level, straight corridor, 
HO feet or so in width, running between 
Skillings rd. and the Woburn line at 
Cross st. It ran close by and roughly 
parallel to North Main st. 

Today the town is faced with the 
problem of disposing of that long, nar¬ 
row piece of property. 

At first glance, the solution seems 
to be a simple one.

Looked at more closely, however, 
this simple-seeming solution turns out 
to be a “Pandora’s Box” of problems.

In equity and fairness, each side 
should have equal rights. 

This could mean that the proper¬ 
ty must be divided lengthwise down 
the middle, half to the east and half 
to the west. This doubles the number 
of possible contenders for each piece 
of property. 

To make matters worse, I am in¬ 
formed (and believe) that there is an 
MIX’ sewer line running close to the 
middle of the property. If this is so, 
it means that no permanent structure 
or building can ever be built that 
would straddle the sewer to make use 
of both sides. 

Think what a can of worms this 
would turn out to be for the Select¬ 
men. the Planning Board and the 
Board of Appeals. 

Think of all the surveying, 
measuring, staking, and mapping of 
each and every one of these numerous 


little purchases, - the litigation and 
legal fees, the agents commissions, 
etc. - and to what end in the final 
analysis? 

In many cases only to obtain a tiny 
chunk of gravelled roadway barely 
big enough to store a couple of 
derelict cars or perhaps a plastic 
swimming pool or tool shed. A sad 
scenario, in my opinion. I have a 
much better, far simpler solution-one 
that will with one stroke solve all of 
these problems at minimal cost and 
confusion, at the same time acrue to 
the benefit to the town as a whole. 
Remember please, that the town was 
involved in the purchase of this pro¬ 
perty, so it follows that every tax¬ 
payer in town has, or should have, an 
interest in its disposition. 

I propose that that section of the 
right of way from Hill st. to Cross st. 
be converted entirely, from a railroad 


to a highway. Traffic is heavy now on 
Main st. North and it will only in¬ 
crease more and more as time goes 
by. It may be only a matter of time 
before Main st. will have to be 
widened. 

Now, if we can get the cooperation 
of the city of Woburn and the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts, this 
auxiliary highway could be continued 
north along the abandoned railroad 
bed to a point where it could be 
shunted off to the right up around the 
end of the Woburn Bowl-a-drome and 
down again to Route 38 north. 

I venture to say that such a big 
pass to alleviate the intolerable traf¬ 
fic congestion at Main and Montrose 
in Woburn Center would be of in¬ 
estimable benefit to the Woburn 
motorist, and to all the north and 
south and east and west through traf¬ 
fic as well.

Elliott’s letter to the editor dated Jan. 
24. 1985. 

As a parent of children at Lincoln 
School l feel there was no other way 
to deal with telling the children of 
Paula Caffrey’s death, other than the 
way it was handled by the teachers 
under direction of Dr. Mitsakos and 
Dr.Judy Messinger. 

I feel it was necessary to tell the 
complete truth, straight forward in 
view of the many rumors that were 
circulating. We live in an age of full 
disclosure which our educators and 
psychologists tell us is l>oth necessary 
and beneficial. 

Contrary to Mrs. Elliott’s state¬ 
ment in the second paragraph of her 
letter each teacher told her own class, 


not the details of death but that Miss 
Caffrey had died. 

Depending upon the questions that 
were asked by their students, only 
then did they give a measured and 
truthful response. There was also a 
school psychologist, Dr. Judy Mess¬ 
inger, available all day in case any 
unforseen problems arose. These 
discussions were furthered at home 
by parents. 

You’d be very surprised by our 
children of today. They have seen so 
much more, heard so much more and 
understand so much more. Is this 
right or wrong? Who can honestly 
answer. We made them that way and 
our fathers before us. But, this is life 
as it is in 1985. 

We at Lincoln School are grieving, 
be it private or public. We are trying 


to help each other. Help us please, 
don’t criticize. We are doing the best 
we can under the circumstances. 
Let’s give our educators and children 
credit for both understanding and 
dealing with this tragic event. 

Above all, let’s not forget Paula 
Caffrey and how much she loved Lin¬ 
coln School, her students and her 
teachers.

State Senator Defends Details Rules Reforms

The Massachusetts State Senate 
made what I believe to be significant 
reforms in its rules last Tluirsda> 
they were not ideal but they represent 
very substantial progress and are ! 11 - 
better than anyone could reasonably 
have expected. 

The following day, (.Ian 
Boston Globe reporter Lari > ('< n 
dismissed the rules changes i n a 
filled with negative connot diet 
“abandoned...plans,'' “closed-door 
caucus." “mockery," “disaster." 
“secret negotiations." “substantial¬ 
ly weaker." “minor technical 
changes," etc. And he implied that in 
the judgment of leaders of CPPAX 
and Common Cause the rults changes 
are outrageous and insignificant 
Clearly Mr. Collins and I differ in 
our judgment as to whether what hap¬ 
pened was good or bad, as to whether 
it was worthwhile or not. 

Unfortunately. The Globe chose 
not to give you or anyone outside the 
Senate any way to judge for yourself. 


No hint of the substance of the 
changes were contained in the printed 
story Inasmuch as both the results 
and the process which produced them 
have been publicly attacked, I ap¬ 
preciate this opportunity to present 
the facts as 1 know them. Since I led 
this reform effort, my objectivity is 
not likely to be perfect. But l firmly 
believe that it will be considerably 
better than that of the Jan. 26 story 

Rules reform efforts in general 
have concentrated on three prime 
goals: democracy < less control of the 
members by the leadership), open¬ 
ness (allowing more public 
knowledge and involvement in the 
legislative process,) and improved 
process < making the process more ef¬ 
ficient and effective.) 

The package as voted by the 
Senate both sets important 
precedents and makes significant 
progress in all three areas. None go 
as far as 1 want to and I will be work 
ing with the Rules Reform Caucus of 
which I am co-chair to see that we 


continue to make progress each ses¬ 
sion. And we have a great track 
record Two years ago, had anyone 
predicted that we in the Senate could 
have gotten what was voted yester¬ 
day, that person would have been 
judged either insane or an incurable 
optimist 

The following changes which were 
adopted yesterday all reduce the 
power of the leadership over the 
membership: for the first time: 

• 1) Senators can vote down 
presidential appointments to commit¬ 
tee chairmanships and leadership 
positions. 

• 2) Bills can be gotten out of all 
of the graveyard' committees. 

• 3) Senators now will get advance 
word on when bills are scheduled for 
debate on the floor. 

• 4> All bills and committee 
amendments will be in print 24 hours 
before debate on the floor. 

• 5) Senators can call a party 
caucus. 

• (>) Budget debates will start at 10 


a m. and be the only items on that 
agenda 

• 7> Committee members can re¬ 
quire roll call votes. 

• H» All committee members will 
have the opportunity to sign favorable 
and unfavorable committee reports 
on bills, and; 

• tn Each Senator will have control 
of his or her own office budget 
guaranteed at a minimum level to all. 

Absolute presidential control over 
chairmanships, bill progress, party 
caucuses, information on bill schedul¬ 
ing and office budgets are all ended. 
Absolute committee chair control 
over bill reporting and signing will be 
ended, if the House concurs with our 
votes. 

(Jpenness to public knowledge and 
participation has been greatly in¬ 
creased : 1 > items 3, 4. (i. 7 and 8 above 
all increase information available to 
the public. 2' audits of senate budget 
books will be done and publicly 
available. 8> committees will have 


oversight responsibilities over ad 
ministrative rules and regulations. 4 > 
public hearings will be held on every 
bill, 5) notice of hearings together 
with agendas must be available 48 
hours in advance. 

Once again, much more needs to 
be done to obtain more openness, but 
these are important, even historic, 
guarantees available to the public 
Such matters no longer will depend on 
the attitude of a particular president 
or committee chair. 

The following improvements have 
been made in the legislative process 
itself: 1 1 advance scheduling ol when 
bills will be debated on the floor, 2» 
printed bills and committee amend¬ 
ments will he available 24 hours 
before floor debate, 3) budget debates 
will begin in the mornings rather than 
in the late afternoon or evening 
thereby normally going through the 
night, 4) bills when first filed must be 
in original typewritten form. 5) bills 
can be carried over' from one 
legislative year to another, (>> state 


budgets will get through the House so 
that they can be considered by the 
Senate 1 IF the House concurs! >. 7) 
committees will be able officially to 
review administrative rules and 
regulations to see if legislative intent 
is being carried out, H> committees 
will be able to draft bills of their own. 
9) smoking is banned on the floor ol 
the Senate. 

All of the above can be improved. 
But for the first time all are there To 
describe these as only “minor 
technical changes" simply is incor¬ 
rect. Democracy, openness and im¬ 
proved process are being achieved in 
the Massachusetts State Senate 

The newspaper report was very 
critical of the process whereby we ob 
tained these results Much was made 
of closed-doors and secrecy. 

It is true that the final agreement 
was reached in a Democratic Party 
caucus which was closed to the public. 
If we wanted a good package rather 
than one which increased the power 


of the leadership, our choice as rules 
reformers was to make our case there 
or to give up any chance of suc¬ 
ceeding Without winning the caucus 
we did not have the votes. 

We could have made some great 
speeches on the floor in the open and 
then had to live for two years with a 
Senate that was in worse shape than 
before. We chose to go into the clos¬ 
ed caucus and we won a set of rules 
reforms which any honest observer 
will tell you is far better than could 
have been expected. 

Had we failed, we were prepared 
to go to the floor for protracted and 
eloquent, albeit fruitless, debate. For¬ 
tunately, we did not reach such an im¬ 
passe. I cannot convince myself that 
we made the wrong choice. 

Once again, most of what we did 
can be, must be, improved, and other 
areas need to be addressed. But I 
firmly believe that an honest and ob¬ 
jective observer has to conclude that 
these are important things; that we 
are making significant progress.

Text Of Town’s Draft Of Housing Pact 


WHEREAS, a serious hous 
ing shortage exists throughout 
the Commonwealth, and has 
driven the cost of safe, suitable 
housing beyond the reach of 
many citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the Com¬ 
monwealth provides discre¬ 
tionary funding to its cities and 
towns through a variety of pro¬ 
grams designed to foster 
sound growth and develop¬ 
ment; and 

WHEREAS, housing 
growth, economic develop¬ 
ment. environmental protec¬ 
tion. and the provision of park 
and recreational space are 
statewide needs which are not 
mutually exclusive and are 
each vital to the balanced 
growth and development of the 
Commonwealth; and 

WHEREAS. Executive 
order No. 215 directs all state 
agencies which administer 
development-related 
assistance programs to con¬ 
sider the applicant communi¬ 
ty’s housing policies and 
practices, and to withhold 
assistance from communities 
judged to be unreasonably 
restrictive of housing; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary 
determined in 1982 that there 
were insufficient housing 
assistance resources in the 
Town of Winchester for low 
and moderate income 
families, and that the Town 
should make a greater effort 
to provide such housing 
resources, as similar com¬ 
munities have done; and 

WHEREAS, on December 
27, 1982, the Town of Win¬ 
chester (the “Town”), 
represented by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Housing 
Authority, and the Planning 
Board, signed an agreement in 
which it made specific com¬ 
mitments including a commit¬ 
ment to apply for Chapter 705 
funding in the next funding 
round, which took place in 
April 1984; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary 
has determined that the Town 
had not fulfilled the com¬ 
mitments made in its 
Memorandum of Agreement 
of December 27, 1982; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary 
has determined that she has 
sufficient reason to make a 
determination at this time that 
the Town of Winchester is in 
fact unreasonably restrictive; 
and 

WHEREAS, the town of 
Winchester recognizes the 
unmet need to provide for both 
elderly and low to moderate 
income housing as part of its 
plan of action to support the 
implementation of a well 
balanced housing program. 

WHEREAS, the Town has 


applied for an award of funds 
from the Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construc¬ 
tion which would be 
unavailable to the Town in the 
event that the Secretary 
makes a formal determination 
under the Order; and 

WHEREAS, the Secretary 
agrees not to proceed at this 
time to make a determination 
that the Town is unreasonably 
restrictive in consideration for 
the following agreement by 
the Board of Selectmen, the 
Housing Authority and the 
Planning Board; 

NOW THEREFORE, the 
above mentioned Boards 
agree to take all of the follow¬ 
ing actions within the 
timetables indicated: 

1. Scattered-Site Family 
Housing 

Pursuant to their plan of 
action, the Board of Select¬ 
men. the Housing Authority, 
and the Planning Board will 
take appropriate steps as 
necessary, within their 
jurisdiction and authority, to 
expedite the development of 
seven (7) units of scattered- 
site housing for low-moderate 
income families, under the 
State’s Chapter 705 program, 
as described in the Town’s ap¬ 
plication currently on file with 
the Executive Office of Com¬ 
munities & Development 
(“EOCD”), or in such applica¬ 
tion as it may be amended. 

The immediate objective of 
such a program is the develop¬ 
ment of seven (7) units of 
housing, determined by EOCD 
to be: (a) suitable for low- 
moderate income families; 

(b) within the cost limits of the 
705 program; and (c) cost ef¬ 
ficient to operate and manage. 

The Board of Selectmen, 
the Housing Authority, and the 
Planning Board further agrees 
to take appropriate steps as 
necessary, within their 
jurisdicition and authority, but 
subject to Town Meeting ac¬ 
tion or approval when re¬ 
quired, to enhance completion 
of a plan of action to develop 
seven (7) units of scattered- 
site family housing throughout 
the Town of Winchester under 
its application on file or as it 
may be amended. 

Furthermore, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Housing 
Authority and the Planning 
Board recognize an objective 
to develop a long range plan of 
action to provide more housing 
opportunities to meet the need 
of low and moderate income 
families in Winchester. 

The Board of Selectmen, 
the Housing Authority and the 
Planning Board agree to for¬ 
mulate a long range program 
with annual goals and

A progress report on such a 
program will be submitted to 
EOCD by .June 30, 1985. 

2. Rental Assistance for Town- 
Owned Dwellings 

The Housing Authority, 
with the support and approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, 
agrees to apply for rental 
assistance funding (under 
Chapter 707) for three (3) 
town-owned single family 
dwellings within 30 days of the 
execution of this agreement. 
The Board of Selectmen will, 
if such funding is provided, 
enter into an agreement with 
the Housing Authority to en¬ 
sure that said dwellings will 
continue to be available for 
low-income families in accor¬ 
dance with guidelines of 
EOCD. The Board of Select¬ 
men and Housing Authority 
each agree to execute the stan¬ 
dard three-party sublease by 
and between the Town, the 
Housing Authority and Te¬ 
nant, as provided by the 
EOCD, or such similar three- 
party agreement as may be 
acceptable to the Board of 
Seletmen and the Housing 
Authority. 

3. Mixed-Income Private 
Housing 

The Board of Selectmen 
and the Planning Board shall, 
exercise their best efforts in 
their dealing with private 
developers to encourage the 
inclusion of components) of 
low to moderate income hous¬ 
ing in proposed developments. 
Such components) may 
utilize rental assistance under 
Chapter 707 in which case the 
Housing Authority agrees to 
apply for such funds. In addi¬ 
tion. the Selectmen intend to 
examine programs such as the 
state SHARP program and the 
Federal 202 Elderly Housing 
program, to see if such pro¬ 
grams can provide greater 
availability of affordable hous¬ 
ing in Winchester. The Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority 
may also choose to study con¬ 
gregate housing to see if this 
can promote an increase in af¬ 
fordable housing for elderly in¬ 
dividuals. 

I. Inventory of Developable 
Sites 

The Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Board and the 
Housing Authority shall 
develop site criteria to identify 
sites suitable for public hous¬ 
ing under the above described 
programs. Upon the establish¬ 
ment of such criteria, an in¬ 


ventory of such sites will then 
be prepared. Based upon the 
established criteria and an 
anlaysis and evaluation of the 
inventory, an identification of 
sites that might be suitable for 
housing development under 
the above described programs 
and available for implementa¬ 
tion within one (1) year from 
the date of submission, will be 
submitted on or before 
September 30, 1985. 

5. Progress Report 

The Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Board and the 
Housing Authority will present 
a progress report on all efforts 
under paragraphs 1 through 4 
above by March 31,1985. In ad¬ 
dition. by June 30, 1985, the 
Town of Winchester shall sub¬ 
mit to the Secretary a report 
summarizing the progress 
made in all areas of housing 
policy. The report shall con¬ 
tain a statement of how the ac¬ 
tions taken in the prior months 
have helped to meet the objec¬ 
tives of this Agreement, as 
well as whatever additional 
actions are planned for the up¬ 
coming year regarding the 
programs outlined in this 
Memorandum of Agreement. 

In recognition of the above 
commitments by the Town, 
the Secretary agrees to 
withhold any determination 
that the Town is unreasonably 
restrictive of housing growth, 
provided that: 

(1) A copy of this agree¬ 
ment shall, be distributed by 
the Secretary to all state agen¬ 
cies for their information and 
review prior to consideration 
of any application for grant 
funds from Winchester. 

(2) Failure to carry out the 
actions required by this agree¬ 
ment on or before June 30,1985 
will result in a determination 
by the Secretary that Win 
Chester is unreasonabaly 
restrictive of housing growth 
and notice of such determina¬ 
tion shall be forwarded to all 
state agencies. 

(3) Based on the progress 
report submitted by the Town 
to EOCD on or before June 30, 
1985, and the commitments 
contained therein to future ac¬ 
tions in furtherance of this 
Agreement, the Secretary will 
evaluate at that time whether 
or not the Town should be 
determined to be unreason¬ 
ably restrictive of housing 
growth pursuant to Executive 
Order 215.

more than $2.7 million in grants that 
require eligibility under the state’s 
fair-housing policies. 

That includes money that let the 
town redesign the center; build new 
parking at the railroad station, Post 
Office and Town Hall; study the 
water and sewer systems, and begin 
work to rehabilitate them; build a 
new hike path, and a new salt shed in 
the Town Yard: modernize and in¬ 
sulate Housing Authority buildings; 
and convert the Swanton st. overpass 
from a high-maintenance bridge to a 
low-upkeep road. 

Right now, Winchester is waiting 
to receive $950,000 more in grants that 
have already been approved — in¬ 
cluding the $740,(KM) for the downtown, 
and $120,000 in reimbursements for 
water and sewer system rehabilita¬ 
tion work that the town did (and paid 
for) this summer. 

In addition, the town still hopes to 
include future grants in its plans. 

Winchester recently applied for a 
newly created Town Commons grant 
(l(H) percent stale funding), but didn’t 
make the first-round eliminations 

The Dept, of Public Works is 
already applying for $90,000 in water 
and sewer reimbursements for next 
year. 

And as new grant programs are 
developed, state officials say. they 
also come under the fair-housing 
eligibility rules. 

If Winchester is judged (or 
chooses to be) ineligible for state 
grants, it could lose out on hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in state discre¬ 
tionary grants and federal develop¬ 
ment grants that are awarded 
through state agencies, according to 
state officials. 

“It’s not just this I downtown 1 
grant — obviously, the town can live 
without new bricks,” says Carol Ford, 
an aide to Joseph Flatley, assistant 
secretary of the state’s Executive Of¬ 
fice of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD). Flatley’s office 
oversees compliance with the state’s 
fair housing policies, known official¬ 
ly as Executive Order 215. 

According to Ford, the state’s fair¬ 
housing policy has been in force since 
19H2 - and it specifies that state grant 
money should not be distributed to 
communities which are 
“‘unreasonably restrictive” in their 
housing policies. 

Executive Order 215 does not af¬ 
fect state local aid distributions — 
commonly known as Cherry Sheet 
funds, for the pink paper used in 
releases announcing them — hut it 
does affect nearly everything else the 
state gives out. Ford says. 

The order itself says the grants af¬ 
fected may include, but are not 
limited to: 

• Economic development 
assistance - like the second-phase 
downtown development grant of 
$740,000, already awarded but not 
paid out, and the $331,000 the town 
received in the first phase; 

• Open space and recreation 
grants, including the $2f).(KK) the town 
received to build the Horn Pond 
Brook hike path, and possible future 
grants to rehabilitate, acquire or 
build new playing fields — an issue 


recently studied by Town Meeting; 

• Technical assistance grants, 
for planning and feasibility studies, 
like the $H,()00 used to study 
downtown’s parking problem and 
plan solutions, and the $112,700 used 
to survey and analyze the town s 
water and sewer systems; 

• ‘ Urban Systems Transporta¬ 
tion Improvement” grants, like the 
two grants totaling $394,457 used to 
study and rebuild the Swanton st. 
overpass; 

• Grants to develop parking 
facilities, like the $280,000 the town 
received in 1983 to buy and redo the 
lot adjoining the railroad station, and 
the $121,000 received last year to 
reconstruct the Aberjona and Skill¬ 
ings rd. lots; 

• Grants to build additional 
elderly housing or family housing, 
and grants to modernize existing 
Housing Authority holdings, like (he 
$00,028 the town received this fall to 
update sewer systems, add insulation, 
handicapped-access ramps, storm 
doors and shutters, and install smoke 
dotectors; 

• Sewer collection system and 
water supply system grants, which 
the town has used — and plans to use 
— in its 10-year rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. 

• Federal grant funds for 
development and water and sewer 
projects that are administered 
through state-run mechanisms. 

Winchester has received $178,000 
for such work done the last two years, 
another $120,000 is waiting for state 
clearance, and an application for 
another $90,000 is about to lx? filed, ac¬ 
cording to DPW director Dom Ser- 
ratore. 

The money that the town may lose 
is a concern to several people The 
Star spoke with. 

“With [Proposition) 2'_>, every 
dollar counts,” one town official 
comments. 

“It just so happens the downtown 
grant is the first that got caught,” 
says former Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery, whose 
consulting business specializes in 
planning and developing grant ap¬ 
plications. “It would be a real shame 
if we can’t finish the downtown 
because of this. 

“But it’s the long-range things the 
town is going to need where it’s going 
to hurt,” Connery says. “And if it’s 
something the town has to do, it will 
just come off the tax rate. 

“The Swanton st. bridge grant 
would have been affected I if Win¬ 
chester were ineligible at the time) — 
and we received over a half-a-million 
dollars, that’s all.” says Connery. "If 
there are any more bridge or road im¬ 
provements where we have to go in 
for special money, we’re looking at a 
brick wall (without an EOCD- 
approved housing plan.] 

“ The other demographically com¬ 
parable towns — which are in very 
good financial shape — are not 
putting themselves in a position to 
penalize themselves,” Connery 
warns. 

"Winchester has a long-range 
water and sewer program to com¬ 
plete.” he adds. “Those infrastruc-

ture improvements are what frighten 
me - you’re always going to need 
that kind of thing, and they’re expen¬ 
sive.” 

“For most communities, state 
discretionary funding is an important 
component for achieving whatever 
goals thev have for themselves.” says 
Flatley. “After I Proposition I 2M*, it’s 
difficult without assistance. 

“But it’s up to the community to 
decide for themselves if they can live 
without it.” he adds. “Dover, for ex¬ 
ample. has never asked for state 
discretionary funds in the last four 
years: they have no community 
water and sewer, no center of town, 
no commercial enterprises - and 
they really haven’t applied for any 
open space money.” 

Lincoln and Weston have also 
chosen not to be eligible, according to 
EOCD records. 

“But you’d be surprised at the 
number of communities for which 
you’d think it (state grant money 1 
was problematic,” which have work¬ 
ed to be eligible. Flatley says. 

“Concord has applied for open 
space grants.” he notes. “And they 
are a good example of a town like 
Winchester which has developed 
family housing.” 

Flatley also says he believes Win¬ 
chester has the wrong impression of 
what it would take to achieve an ac¬ 
ceptable housing plan. 

“What we’re talking about is in 
fact a very small program,” he says. 
“We think it’s important for the town 
to overcome local anxieties. 

“There are a lot of regular, local 
people who not too long ago could af¬ 
ford to live in Winchester,” Flatley 
observes. 

But new town employees - 
firemen, policemen, teachers who 
may have grown up in town — often 
can’t even afford to rent in town, he 
notes. 

“The need, right in Winchester, is 
very substantial, and widespread,” 
Flatley says. 

It would seem the town could gain 
from both the added housing stock 
and the availability of state grant 
funds. 

Still, there is resistance from a 
very vocal segment of the town, and 
even town officials don’t agree on 
what they should do. 

As recently as last Thursday’s 
meeting of the town’s tri-partite Hous¬ 
ing Subcommittee. Selectmen chair¬ 
man Mark Lombardi asked again if 
the town needs state funds. 

“We should say here, take it or 
leave it (Winchester’s proposal I,” 
Lombardi said. “So, we don’t get the 
bricks ; so next time, we don’t get the 
sewer; that doesn’t say we have to 
change the entire climate of the town. 
We don’t have to bow down.” 

Fellow Selectman Wade Welch 
replied, “It’s not just the 
bricks. . . . Every time the state says 
you’re being unfairly restrictive, it’s 
a lot more than the bricks.” 

That’s the question Winchester 
must answer: does the town want to 
comply with state regulations, and be 
eligible for state funds — or is it will¬ 
ing to go its own way in isolation?

Tough-Skinned Crews 
Ignore Winter Weather. 


Birds aren't craz> They build 
their nests in the springtime 

But humans are a little more stub 
born Armed with antif reeze, electric 
heaters, propane and hot coffee, they 
pursue their construction projei Is all 
through the winter. 

• We re out here every da\. no 
matter what the temperature, no 
matter what the weather." says eon 
struct ion worker Frank Datillo. high 
up on the scaffolding ol a new \\ anon 
Wheel rd home "We haven't miss¬ 
ed a day." he says, evidently com for 
table pounding nails in sub freezing 
weather 

When the weather is really 
unbearable, he explains, the builders 
work on the home's interior. But on 
a day like Monday, with the sun out 
and the thermometer up to 2(i 
degrees, the crew marches right back 


out to the scaffolding 

At the site of a new office building 
at 955 Main st.. much more drastic 
measures are needed to keep warm. 
To meet a September 19Hf. deadline, 
the cement for the foundations must 
be poured this month, said the pro¬ 
ject's foreman, frost or no frost, 
regardless of the cost. 

Cement does not set well in frozen 
ground, and it must stay at a cozy »»u 
degrees for seven days after it's 
poured. That’s no easy task 

To guard the precious foundations, 
a "heat crew" checks temperatures 
24 hours a day. says construction 
foreman Steve Praught ol I)CM Corp 
in Framingham. 

They use propane to run electric 
heaters underground, shielded by 
tents made of plastic. On Monday, 
workers were loading tank after tank 


ol empty propane canisters onto a 
truck, a sign ol their prodigious 
undertaking 

Workers were even laying bricks 
in Winchester this week. Construction 
worker Thomas Whiting kept warm 
by sipping coffee while he built a 
brick wall lor an Fdwardsdr. duplex 
There's antifreeze for the mortar, 
ia* explained, plus they heat the sand 
and the water to keep tin* mixture 
pliable. 

Sure enough, a large sand pile 
near the building sent vapors of warm 
air up into the .January sky Inside the 
sand pile, workers explained, was a 
barrel and a wood lire 

And so, construction continues in 
Winchester, day in and day out. by 
people who believe that getting the 
job done is more important than 
waiting for spring

Cope With Land Shortage

Winchester is hot property these 
days. 

Land prices have doubled in the 
past lour years, says Building Com¬ 
missioner Anthony Zag/oug. and 
people are more than willing to buy 
a lot in Winchester il they can find 
one." 

Open land is scarce, and good old 
flat land is practically unavailable. 
Now. nearly all the construction sites 
require blasting or land till to bring 
them up to building code standards, 
says Zag/oug. 

But that hasn't deterred people 
from building. 

Although the number of building 
permits issued in 19B4 fell slightly 
from 1982. total construction costs 
were up appreciably to $12,(>08,()98. 
about $5 million higher than last year 
That leap is due primarily to the 
$2.2 million reconstruction ol the 
police station and to condominiums 
built for a total of $2.5 million by 
private developers 

In the center ol town, several 
builders have found an alternative to 
hunting down tracts ol open land. 
They've opted to tear down old 
buildings instead 

The new trend, says Zag/oug. is 
"demolition ol existing buildings to 
make room for newer ones " 

Before an office building at 955 
Main st could go up. two buildings 
came tumbling down 

And a two-lamily home was razed 
io make way tor Shore rd offices 


Plus, two upcoming developments 
will require demolition, says 
Zagzoug. both Anthony Albiani's 
Main st development and Murray & 
Quill’s Washington st. law offices. 

In his annual report compiled at 
the end of 1984. Zagzoug gave an up¬ 
date of the large-scale projects 
around town "Two new professional 
office buildings, Bussell Hill at 955 
Main st and Judkin Green at 82 Shore 
rd., have begun construction and 
should be ready for occupancy in 
1985," the report reads. 

Office space is now available in the 
old Purity Supreme building on Shore 
rd.. whose transformation into Fight 
Winchester Place is nearly complete, 
the commissioner wrote. 

Zagzoug said the Village in Wiii 
Chester, an 80-unit townhouse con¬ 
dominium development on Swanton 
st.. should be ready for occupancy 
this year. 

Plus, "Most of the construction at 
Winchester Hospital is completed 
with just a few finishing touches to be 
done." said the report. 

Aside from the big developments, 
it was a routine year for the town 

Permits for 28 new single family 
homes were issued at a total price of 
almost $2 million. That figure was 
down from last year, when 28 new 
one-family homes were built at a 
combined cost of $2.5 million 

The homes are larger than in the 
past, says Zagzoug. and cost an 
average of $100,000 to build. They 
generally sell for more than $250,000 


on the market , he says 

(Mien, the houses are custom built 
by young professional couples with 
two incomes who tend to have small 
families, says Zagzoug 

Most of the new construction af¬ 
fects the west side of town where 
more land is available, he says 
Amerwooddr .Jefferson rd . Lawson 
rd.. and Wagon Wheel rd are popular 
development spots. 

Although the (own has no regain 
lions about building design, "nothing 
ultra-modern" has been built recent 
ly. says Zagzoug In fact one house on 
Jefferson rd was built so that "from 
the outside it looks like it's 75 years 
old." the commissioner says 

Four residents installed solar col 
lectors on their homes, according to 
building department records. 
Zagzoug says there's "very little" use 
ol sun power in the town, beyond 
those who use collectors lo heat their 
hot water 

Yet passive solar heating has been 
built into several modern homes on 
Carriage Hill, including large south 
facing windows and greenhouses. 

Thirty one residents took out per¬ 
mits for wood burning stoves last 
year Zagzoug says stoves "were the 
rageiouror five years ago’ but have 
since declined in popularity. 

As for luxury items. 1(5 residents 
built swimming pools 

And as for unusual expenses, one 
Winchester family spent $(i()0 to 
remodel their barn.

It Was Long Time In Coming 
Sachems Wrestlers Win 
Methuen Tournament

It's been a long time in coming, 
but the Winchester High wrestling 
team has finally done it they have 
finally won the prestigious Methuen 
Invitational Tournament. 

The first time Larry Tremblay 
brought his team to Methuen was in 
1981. At that time the only thing 
special about Winchester wrestling 
was Gary Errico. Gary, of course, 
captured the state and New England 
Championships that year. 

Gary won the Methuen Tourney 
too, the first Sachem to do so and 
formerly one of the last Sachems to 
overcome the Methuen jinx. 

Since that season Winchester, 
despite teams never falling below .750 
winning percentage, has had less than 
successful tournaments. 

Each year the Sachems have 
fallen short of their potential and ex¬ 
pectations individually and as a team. 
For instance, last year the Sachems 
entered the tournament as Middlesex 
league champions and expectedly 
strong contenders lor the first place 
trophy yet left the Methuen field 
house with a paltry fourth-place 
finish. 


With the memory of the ensuing 
grueling practices still fresh from last 
year, the Sachems set out to do what 
should have been done years ago 
win the Methuen tournament. 

The Sachems did just that, they 
knew that this the season of Seasons 
would not be complete without a 
Methuen victory, and so by the time 
the mats had been cleared Win¬ 
chester had five champions, two 
runners-up, a third place winner and 
50 point advantage over second-place 
Lowell, they had victorv at Methuen.

Jay Rice at 128 lost to his arch¬ 
rival Keith Doherty of Woburn in the 
championship finals and settled for 
second place. 


Stephen "Binkles” McCarthy 
wrestled an excellent tournament los¬ 
ing only his final match 12-9 to take 
second. 

At the 140-pound class Winchester 
had its only repeat champion in senior 
Rob Anderson. 

Rob. for the second straight year 
defeated Scott Farris of Reading to 
become Methuen Champion. 

Tony “Tigga” Fortunati was 
another Sachem champion at 157. 
Tony defeated all his opponents in one 
of the toughest weight classes earn¬ 
ing him the great honor of “Outstan¬ 
ding Wrestler” at the tournament 

Dom Divencenzo became Win¬ 
chester’s 5th and final champion 
when he pulled out another one of his 
miracle victories. Dom was trailing 
after being nearly choked to death in 
a vicious headlock but came back to 
defeat his Lowell opponent. 

Other Sachems competed but on¬ 
ly Joe Lawrence (147) placed, as he 
took a third. 

Winchester is now 12-0. 4-0 in 
league matches including last week’s 
64-0 shutout of Burlington. Friday. 
Winchester will take on Belmont at 
home at 4.

Much To Do 
This Month 
At Center 

The Youth Center’s February 
schedule is full of sports and leisure 
activities for all students in all grades 
7-12.

To the Runner’s Eye, 

I 'd like to start running but I don’t 
know how to begin. What advice 
would you give to the beginner 
runner? 

Robert Pilecy, Woburn 

Dear Mr. Pilecy, 

The first ten days are the most im¬ 
portant. It is during this time, that 
you are really making a commitment 
io get into it. Someone who starts out 
by running every other day will often 
take two days, then three and so on. 
The first ten days are the serious 
days. 

What I recommend is to run for 
approximately fifteen minutes every 
day for ten days. Take the eleventh 
day off. Then begin the cycle again 
adding two to three minutes for the 
following ten days. When you reach 
30 minutes a day, begin to run every 
other day. Congratulations, at this 
point you are a seasoned runner. 

It you begin running now, 
remember to wear layers of clothing. 
Always wear a hat since 80 percent of 
the body’s heat is lost through the 
head. Most importantly, go to a 
reputable sporting goods store with 
knowledgeable show salepeople to get 
the correct shoe for your foot. 


Dear Coach Norton. 

What is lactic acid and how does 
it affect running?

T K. Lovett, 

Lactic acid is a waste product of 
the muscles that can cause soreness 
or stiffness. It builds up every day 
after running. It takes approximate¬ 
ly 48 hours to clear the whole system. 
The key thing is to jog down very 
slowly at the end of your run. Then get 
your legs up 5-6 inches. This will take 
the lactic acid out of the major areas, 
especially the ankles, hips, and knees. 

If you lie down and get your legs 
up high enough, say on a sofa which 
is at least 5 to 6 inches higher than the 
rest of your body, you’re going to 
clear about 65-70 percent of the lactic 
acid. I got that from the Japanese 
They use incline boards with their 
volleyball team. 

You should keep your legs up for 
four minutes. 

Best of luck in your running. 
Running isn’t always fun and ex¬ 
citing. Sometimes, athletes are 
tempted to look for alibis to avoid the 
drill of running. I have included a tew 
of the better alibi's and excuses given 
by members of the track team at Win¬ 
chester High Schol; 

• I 'm building up slowly for four years 
from now. 

• I don't want to improve too rapidly 

• I thought there was another lap to 
go. 

• I can’t run from behind.

Start Of A Career Doesn t Resemble Outcome 


Two Residents 
In Winterlest

The start of a career doesn’t 
necessarily bear much resemblance 
to the outcome. An obvious example 
is this country’s president, who began 
a career as a B-movie actor and 
wound up in the White House. 

Similarly, a Winchester grand¬ 
mother who began her career some 
forty years ago as a wife and mother 
while working in a full time position, 
has become a premier 26.2 mile 
marathon runner. 

II all began about three years ago 
at the urging of her 26 year old son, 
Mike. Margaret was kept busy during 
the day at her full time position as a 
rehabilitation specialist in a nursing 
home. Her evenings were pretty full 
watching over a large growing fami¬ 
ly. but she still needed an outside in¬ 


terest, something she could achieve 
on her own. 

Mike had suggested running. He 
was a veteran marathoner and had 
completed in the prestigious Boston 
Marathon, as well as other shorter 
races and had been quite successful 
at it. He though it might be beneficial 
if Mom went out and tried it as well. 

“I really didn’t enjoy it as first.” 
confesses the Winchester resident. 
“But he (Mike) kept pushing, so even¬ 
tually I began to run two or three 
miles a day.” 

From that simple beginning to 
this? It’s hard to believe, but this 
60-year-old runner, mother of nine 
and grandmother of four now runs 
seven miles a day. with longer, runs 
on the weekend. When she is training 
for an upcoming marathon she will 


run 15 miles on Sunday. (Because 
seven is not enough!”). 

Last November she completed and 
won in her first out-of state 26.2 mile 
trek, winning the senior division in 
under three hours and thirty-live 
minutes. Her accomplishment at the 
senior level is the elder set 's answer 
to Alberto Salazar. She’s won more 
than she’s lost! 

”1 can’t really explain why I've 
done so well” she says. “1 don’t have 
any kind of athletic background. The 
only explanation I can give is that I 
have spent many years running a 
large family.” More likely Margaret 
simply found a hidden ability that had 
been lying dormant. She says the en¬ 
couragement she receives from other 
runners was more meaningful than 
the conquest. 


Actually it is a little astonishing 
that she finds the time at all to train 
She works an eight hour day and 
returns to put dinner on the table for 
her live children still at home. 

As I found out doing this story, we 
met at her home and talked awhile as 
dinner was cooking, then we went out 
running. As we ran 1 asked what her 
most memorable race was. Her “Im¬ 
possible Dream” as she describes it 
was the short lived Mostonlest 
Marathon in which, running with a 
stress fracture on her sosmoid bone 
< bone on tin* loot > and a bad case ot 
the flu, she won the senior division 
and proceeded to cry. “my husband 
thought I was crying because I was 
hurting but the tears were tears of 
iov. ot doing something for myself by 


myself. That was the only way for me 
to let my emotions out.” she said. 

For this Winchester grandmother, 
as a source of inspiration for runners 
and non runners of all ages Retire 
men! and taking it easy are the fur 
thest things from her mind Aside 
from the winning and the running, the 
things that keep her going are best 
typified by an incident that oceured 
in a recent race I saw a young man 
and we exchanged greetings Then he 
said 'when I grow up l want to be like 
you.’ " Not a bad idea 

“Ted Williams, wrote John Up 
dike, is the classic athlete player on 
a hot late summer day when tin* only 
thing at stake is the dilirence between 
a thing well done and thing done ill 
For this Winchester grandmother, 
as with Ted Williams, they have, in 


their actions and deeds answered a 
very tough question, “Where have all 
the heroes gone?” They have 
answered, "the heroes lie within 
ourselves.”

A new exhibit opens Sunday, Feb.

The show should 
prove to have something to suit 
everyone’s taste, since each of the ar¬ 
tists features a different medium. 
Barnes will exhibit his oils, Rice, his 
etchings and silkscreens, and 
Waltman, her photographs. 

An opening reception is planned 
for Sunday, from 2 to 4 p.m. Should 
there be snow on that day, the open¬ 
ing reception will be deferred to Sun¬ 
day, Feb. 10.

Barnes is a longtime resident of 
Winchester. For about 20 years he has 
been painting in oils — landscape, still 
life and marine subjects. His sister. 
Marietta B. Cornwall, a prominent 
Boston commercial artist and por¬ 
trait artist in Rockport, influenced 
him to start and to try his luck. He 
studied with her for several years at 
the beginning of his career. 

Barnes is a past president of the 
Winchester Art Assn., has been 
treasurer, and is now a member of the 
hoard. He is also a member of the 
Copley Society of Boston and of the 
North Shore Art Assn, of Gloucester, 
he has shown his paintings in 
Massachusetts and outside in New 
England in various places including 
the Farnsworth Museum Gallery in 
Rockland, Maine, the Annisquam 
Mass. Gallery, and The Copley Socie¬ 
ty Gallery in Boston. His paintings 
can be seen in many homes in this 
area and elsewhere along the Eastern 
seaboard. 

Educationally, he has been in¬ 
fluenced by the American Post- 
Impressionist School of the early 2(Hh 
century. 

On Cape Ann, where most of his 
paintings have been executed, he has 
been influenced by his association 
through the years with many 
Rockport and Gloucester artists - 
principally Wayne Morrell and the 
late Aldro Hibbard.

paint ing, but, feel I tend to overwork 
a painting. The silkscreen process 
allows me to stay with representa¬ 
tional subjects, but prevents me from 
being loo caught up in the image. This 
enables me to emphasize the beauty 
and excitement of colors, shapes, anil 
textures.” 

Over the years, Rice has also 
developed an interest in visual art as 
it is used for liturgical worship. He 
has created numerous graphic 
designs that have adorned banners, 
program covers, cards commission¬ 
ed for St. John’s Prep as well as for 
several parishes in the Archdiocese. 
Many of his prints are on display at 
the Upstairs Gallery in Middleton, 
MA.. the School of Education at 


Boston College, and the Hunt 
Memorial Hospital in Danvers. 

Waltman’s first interest in 
photography began during long 
childhood hours spent exploring the 
western Pennsylvania countryside 
and lakefront with her mother, an ac¬ 
complished amateur photographer 
“Basically, I was a readily available 
porter and model, but. it was fun. and.

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Exposure Problems 


By Holt Confer 

Once considered a phenomenon 
of the electronic age, a flash in the 
pan by some, all right for ama¬ 
teurs but no good for pros by oth¬ 
ers. the automatic camera is here 
to stay. And not only have auto¬ 
matic cameras become firmly en¬ 
trenched in our photographic 
lives, chances are we've seen only 
the beginning of this development. 

As a matter of fact, with the 
exception of view cameras. 1 
doubt you’ll find anything in your 
favorite camera store that isn’t (in 
some degree) automatic. 

But automatic doesn’t mean ef¬ 
fortless. And automatic cameras 
do turn out poor-quality photos at 
times. One of the most common 
reasons — incorrect exposure. 

To give you a little background 
— a camera’s exposure meter is a 
light-sensitive element that will 
respond predictably to different 
light levels. An electronic or elec¬ 
tromechanical system relates the 
light intensity to the film’s sensi¬ 
tivity and tells you or the camera 
the proper shutter speed and lens 
aperture to use. 

Some cameras just compare the 
light level to film sensitivity (the 


reason it’s so important to give 
the right ASA information to your 
camera) and let you make all the 
adjustments, while many of the 
fully electronic cameras will do 
all the work for you. 

And therein lies the danger 
While a fully automatic camera 
will work wonders in certain situ¬ 
ations. there are times when all 
that electronic circuitry needs to 
be guided by human intelligence. 

It may help you understand why 
vour camera behaves as it does if 
you know what type of meter your 
camera uses — averaging, spot- 
reading or center-weighted. 

An averaging meter gives equal 
weight to all parts of the field seen 
in the viewfinder — it averages 
light and dark areas to give you an 
estimate of the required exposure. 

A spot-reading meter measures 
only a small portion of the light in 
a scene — usually a small circle 
or rectangle outlined on the 
viewfinder. 

A center-weighted meter em¬ 
phasizes the central portion of the 
scene, but also measures the illu¬ 
mination in the outer portions. 

Only you know whether the 
meter is reading what it should be 
reading. The meter cannot tell.

You shop for the new 
stereo you have planned for 
months to buy. You check out 
the obligatory two or three 
dealers; yet, do not seem to 
be able to settle on your 
choice of bright and shiny new 
equipment. 

In fact, you may even have 
become more confused than 
when you started. 

The components, you say, 
all seem very much alike. 
And, not surprisingly, each 
sales person you encounter is 
selling “The Best” merchan¬ 
dise available in your price 
range. 

What else can you do? 

You may decide to check 
out a reputable dealer in good 
second-hand components. 

Well, nestled among the 
“new” dealers in stereo-rich 
Harvard Square is one such 
dealer, Audio Replay. 

“Aside from offering used 
equipment at half the new 
price,” explains owner 


Harvey Soolman, “We are in 
a unique position to be more 
objective about the 
marketplace.” 

“ We sell dozens of brands, 
whatever good used pieces 
come our way, but we don’t 
‘carry’ linens, per se, of par¬ 
ticular brands.

Audio Replay has won 
Boston Magazine’s Best 
Stereo Repair and 
presumably knows its way 
around the inside of a com¬ 
ponent. 

And, you should be 
prepared for the inevitable 
needed repair considering 
how cheaply many of today’s 
audio equipment is made.

So you want to dazzle your 
friends with your own video pro¬ 
ductions? Watch Johnny Carson 
and still get up fresh as a daisy at 
5 a.m.? Impress the neighbors 
with an invitation to watch the 
latest movies at your house? 

Just take your checkbook, cred¬ 
it card or loan application into the 
nearest video store. 

Many Americans have done just 
that and turned into “video 
freaks," people hooked on games, 
movies and other uses for the 
tube, who are willing to spend 
hundreds, sometimes thousands of 
dollars on home video equipment. 

If you have any of these symp¬ 
toms, you also better have deep 
pockets and time to learn what 
you are getting into before you 
buy. 

It usually starts with a simple 
desire to see that crucial soap 
opera episode. Or the big football 
game. You stare with horror at 
the television schedule. You won't 
be home. 


Panic-stricken, you decide to 
splurge. Quickly checking the 
newspaper ads. you rush off to 
pick up one of those videocassette 
recorders you’ve heard so much 
about. 

Aah. You sit smugly through the 
school play, or board meeting, 
knowing that later you can watch 
your alma mater in action or see 
whether Tom and Mary really did 
get married at the convenience 
store where they met the day be¬ 
fore. 

But wait. Why not tape Junior’s 
school play to show his grand¬ 
parents or keep for posterity? 

Back to the store for a camera. 

Oh. sorry, but now you'll also 
need a battery-operated recorder. 
You can’t lug that heavy, bulky 
desktop model around. 

And what about one of those 
large screens in order to see more 
life-size images? 

A few more small purchases 
with large price tags and you’re 
all set. 

Welcome to the world of ama¬ 
teur television. The technology 


that sounded like something out of 
Buck Rogers just a few years ago 
now is yours. The industry’s equip¬ 
ment has been miniaturized and 
made available to you for record¬ 
ing, playback, even filming — no. 
taping — that special event in 
your life. 

But it's not going to be as sim¬ 
ple as you might think. Or already 
may have learned the hard way. 

Do you want a Beta or VHS 
recording system? Are you inter 
ested in the videodisc machine, or 
will a VCR suffice? Do you need a 
color camera or will black and 
white do? How about an electronic 
viewfinder for your camera or 
slow-motion, freeze-frame and 
search-cue-review extras for your 
recorder? 

If you buy stereo tapes, do you 
automatically get stereo sound" 
Do you sacrifice picture quality 
with a wide-screen video projec- 
tOr? 

It's almost a new language of 
video terms. 

Michael Thaller, a self-pro¬ 
claimed video freak who distrib¬ 
utes TV programming via satel¬ 
lite for Wold Communications in 
Los Angeles, says it's important to 
learn all that you can about the 
different kinds of equipment 
available and their uses. 

— Videocassette Recorders. 
They come in both Beta and VHS 
models. Both use half-inch tape 
but cannot be interchanged. “The 
main consideration is finding out 
what system your friends have in 
the event you trade tapes,” ad¬ 
vises Thaller. VHS is more popu¬ 
lar. When you rent or buy tapes, 
more titles will be on VHS but the 
waiting lines also will be longer 
for the most popular movies. VHS 
blank tape is longer — either in 
six-hour or eight-hour versions. 
The maximum time on the most 
common long-playing Beta tape is 
five hours. 


- VCR Options. “The basic 
model usually has a 24-hour timer 
and a mechanical tuner." said 
Thaller. “You can record one show 
in 24 hours and usually that’s all 
you need, anyway.” Otherwise, he 
said, you get a stockpile of un¬ 
viewed tapes, and if you didn t 
have time to watch the shows 
when originally broadcast, you 
probably won’t find time to see 
them on tape, either. 

The one feature Thaller be¬ 
lieves worthwhile is the search 
cue and review button. "You can 
search through the tape while 
you’re watching it and get through 
the commercials.” As for slow- 
motion or freeze-frame (stop-ac¬ 
tion) extras. Thaller has "not yet 
figured out who would need that, 
except to show off." He does 
admit, though, that the feature 
could prove useful to a golfer or 
tennis player interested in analyz¬ 
ing putts or overhead smashes. 

— Videodiscs. These are used on 
machines that look like record 
players and are mainly movies or 


other entertainment specials that 
actually are pressed like records 
in their manufacture. The ma¬ 
chines are much less expensive 
than VCRs but they can be used 
for playback only, no recording. 

— Cameras. Thaller says pic¬ 
ture quality varies little from the 
least expensive to most expensive 
models. “In general, the electron¬ 
ics are not that different — thev 
all come with zoom lenses and 
built-in microphones. What you 
are paying for is the electronic 
viewfinder, color capability and 
instantaneous playback ability. 
Decide what is essential for your 
needs. 

— Large-Screen Video Projec¬ 
tors. These are expensive. Thaller 
says, and offer "generally poor 
picture quality." A rear-screen 
projection model is on the market 
now. as well, which allows you to 
look at the screen from an angle 
— a help to someone snuggled up 
in a corner chair.

Comparison Shopping 
For Long Distance

If you’re looking for simple an¬ 
swers, then comparison shopping 
for long-distance telephone com¬ 
panies is something to avoid. But 
if finding the best value is a major 
concern, the time and effort in¬ 
volved in comparing is worth 
knowing that you’ve found the ser¬ 
vice that will cost you less. 

Before you can begin to com¬ 
parison shop, you’ll need to deter¬ 
mine your typical telephone use. 
according to fliers prepared by 
the Telecommunications Re¬ 
search and Action Center. TRAC 
is a non-profit educational organi¬ 
zation based in Washington, D.C. 

To determine your telephone 
use, find your long-distance bills 
from the last year. If you didn’t 
keep the bills, make a list of the 
actual phone numbers you call, 
the time of day you call and the 
average length of your calls. 

After you've put this informa¬ 
tion together, choose a few calls 
that are representative of your 


calling pattern over the last year 
— and that are likely to be typical 
of your future calling. 

To make your comparison, call 
several companies to ask what 
each sample call would cost if 
made on their system. Most long¬ 
distance companies have toll-free 
numbers for information about 
their services. You can get those 
numbers by calling (800) 555-1212. 

When you call the companies, 
insist on getting the actual cost for 
making the calls over their ser¬ 
vice. Some services prefer to tell 
you only the amount you will save 
on their system compared to 
AT&T, but that isn’t sufficient for 
your comparison. It may be neces¬ 
sary to call a company several 
times before you get an operator 
who can give you the information 
you want. 

Once you have gathered this in¬ 
formation for each representative 
phone call from each company, 
you then can prepare a composite 
“monthly bill” from each of the 
companies. 

This is only the start of your 


comparison. In addition to the es¬ 
timated monthly bill, you must 
consider other factors: 

— If there is a minimum month¬ 
ly charge for service, is your 
monthly bill equal to or more than 
the minimum? If not. you may 
find less expensive services at a 
company without a minimum 
charge. 

— Ask about special calling 
plans. Some companies offer a 
specified amount of calling time 
for a flat fee. for example. 60 min¬ 
utes for $10 per month. Others 
offer high-volume discounts for 
people who make many telephone 
calls. 


— Does the company charge 
extra for credit charge services? 

— Ask about company billing 
procedures. For example, if you 
make a number of very short calls 
— less than two minutes — you 
can save substantially with a com¬ 
pany that charges in six-second in¬ 
crements as opposed to full-min¬ 
ute increments. 


During these cold winter months 
when fewer and fewer people are ven¬ 
turing outdoors, there is one place on 
Massachusetts avenue’s All 
ington/Lexington line that thrives. 

Movies and More, which has one 
of the largest video movie rental 
libraries in the area, is succeeding 
beyond everybody’s expectations 
including the owner’s.

Robinson attributes the store’s 
success to both the quality and quan 
titv of his movie library. 

"Customers are always amazed at 
how many recent releases we have on 
our shelves." he notes, adding that 
new movies come in daily. 

Robinson also points out that he 
has duplicates of many of the more 
popular movies to ensure that they’re 
available at all times. “We find that 
we have so many videos on our 
shelves that people have a hard time 
deciding which ones they want to rent 
first.” 

Lifetime memberships, which 
allow participants limited free movie 


rental and other special discounts, 
have just passed the loo mark. 

“The majority of our business 
comes from 

Arlington and Lexington.” says 
manager Albert DeSimone, “but we 
also have many lifetime members 
from Winchester. Belmont, and as far 
away as Medford.” 

DeSimone adds that “We are one 
of a chain of 12 Movies and More 
stores in the area. Because of this, our 
lifetime memberships arc very 1 ke 
ly to last a lifetime. We ll remain in 
business for a long time." 

Movie rental is not the only service 
Movies and More has to offer. The 
store also sells movies, along with 
almost every accessory you can think 
of for your video cassette recorder 
dustcovers, head cleaners, video 
cameras, blank tapes, all sorts of con¬ 
nection hardware, as well as video 
cassette recorders themselves. 

“Many of our customers are rent¬ 
ing movies to be played on equipment 
puchased here," observes Robinson. 
"If we didn’t sell quality equipment, 
we’d only be hurting our movie ren¬ 
tal business."

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Music’s Future 
Isn’t All Harmony

Moog ... Mini-Moog ... Oberheim 
... Prophet... PPG ... Roland ... Ju¬ 
piter ... Fairlight ... Synclavier ... 
Linn Drum Computer. 

Like the titles of science-fiction 
novels, the names of the synthesiz¬ 
ers that have revolutionized rock 
music evoke an aura of high-tech 
futurism. It’s an aura well suited 
to pop acts with names like Eu- 
rythmics, Heaven 17, Human 
League, Zinc, New Order and 
Thomas Dolby. 

On the surface, the rock world is 
being conquered by this wave of 
"synth-pop,’’ “techno-pop” or, to 
use the radio and record industry’s 
buzz phrase, “new music” bands. 
But there’s a growing sense that 
synthesizer technology — which 
permits the creation and imitation 
of an infinite variety of musical 
sounds by juggling electronic fre¬ 
quencies with switches and key¬ 
boards — might be reaching a 
crossroads. 

Some artists and producers 
argue that there is only so far one 
can go before synth-pop trivializes 
itself with a lot of redundant mi¬ 
crochip technology that won't en¬ 
hance pop music so much as chill 
it — to a point devoid of human 
warmth. 

Only a few years ago, some pop 
watchers predicted that tradition¬ 
al rock instruments such as elec¬ 
tric guitar and drums were about 
to be made obsolete. Yet the surg¬ 
ing popularity of more traditional¬ 


ly oriented hard rock, or “heavy 
metal." bands such as Def Lep¬ 
pard, Iron Maiden and Krokus 
seems to assure the continuity of 
non-synthetic rock. 

But there’s no denying that the 
synthesizer is more in than ever. 
On one hand, the technology has 
made it possible for artists and 
producers to cut studio costs dras¬ 
tically by creating, say, horn and 
string orchestrations with a syn¬ 
thesizer rather than spending 
much more on real musicians. 
However, some albums, including 
David r owie’s “Let’s Dance" 
album, have been recorded with¬ 
out any synthesizers. 

What this implies, of course, is 
that all bets are off, that what 
matters ultimately is the quality 
of the music, more so than the 
quantity of synthesizer technolo¬ 
gy. In a way. that always has been 
the case, but the novelty of syn¬ 
thesizers has held hypnotic sway 
— from the pioneering sounds of 
Robert Moog’s primitive syn¬ 
thesizer, which made its way into 
rock more than a decade ago, to 
the state-of-the-art digital tech¬ 
nology of today’s Synclavier and 
Fairlight synthesizers. 

The basic difference between 
original “analog” synthesizers as 
the Moog and Oberheim and the 
new "digital” models lies in how 
they process sound. Analog units 
subtract harmonic effects via 
electronic filters to attain a de¬ 
sired electronic sound, whereas di¬ 
gital synthesizers add up to 24 dif¬ 
ferent harmonics to a basic sound 



wave. This permits far more 
precise mimicry of any sound, 
from that of a violin to a vacuum 
cleaner. Digital synthesizers also 
can “sample” real sounds played 
or sung into them and reproduce 
them to be played in any pattern 
across the range of the synthesizer 
keyboard. 

This sonic-realism potential of 
the new digital synthesizers is a 
boon for acts who don’t wish to be 
associated with the austere, coldly 
synthetic thrust of so much synth- 
pop. Who'll know you're using a 
synthesizer if it doesn’t sound like 
a synthesizer? 


And for some veteran rock art¬ 
ists, synthesizer technology has 
lost its luster. British rock key¬ 
boardist and violinist Eddie Job- 
son. for one. has served as syn¬ 
thesizer wizard for such progres¬ 
sive-rock acts as Curved Air. 
Roxy Music, Jethro Tull, Frank 
Zappa, King Crimson and UK. 
Now he’s a solo star, fronting his 
own band. Zinc. The music is cer¬ 
tainly new music, but Jobson 
claims he’s far more inspired 
these days by the conceptual pos¬ 
sibilities of rock video than by 
high-tech synthesizer sound. 

“It’s funny, but I ended up doing 


my parts of the entire album with 
just a CS-80 and mini-Moog syn¬ 
thesizers,” he said. “Now the 
Moog’s been around for more than 
a decade and the CS-80’s been out 
since '77, and both are considered 
dinosaur instruments, but I 
haven’t really been sold on the 
new digital technology. I just don't 
hear the sound. I don’t care how 
much a synthesizer can do — if I 
don’t like the basic sound quality 
then I’m not interested. I'd rather 
go back a few steps to the old- 
fashioned instruments I do like.

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Home Computers — Shop Around Before You Buy

Computers, once the mysterious 
tools of industry and government, 
are now household appliances. 
Nearly everyone has a personal 
computer or is considering buying 
one. 

If you’re one of those consider¬ 
ing a purchase, shop around to 
find out what you’re getting into. 

The First Step. For the moment, 
put away the checkbook — it like¬ 
ly will take weeks, if not months, 
to develop the knowledge required 
to purchase a system with confi¬ 
dence. 

Instead, conduct some research 
on just what a personal computer 
can do. In general, it’s a good idea 
to steer clear of well-intentioned 
friends, who might offer a biased, 
and perhaps inaccurate, slant on 
the subject. 

Go to the library and spend a 
few hours leafing through intro¬ 
ductory manuals on owning a 
computer. Make sure they are not 
more than two years old. since mi- 
crocomputer technology 
progresses rapidly. 

Avoid hundreds of books on 
computer programming — they’re 
generally filled with imposing 
equations and calculations that 
will inhibit the beginner. 



The First Showroom Visit. With 
some rudimentary knowledge of 
theory, it is time to actually see 
these contraptions perform. The 
best bet is a local computer shop 
or department store that markets 
microcomputers. 

Don't be afraid to display igno¬ 
rance at this point. Salespeople 
are educators — or they should be 
at any rate. Ask for a demonstra¬ 
tion of the hardware — the com¬ 
puter system’s physical equip¬ 
ment, such as the keyboard, mi¬ 
croprocessor. monitor and printer 
— and an explanation of the avail¬ 
able software — the specific pro¬ 
grams available to run the com¬ 
puter.

In short order, the potential 
benefits of owning a computer and 
how they merge with one’s specif¬ 
ic business and personal require¬ 
ments should start to emerge. If 
the salesperson appears helpful, 
make a note for future reference. 
But this is not the time to buy. 

Comparison Shdpping. Specific 
needs now can be assessed. If 
one’s prime purpose in buying a 
computer is to play video games, 
a $4,000 system hardly will be in 
order. By the same token, an at¬ 
torney or accountant requiring ex¬ 
tensive bookkeeping and word- 
processing functions will not be 
well suited to a $500 model. 

On the personal computer level, 
attention should be focused not so 
much on basic, physical capabili¬ 
ties of the machines — within the 
same price level, they are very 
similar — but rather, what the 
company emphasizes in its promo¬ 
tions. Reliability? Adaptability, if 
additional hardware is needed? 
Servicing, if problems are encoun¬ 
tered? This is especially import¬ 
ant if one is considering a line that 
is not nationally known. 

Serious Shopping. Back to the 
computer stores. Finding a so- 
called computer supermarket is 


not a bad idea, since comparisons 
can be made on the spot. Always 
go to more than one store. 

In listening to a salesperson’s 
explanations, be flexible and will¬ 
ing to accept different perspec¬ 
tives. During this process, gaining 
confidence in a dealer frequently 
can be as important as choosing 
which model to buy. After all. buy¬ 
ing a computer isn’t like buying a 
three-piece suit off the rack: Fol¬ 
lowing up on a purchase, be it 
servicing or additional purchases, 
is often necessary. 

Some Major Considerations. 
Throughout the 1970s, software, 
the force that drives computers, 
often had been considered an 
adornment to a packaged comput¬ 
er system, to be treated as caval¬ 
ierly as one treats upholstery se¬ 
lection for an automobile. Quite 
often, software actually was given 
away as part of a hardware pur¬ 
chase. 

This situation has changed be¬ 
cause advances in hardware 
(memory capacity, cost, etc.) have 
pretty much stabilized, thus mak¬ 
ing the data processing industry 
more software oriented. 

All of which becomes important 
to the potential computer pur¬ 


chaser who wants to expand his 
processing horizons. An inexpen¬ 
sive personal computer often will 
not have the memory stoi. -e ca¬ 
pabilities to tackle complex soft¬ 
ware packages that may be de¬ 
sired in the future. 

By the way. it’s always a good 
idea to “test-drive" the software 
at a computer store, in much the 
same way one would take out a 
new automobile. 

Printers, the contraptions used 
to transfer graphs, bar codes and 
data from a computer system to a 
paper medium, are another factor. 
In many cases, they are not in¬ 
cluded in the price of a basic sys¬ 
tem. As for warranties, most man¬ 
ufacturers offer three- to six- 
month plans, although when 
making an evaluation, consider, 
too, the available service outlets 
A six-month guarantee on all 
parts may be fine, but if the clos¬ 
est maintenance center is hun¬ 
dreds of miles away, one is faced 
with a potential hassle.

Seven million Americans use 
video display terminals, or VDTs. 
according to an estimate by The 
Wall Street Journal. And that fig¬ 
ure is expected to grow to 40 mil¬ 
lion by 1990. 

Many of these computer users, 
especially those whose jobs de¬ 
mand extended use of VDTs. are 
complaining of headaches, back 
pain, eyestrain, sore necks and 
painful wrists. And they blame 
computers. 

The electronic takeover was so 
sudden that physicians and re¬ 
searchers were caught off guard 
when workers began to complain 
loudly and vigorously. 

“It’s a typical case of new tech¬ 
nology." said Brad Prezant, an in¬ 
dustrial hygienist at the Universi¬ 
ty of Washington. ‘With these 
electronic systems the whole fun¬ 
damental characteristic of the off¬ 
ice has changed. The big question 
of the '80s is What are the effects 
of these new technologies on the 
world?’ ” 


According to a study by the Na¬ 
tional Institute >for Occupational 
Safety and Health. VDT operators 
from a San Francisco company 
said they felt more “anxiety, de¬ 
pression. irritability, tension and 
gastrointestinal problems" than 
workers not using computers 
They also reported more “pain or 
stiffness in arms or legs, swollen 
or painful muscles and joints and 
eyestrain or sore eyes." 

But most researchers are skep¬ 
tical. Rejecting scares about radi¬ 
ation poisoning and cataracts, 
they say computers cause no per¬ 
manent harm. But they admit no 
one knows what years of video 
terminal use can do to the human 
body. 

“The extreme case is someone 
who goes home with muscular and 
eye problems every night. Usual¬ 
ly, it’s more of a transitory na¬ 
ture." said Prezant. who special¬ 
izes in researching office hazards. 

The American Academy of 
Ophthalmology agrees that there 
is no clinical evidence that eye fa¬ 
tigue experienced by some VDT

users causes permanent medical 
disorders. 

However. Dr. William Rich, 
representing the academy, stress¬ 
es that "it is not our intention to 
minimize or ignore the numerous 
complaints of visual discomfort 
which many workers associate 
with heavy VDT use." 

Eye fatigue may be lessened or 
relieved. Rich said, by appropriate 
actions within the workplace, such 
as using VDT screens with clear 
sharp images; adjusting bright¬ 
ness. contrast and position of the 
screen, and arranging worksta 
tions and lighting to reduce glare 

Physical discomforts may be 
relieved by alternating periods of 
heavy VDT use with other tasks 
that allow the worker to move 
around. Rich said. 

People simply are not designed 
to sit in one position at a computer 
terminal for hours on end, said 
Don Korell. director of research at 
Steelcase Inc., a manufacturer ot 
office furniture based in Grand 
Rapids. Mich. 

According to ergonomic re¬ 
search, which studies how to adapt 
machines and equipment to 
human needs, how comfortable 
you are with your computer de¬ 
pends on a number of factors 
Proper lighting is important. The 
color and size of the letters on the 
screen can affect the length of 
time you comfortably can read 
from a VDT. How the keyboard is 
designed also can make a differ 
ence. 

Another critical element is 
computer-support furniture. This 
should be flexible, highly adjust¬ 
able and adaptable to individual 
comfort needs. 

Korell lists the following furni 
ture adjustments important to 
user comfort: the angle of the key¬ 
board. its height and position in 
relation to the display screen: the 
angle and height of the display 
screen: the chair height; the angle 
of both the chair seat and bac k 
and chair-back tension. 

A user should be able to make 
all these adjustments convenient 
ly and while seated. Korell says. 

As for some discomforts, the 
real culprit, according to VDT en 
thusiasts and some researchers i 
computer phobia. 

"Instead of saying, I don t like 
these computers.' they say some 
thing else like. “My eyes hurt 
People don't want others to think 
they live in the Dark Ages, saui 
Louise Strona. training officer at 
California State Polytechnic Cm 
versity. 

Shirley Gates, who owns a small 
secretarial firm, said tackling the 
cryptic instructions of a new com 
puter made her panicky in the 
face of a deadline. 

“I was practically in tears. 
Gates said. "I was afraid I’d make 
a mefs and my client would be 
mad.” 

The arrival of VDTs can be 
even more tumultuous if veteran 
workers fear they are being 
phased out.

Eric Hammond is a daydream- 
er. 

He has been for years — and for 
good reason. Hammond is part of 
an expanding nationwide star 
command of computer-games de¬ 
signers who flit away the bulk of 
their waking hours dreaming up 
new ways to terminate space 
creatures and zap star ships out of 
the galaxy 

They can thank the burgeoning 
home-computer market for their 
good fortune. Dozens of small 
businesses have been hiring pro¬ 


grammers — some as young as 14 
— to create games compatible 
with home-computer systems 
Programmers can receive as 
much as 25 percent of the compa¬ 
ny's gross sales per game. 

Hammond and Michael Abbot, 
another young designer, got into 
programming like most of their 
peers. Each was given a home 
computer by his parents and be¬ 
came absorbed in its capabilities. 

While much of the game devel¬ 
opment begins "just for fun.” de¬ 
signer James Nitchals said, 
"there’s more to programming 
games than meets the eye. 

"I want to create games that 
keep the players totally involved. 


so they can’t let up for more than 
a second. To create an original 
game like that is mentally drain¬ 
ing," he said. 

The work can be so overwhelm¬ 
ing that Abbot rarely stops by his 
office and may go for two weeks 
without thinking of computers. 

"Then I’ll suddenly work for 48 
hours straight." said the computer 
whiz. "If you happen to get on a 
roll and everything’s working, 
why quit for sleep?" 

Abbot said a successful games 
programmer must be able to think 
in the abstract. Another must is 
keeping an eye on the direction of
